TO  LKSCME  NWGOTIATIOXS. 


Washingto:>i.  July  27.— In  the  house 
today  the  World's  fair  discussion  was 
continued  by  Mr.  Caruth,  (Democrat),  of 
'  Kentucky,  who  said  he  would  vote  for 
the  apjpropriation  now,  altho-igh  he  had 
opposed  k  heretofore,  principally  for  the 
reason  that  the  differences  between  the 
'World's  fair  managers  and  the  Knights 
of  Labor  had  been  settled 
wao  not  a  Chicago  enterprise  but  a  na- 
tional one.  "No  pent  up  Utica  contracts 
our  powejs."  His  speech  was  character- 
istically laconic  and  he  closed  with  the 
couplet,  which  caused  loud  laughter: 

"Little  drop?  of  wisdom, 

(ireat  big  cbunks  of  gall. 
Make  the  mighty  statfsniiaa 

In  th(^  congrtise  haU." 

l»Ir.  Bowers  (Republican^  of  Califor- 
nia, in  a  three  minute  speech,  appealed 
to  the  house  to  make  the  appropriation 
for  this  great  carnival  of  industry.  Mr. 
Hou:k  <Democraii  of  Ohio,  and  Mr. 
Hopkins  (Republican)  of  Illinois  sup- 
ported the  appropriation,  and  Mr.  M-c- 
Millin  opposed  it,  and  the  house  pro- 
ceeded to  vote  on  the  amendments. 
The  house  iasisted  on  its  disagreement  to 
the  senate  amendments  increasing  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  government  exhibit 
from  $316,500  to  $500,000;  that  increas- 
ing the  appropriation  tor  the  World's 
Columbia  Tonpmission  from  $95,500  to 
$326,000;  increasing  the  item  for  the 
board  of  lady  managers  from  $36,000  to  ■ 
$138,000.  The  senate  amendment,  re- 
jecting the  proposition  of  the  house  that 
no  Pinkerton  detectives  should  be  em- 
ployed at  the  G.  A.  R.  encampment,  was 
also  disagreed. 

The  $5,000,000  item  being  reached, 
parliamentary  dsscussion  ensued  as  to 
the  right  to  submit  amendments^  and 
Mr.  Cheatham  tRepublicanj,  of  N©:tb 
Carohna,  was  unable  to  oSFer  his  amend- 
ment to  devote  $50,000  for  collecting 
statistics  of  the  colored.  Mr.  Bank- 
head's  amendment,  offered  and  admitted 
yesterday,  to  appropriate  $5  in  lieu  of 
$5,000,000,  was  then  submitted  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  were  called  for  and  re- 
sulted: Yeas,  77;  nays,  141.  So  the  mo- 
tion to  substitute  was  lost. 

Mr,  Hoiman  moved  to  insist  on  the 
disagreement  and  Mr.  Bingham  (Repub- 
Jican^  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  the 
house  recede  therefrom,  and  on  Mr. 
Bingham's  motion  the  yeas  and  navs 
were  then  ordered.  The  vote  on  Mr. 
Bingham's  amendment  resulted:  Yeas, 
117;  navi  105, 

The  hlib  j-stering  then  began.  Mr.  Hoi- 
roan  (Democrat,)  of  Indiana,  who 
changed  his  vote,  moved  to  reconsider. 
Mr,  Bingham  (Republican),  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, moved  to  lay  this  on  the  table. 
Mr.  Outhwaiie  t Democrat),  of  Ohio, 
moved  to  adjourn  and  pending  that 
moved  to  meet  on  Fi  iday  next.  A  vote 
showed  no  quorum  and  a  call  of  tne 
house  was  demanded. 

Representative  Bunn  (Democrat),  of 
North  Carolina,  a  bitter  opponent  of'the 
World's  fair  provision,  has  been  busy 
all  the  mornhig  enlisting  recruits  in  this 
cause,  and  it  is  said  he  has  secured  the 
promise  of  about  forty  members  to  op- 
pose ite  passage.  They  will  filibuster  10 
break  a  quorum.  Several  World's  fair 
ofiicials  are  about  the  halls  leading  to 
the  house  discussing  the  proceedings  in- 
side and  quietly  awaiting  the  resulL 


O'Doniifrll  Conferring  With  R^-publi- 
c<tu  Campaig:i  Managers. 
New  York,  July  27.— The  Herald 
says:  Hv^h  O'Donneil,  the  leader  of  the 
Homestt..,ti  strikers,  will  be  here  today 
to  continue  the  negotiations  with  Re- 
publican campaign  captains  which  were 
broken  off  last  Wedresdav,  when  he  left 
this  city  to  give  himself  "up  at  Home- 
stead. In  speaking  of  the  previous  visit, 
the  Hen  id  says"  that:  while  here  he  was 
seen  on  the  street  with  J.  S.  Clarkson 
and  Johr  £.  Millholland  and  that  the 
latter  toid  Mr.  O'Donneil  that  the  R^ 
publican  ieaders  wanted  to  help  settle 
the  strike. 

Mr.  Millholland  thereupon  offered 
several  i-lans  of  compromise,  which  were 
however,  rejected,  atDong  them  being  a 
proposition  to  obtain  the  intercession  of 
the  pres.^ent  with  Mr.  Carnegie  toward 
the  acceptance  of  nrioditied  conditions. 
The  "fair  \  ^^otwith^tanding  Mr.  Millholland  gave 
Mr.  O'Donijell  to  understand  that  the 
Republican  leaders  had  determined  to 
trv'  and  bring  about  a  settlement  of  the 
strike.

Page,  «;f  ttie  firm  oi:  E.  D.  Page  &  Co^, 
stockbrokers,  132  Sduth  Fourth  street, 
was  fhc-t  and  almost  instantly  killed  in 
his  once  at  11:20  oclock  this  morning 
by  Ronald  Kennedy,  a  customer  who 
had  been  dealing  m  margins  with  the 
firm  [  r  the  past  two  years. 

Kernedy,  who  was  a  Scotchman  by 
birth  r.nd  who  lived  at  No,  no  North 
Elevc:  th  street,  then  placed  the  pistol 
to  his  f  \rn  head  and  sent  a  bullet  into 
His  biain,  death  bein.|  instantaneous. 

Thi.  murderer  and  suicide  is  said  to 
have  ;ost  between  125,000  and  $20,000 
since  be  began  dealing  with  the  firm, 
and  ccspondency  ov<5r  the  losses  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  incentive  for  the 
crime.

LEARxNED  IN  DULUTH. 

Information  Grained  trom  the  Railroad 
People  Here. 

The  arrival  of  trains  from  St  Paul  and  " 
Minneapolis  at  Duluth  today  is  ver^- 
irregular  on  the  account  of  the  <;torm 
near  the  Twin  cities  The  Omaha  morn- 
ing train  was  over  eight  hours  late  owing 
to  a  washout  and  landslide  on  Hudson 
hill  near  Stillwater  Junction.  The  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  night  express,due  at  6:30 
this  morning,  arrived  about  3  o'clock  and 
was  delayed  by  a  very  serious  washout 
near  north  St  Paul  Other  trains  on  the 
same  and  different  roads  are  more  C'r  less 
late, 

"The  inteUigence  of  the  storm  as  re- 
ceived at  the  offices  of  the  various  roads 
here  is  very  meager,  and  the  general 
impression  was  that  the  visitation  vas  in 
the  form  of  a  very-  heavv  cloud-burst  or 
waterspout.  The  Milwaukee's  vard  at 
Minneapolis  is  eaid  to  be  coaripletelv 
under  water  near  the  depot;  th<»  Sob 
tracks  are  in  bad  shape,  and  the  Great 
Noithern  and  other  roads  have  suffered 
considerable  damage.  Around  North  St 
Paul  the  force  and  volume  of  the  «'ater 
appear  to  have  been  very  great  and  the 
storm  was  accompanied  by  heavy  w'lrd^ 
thunder  and  rain  and  was  decidedly  cy- 
clonic in  its  nature.

MINNESOTA  REPUBLICANS. 

The  State  Convention  to  be  Held  at  St. 
Paul  Tomorrow. 

Sr.  Paul,  July  27.— Th^  Republican 
state  convention  will  meet  in  the  People's 
church  auditorium  aj  n  a.  m.  tomorrow. 
If  all  of  the  counties  are  represented  the 
convention  will  consist  of  712  delegates, 
the  largest  of  any  similar  gathering  of 
Republicans  ever  held  in  the  state. 
There  are  three  candidates  for  governor 
ex-GovcHior  McGill.  Lieut-Governor 
Ives  and  Hon.  Knute  Nelson.  There 
seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  Nelson  will 
be  nominated  on  the  first  ballot 

While  interest  centers  in  the  nomina- 
tion for  governor,  there  will  be  a  lively 
rustle  made  for  the  other  positions  on 
the  state  ticket.  For  lieutenant  gover- 
nor, D.  M.  Clough,  of  Minneapolis,  will 
be  nominated  by  acclamation  if  Nelson 
heads  the  ticket  as  there  is  no  other 
candidate  spoken  of.  For  secretary  of 
sUte  the  names  of  F.  P.  Brown,  present 
incumbent  Albert  Berg,  of  Chisafn,  and 
Thomas  Osborne,  of  Hennepin,  wiil  be 
presented.  If  Clough  is  nominated  for 
lieutenant  governor,  Osborne  will  not  be 
a  candidate. 

The  candidates  for  treasurer  include 
Col.  Joseph  Bobleter.  who  has  t-.lled  the 
position  for  several  years;  J.  H,  Acker- 
ii>an,  of  Ajtkin,  and  Theodore  Sanders 
of  Ramsey.  Albert  Scheffer  will,  with- 
out cfuestipn,  receive  a  number  of  votes 
from  outside  counties,  and  if  he  were  an 
avowed  candidate  would  stand  a  good 
show  of  being  a  wiener. 
There  are  four  candidates  for  at- 
torney general  and  the  contest  for 
this  position  will  be  interesting 
Assistant  Attorney  General  Chiids  fetis 
quite  confident  of  success.

The  costliest  cigars  ever  brought  to  this 
country  were  of  the  brand  made  for  the 
Prince  of  Wales  in  Havana,  the  manu- 
facturer's price  for  which  was  $1.87  apiece. 

The  most  expensive  municipal  hall  in 
the  world  an<l  the  largest  in  the  United 
States  is  the  city  building  of  Philadelphia. 
The  largest  clock  in  the  world  is  to  be  in 
its  tower. 

The  largest  sum  ever  asked  or  offered  for 
a  single  diamond  is  £430,<XK),  which  the 
nizam  of  Hyderabad  agreed  to  give  to  Mr. 
Jacobs,  the  famous  jeweler  of  Simla,  for 
the  "Imperiiil"  diamond,  which  is  con- 
sidered the  finest  stone  in  the  world. 

The  most  valua})le  gold  ore  ever  mined 
in  the  United  States,  and  probably  in  the 
world,  was  a  lot  containing  200  pounds  of 
quartz,  carrying  gold  at  the  rate  of  $;>0,- 
000  a  ton.  It  was  taken  from  the  main 
shaft  of  the  mine  at  Ishpeming,  Mich. 

The  most  costly  book  in  the  world  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  Hebrew  IJi))le  now  in  the 
Vatican.  In  1513  it  is  said  that  Pope  Jules 
II  refused  to  sell  the  Bible  for  its  wlight 
in  gold,  which  would  amount  to  $103,000. 
That  is  the  greatest  price  ever  offered  for 
a  book. 

The  costliest  paintings  of  modem  times 
are  Meissonier's  "1814"  and  Millet's  "The 
Augelus."  M.  Chauchard  gave  850,000 
francs  ($170,000)  for  "1814"  and  750,000 
francs  ($150,000)  for  "The  Angelus."  Mr. 
Henry  Hilton  in  1887  paid  $66,000  for  Meis- 
sonier's "Friedland,  1807." 

The  next  to  the  highest  price  ever  paid 
for  a  hor.se  in  the  world  was  $105,000,  for 
which  Axtell,  the  trotter,  was  sold  in  In- 
diana at  the  age  of  8  years.  On  Jan. 
11,  1892,  Arion  was  sold  by  Senator  Stan- 
ford to  J.  Malcolm  Forbes,  of  Boston,  for 
$150,000.    That  beats  all  prices. 

The  costliest  mats  in  the  world  are  own- 
ed by  the  shah  of  Persia  and  the  sultan  of 
Turkey.  The  shah  and  the  sultan  each 
possess  a  mat  made  of  pearls  and  diamonds 
valued  at  more  than  $2,500,000.  The  larg- 
est mat  ever  made  is  owned  by  the  Carl- 
ton club,  of  London,  and  is  a  work  of  art. 

The  costliest  crown  in  Europe,  experts 
say,  is  that  worn  by  the  czar  of  Russia  on 
state  occasions.  It  is  surmounted  by  a 
cross  formed  of  five  magnificent  diamonds, 
resting  upon  an  immense  uncut  but  pol- 
ished ruby.  The  ruby  rests  upon  eleven 
large  diamonds,  which  in  turn  are 
ported  by  a,  mat  of  pearls. 

The  greatiest  sum  ever  paid  for  telegraph 
tolls  in  one  week  by  a  newspaper  was  the 
expenditure  of  the  London  Times  for  cable 
service  from  Buenos  Ayres  during  the 
revolution  in  the  Argentine  Republic.  Tlie 
cost  of  cabling  from  Buenos  Ayres  to  Lon- 
don was  $1.75  a  word,  and  The  Times  paid 
out  $30,000  for  one  week's  dispatches. 

The  most  expensive  royal  regalias  in  the 
world  are  those  of  the  maharajah  of  Ba- 
roda,  India.  First  comes  a  gorgeous  collar 
containing  500  diamonds,  arranged  in  five 
rows,  some  as  large  as  walnuts.  Top  and 
bottom  rows  of  emeralds  of  equal  size  re- 
lieve the  luster  of  the  diamonds.  A  pend- 
ant is  a  single  brilliant  called  the  "Star  of 
the  Deccan."

In 
18.>1  the  young  soldier  was  graduated  from 
West  Point  and  was  immediately  sent  to 
the  frontier,  where  he  served  until  18o7. 
He  then  returned  to  the  Military  academy 
at  West  Point,  and  for  the  next  four  years 
was  instruct cr  in  infantry  tactics  and  the 
use  of  small  arms. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war  he 
went  to  tile  front  as  assistant  adjutant 
general.  He  commanded  the  Ninth  Mis- 
souri, with  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  for 
two  months  commanded  a  brigade.  He 
resigned  his  volunteer  commission  March 
l.U,  1SG2,  but  was  iu  the  field  duringthe  ad- 
"iance  upon  Corinth  and  the  siege  upon 
('  that  place  during  April  and  May,  and  was 
on  General  Henry  W.  Halleck's  staff  from 
July  of  that  year  until  July  1,  18t>5.  He 
W'as  brevetted  brigadier  general  on  March 
('  13.  1S65.  He  is  also  the  inventor  of  several 
improvements  in  firearms  and  has  pub- 
lished works  of  value  on  military  matters.

Kxplosions  in  Coal  Mines. 

Explosions  due  to  coal  dust  have  of  late 
years  l>een  so  frequent  in  the  coal  mines 
of  Germany  that  a  machine  has  been  in- 
vented to  dampen  tlie  bank  several  feet  in 
advance  of  the  working.  Holes  are  drilled 
and  pipes  inserted  in  which  are  minute 
orifices;  then  by  pressure  the  bank  is  wet- 
ted. It  appears  that  in  the  Camphau.sen 
colliery  a  pressure  of  from  eight  to  ten 
atmospheres  and  injection  through  two 
tubes  in  eight  hours  proved  sufficient  to 
impregnate  ti  by  1  by  1>^  meters,  and  in 
another  case,  that  of  the  Kreuzgraben 
colliery,  the  water  forced  in  under  a  pres- 
sure of  twenty  atmospheres  during  six- 
teen hours,  moistened  thoroughly  the  coal 
as  far  as  four  meters  above  the  highest  hole. 
In  carrying  out  this  method  primary  re- 
gard is  to  be  paid  to  the  water  pressure 
obtainable,  the  quantity  of  the  water  in- 
jected and  the  firmness  of  the  seam,  the 
,  latter  depending  somewhat  on  the  size  of 
the  coal  pillars  in  the  workings.

Invading  the  Vale  of  Chaniounix. 

The  vale  of  Chamounix  is  to  be  dese- 
crated by  a  railroad,  and  a  "strategical 
railroad"  at  that.  The  French  war  office 
announces  that  the  object  is  "the  purely 
defensive  one  of  enabling  the  French  troops 
to  occupy  the  Col  de  Balme  before  an  ene- 
my which  had  succeeded  in  forcing  its  way 
into  the  Rhone  valley."  It  is  remarked 
that  the  construction  of  such  a  railway 
does  not  seem  to  imply  any  great  confi- 
dence on  the  part  of  the  French  minister 
of  war  iu  the  ability  of  Switzerland  to 
protect  her  neutrality  or  in  the  disposition 
of  Italy  to  respect  it. 


Strikes  Are  Scarce  in  Germany. 

The  latest  official  bulletin  in  Germany 
flatly  confesses  one  painful  fact  and  men- 
tions another  that  is  very  astonishing.  In 
only  on«  iu.stance  this  year  has  there  been 
a  discontinuance  of  work  on  account  of 
disputes  between  workmen  and  employers, 
and  yet  wages  have  been  retiuced  in  many 
lines  of  production.  Returns  have  been 
collected  from  every  quarter  of  the  em- 
pire, and  it  is  unanimously  affirmed  that 
the  workmen  cannot  in  existing  circum- 
stances earn  enough  for  the  proper  sup- 
port of  themselves  and  their  families.

T'ie  three  aldermen  consulted  the  city

iSberate  though  somewhat  mysterious  at- 
tempt to  bribe  the  three  aldermen.  Mayor 
A'Aatremont  went  East  about  that  time, 
a»d  t^e  matter  has  been  allowed  to  rest 
ratil  bs  return.

TO  PKEVENT  CHOLKEA. 
The  secretary  of  the  Ohio  state  board 
of  health  ia  sending  out  Instructions  to 
the  local  boards  on  the  best  methods  for 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  cholera. 
This  dread  disease  is  now  causing  many 
deaths  in  various  parts  of  Europe,  and 
its  ravages  in  Paris  have  been  quite 
alarming.  While  there  are  no  cases  in 
this  country  as  far  as  known,  and  there 
is  tjo  reason  whatever  for  any  scare,  it  is 
undeniable  that  there  is  danger  that  the 
disease  may  reach  America  on  some  one 
of  the  many  vessels  arriving  from  Eu- 
ropean ports. 

it  is  well  therefore  that  all  necessary 
precautions  be  taken  to  guard  against 
the  introduction  of  the  disease  into  this 
country.  While  this  duty  will  be  care- 
fully  performed  by  the  quarantine  offi- 
cers at  the  leading  ports  on  the 
Atlantic,  even  the  mo^  rigid 
in^pefction  of  incoming  passengers  is 
liable  to  be  futile.  The  local  boards  of 
health  throughout  the  country  must 
therefore  utilize  all  the  precautionary 
measures  at  their  command  to  prevent 
the  creation  of  conditions  favorable  to 
;the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  The  Her- 
ald trusts  that  Secretary  Hewitt,  of  the 
Minnesota  state  board  of  health,  will  fol- 
low  the  example  set  by  the  Ohio 
official. 

There  is  no  occasion  for  alarm,  but 
cholera  may  reach  this  country  and  we 
should  be  prepared  to  grapple  with  it 
effectively  if  it  does  come.  It  is  an 
old  and  true  saying  thafc  "an  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 
Proper  preventive  measures  might  be 
the  means  of  saving  many  lives.

When  he 
did  he  was  soajewhat  astonished  to  find 
$2co  in  cash.  Next  morning  he  visited 
City  Attorney  Smith,  told  him  of  it  and 
was  advised  to  tum  the  money  over  to 
M?kyor  d'Autremont,  which  he  did,  re- 
ceiving a  receipt  for  It. 

Sometime  later  in  the  same  day  Alder- 
man Kennedy  also  turned  over  the  same 
amount  to  the  mayor  and  a  day  or  so 
later  Alderman  Dingwall  c^me  around 
with  another  S200,  both  receiving  re- 
ceipts. The  money  is  said  to  have  been 
turned  over  to  Jud^e  Ensign. 

The  quGStion  which  is  agitating  every- 
one now  is  where  the  money  came  from. 
Citv  Clerk  Bnrke  says  that  he  knows 
nothing  aboi4  ilf;  that  he  receives  en- 
Telopes,  thick  and  thin  and  long  and 
/  and  short,  every  week  to  deliver  to 
aldermoji  and  asks  no  questions.  Of 
course  there  are  many  rumors  hea'-d  and 
many  theories  advanced,  but  none  have 
any  foundation  except  suspicion.  There 
are  several  corporations  which  have 
been  after  favorable  legislation  lately 
and  each  one  of  these  receive  some  credit 
in  the  popular  mind  for  it.  The  query 
has  been  pwpounded  quite  frequently 
on  the  street  today:  "Was  there  only 
three  envelopes  and  if  not  what  became 
bf  the  others?" 

/    That  there  will  be  a  thorough  investi- 
igation  of  the  matter    is  certain  and  the 
'affair    wiU    be    probed    to  the    bottom. 
I  ludees  Steams  and  Ensign  are  fully  in- 
/  formed  and  the  grand  jury  will  undoubt- 
/  edly  take  it  up.    Both  of  the  judges  were 
I    in  City  Clerk    Burke's    office  for    some 
time  this  morning  though    for  what  pur- 
pose is  only  conjecture. 

Several  of  the  aldermen  were  inter- 
viewed this  morning  but  all  professed  to 
be  in  the  dark.  They  had  heard  of  the 
matter  but  knew  nothing  further  and  one 
and  all  declared  that  there  must  be  a 
thorough  investigation.  Alderman  Wil- 
son seems  to  have  been  aware  that  the 
matter  might  come  out  and  he  would 
then  be  liable  to  suspicion  and  took 
/  steps  to  protect  himself.  He  asks  that 
\  the  following  statement  be  made: 

"I  got  a  hint  from  a  friend  that  there 
was  boodle  in  the  air  and  went  right  to 
the  mayor  about  it.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Thomas  had  turned  over  his  money,  and 
two  other  aldermen,  the  mayor  told  me, 
had  sent  him  word  that  they  wanted  to 
see  him  in  the  afternoon,  but  the  mayor 
mentioned  no  names.  I  told  him  I  bad 
never  received  or  been  offered  anything, 
and  he  said:  'You  are  all  right,  you 
have  nothing  to  fear.'  I  told  him,  how- 
ever, that  when  this  thing  came  out,  all 
I  could  do  would  be  to  deny  it,  the  same 
as  any  man  would  do,  even  if  he  had  re- 
ceived the  money,  and  I  did  not  want 
even  to  be  liable  to  a  chance  of  sus- 
picion. The  mayor  noted  my  statement 
and  promised  to  let  the  judee  of  the 
district  court  know  just  how  1  stood.  I 
left  the  mayor's  office  pledged  to 
secrecy,  but  on  thinking  the  matter  over 
I  thought  I  had  better  take  some  further 
steps  to  protect  myself  ^ould  the  mat- 
ter ever  come  in  court.  I  accordingly 
went  to  A.  R.  Macfarlane,  of  the  Amer- 
ican Exchange  bank  and  after  pledging 
him  to  secrecy  told  him  the  case.  Fur- 
ther than  that  I  wrote  all  particulars  at 
the  time  to  the  president  of  my  Boston 
company  and  having  taken  precautions 
to  put  myself  on  record  at  the  time.  1 
have  not  worried  over  it  since."

They  were  urged  to  re^ 
main  and  receive  a  monthly  allowance 
from  the  Amalgamated  association,  bwt 
declined,  saying  if  they  could  not  flfnd 
work  they  would  return.  These  are  the 
only  men  who  have  yet  left  the  city. 

A  rumor  yesterday  morninK  that  Supt 
McDonald,  of  the  Bessemer  mill,  was 
trying  to  employ  non- union  men,  greatly 
excited  the  strikers,  though  they  took  no 
violent  action    to  prevent  such  a   thing. 

Testimony  is  being  taken  In  the  case 
of  Oliver  Pelky,  who  died  while  using  a 
diving  suft  of  his  own  patent  in  attempt- 
ying  to  raise  to  Pewabic  at  Alpena,  Mich. 
The  contest  is  over  the  value  of  the  div- 
ing suit.  If  it  shall  be  shown  to  be  worth 
more  than  $200  it  will  be  sold  and  divid- 
ed among  the  Pelky  creditors;  but  if  not 
it  will  go  to  the  widow.  Testimony  yes- 
terday was  conflicting,  though  C.  A.

Pittsburg,  July  27.— Unless  one  or 
the  other  of  the  anarchists 
now  confined  in  the  Cen- 
tral station  can  be  induced  to  make  a 
confession,  it  is  vety  doubtful  whether 
the  police  at  this  end  can  accomplish 
much  more  in  the  direction  of  unravel- 
ing the  meshes  of  the  conspiracy  sur- 
rounding the  attack  upon  the  life  of 
Chairman  Frick.    The  imprisoned  men, 

contrary  to  the  general  habits  or  prac- 
tices of  the  element,  have  for  once  taken 
the  precaution  to  cover  their  tracks  be- 
hind them,  and  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  correspondence  found  in  the 
rooms  of  Knold  and  Bauer  develops  the 
fact  that  not  a  scrap  of  it  bears  a  date 
within  the  past  six  weeks.  Yet  it  can  be 
proven  by  the  postoffice  officials  that  the 
mail  of  both  men  during  that  period  has 
been  mach  larger  than  for  some  time 
before. 

Detective  Shore,  who  ts  the  chief  of 
the  corps  in  charge  of  a  case,  is  satisfied 
that  the  anarchists  had  anticipated  that 
a  general  search  for  damaging  docu- 
ments would  follow  the  attempt  upon 
Frick's  life,  and  consequently  they  took 
time  by  the  forelock  in  putting  all  such 
criminating  evidence  out  of  the  way. 
The  list  of  Pittsburg  millionaires  and 
their  residences,  which  was  found  among 
Bauer's  papers  will,  it  is  thought,  prove 
an  important  place  of  side  evidence  at 
the  trial  as  indicating  that  they  have  had 
some  designs  in  view  which  were  di- 
rected against  persons  whose  names  had 
been  recorded. 

Among  the  names  are  those  of  Mr. 
Frick,  Henry  Phipps,  of  Carnegie, 
Phipps  &  Co.;  B.  J.  Jones  ^nd  H.  W. 
Oliver,  the  big  iron  operators;  B.  J. 
Vandergrift,  the  oil  man,  and  two  wo- 
men whose  wealth  exceeds  $1,000,000. 
Bauer  sullenly  refused  to  make  any 
statement  regarding  the  objects  which 
led  to  the  preparation  of  the  list  or  the 
reason  it  happened  to  be  in  his  posses- 
sion. 

The  police  are  not  yet  thoroughly  sat- 
isfied that  Bauer  is  the  man  who  accom- 
panied Berkman  to  the  corridor  of  the 
Carnegie  building  on  Saturday  morning, 
and  handed  him  a  package  Saturday 
morning,  although  they  have  evidence 
that  the  suspect  was  with  the  would-be 
assassin  ia  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Duquesne  crub.  The  fellow  who  accom- 
panied the  latter  to  the  building  is  de- 
scribed as  being  very  tall,  with  dark 
hair  and  moustache,  and  Detective  Mc- 
Tigh,  *is  making  a  house  to  house  search 
among  the  anarchist  colony  in  Alleghany 
for  such  an  individual. 

At  one  time  the  description  seemed  to 
fit  August  Adolph  Von  Wettah,  a  son  of 
the  noble  Austrian  family,  who  was  ex- 
pelled from  the  country  for  his  revolu- 
tionary ideas  and  has  been  very  promin- 
ent among  the  anarchists  in  this  region. 
Some  few  months  ago  he  was  sentenced 
to  thirLy  days  in  the  workhouse  for  talk- 
ing anarchy  on  the  street,  and  at  that 
time  considerable  ammunition  and  litera- 
ture of  an  incendiary  character  was 
found  in  his  house.  When  the  detec- 
tives made  a  rid  on  the  palace  at  mid- 
night last  night,  however,  it  was  found 
that  Wattach  had  a  beard  of  a  month's 
growth  and  looked  very  unlike  the  man 
who  had  been  described  to  them.  He 
said,  moreover,  that  he  had  become  dis- 
gusted with  the  anarchists  and  their 
group,  and  propsed  to  leave  them  alone 
in  future. 

The  detectives  have  not  given  up  their 
quest  and  say  they  will  rake  both  cities 
as  with  a  small-toothed  comb  to  find 
their  man.  They  consider,  however, 
that  New  York  is  now  the  center  field  of 
operations  and  that  the  ramifications  of 
the  conspiracy  will  have  to  sought  in 
that  city. 

Herr  Most  may  thank  his  lucky  stars 
that  at  least  a  brief  breathing  spell  has 
been  granted  him.  At  a  consultation 
between  Messrs.  Knox  and  Reid,  pri- 
vate counsel  for  the  Carnegie  company, 
District  Attorney  Burleigh  and  Chief  of 
Public  Safety  Brown,  it  was  agreed,  so 
it  is  given  out,  that  sufficient  evidence 
had  not  developed  to  warrant  the  re 
quest  to  the  New  York  police  to  effect 
his  arrest.  It  is  just  possible,  however 
that  this  is  just  bluff  for  the  purpose  of 
throwing  the  New  York  suspects  off  the 
scent. 

The  only  suspicious  facts  connected 
with  Most  are  that  he  visited  Knolds'  in 
this  city  at  different  times  during  the  two 
weeks  commencing  June  27,  that  he  told 
Knolds  that  Berkman  was  coming  here, 
and  that  the  latter,  when  he  put  in  an 
appearance  at  Knolds'  house,  said  that 
the  address  had  been  given  to  him  by 
Most.  This  is  regarded  as  circumstantial 
evidence  of  a  kind,  but  rather  too  cir- 
cumstantial to  be  of  any  account  in  the 
C resent  juncture,  or  until  it  is  reinforced 
y  future  developments. 
The  arrest  last  night  of  Frederick 
Simmons,  a  prominent  Turner,  for  dis- 
tributing anarchistic  literature  on  the 
street,  has  no  connection  with  the  Rus- 
sian end  of  the  affair,  but  in  the  present 
excited  state  of  the  public  mind  the 
police  regard  it  as  necessary  to  make  an 
example  of  him.  He  will  be  given  a 
hearing  next  Tuesday  for  distributing 
literary  matter  tending  to  a  breach  of 
the  peace.  In  his  papers  were  a  num- 
ber of  tickets  for  the  raffle  in  aid  of  the 
relief  of  the  families  of  the  executed  Chi- 
cago anarchists.  The  circulars  he  was 
distributing  called  upon  workmen  to  be- 
come anarchists,  and  set  forth  that  an- 
archy was  the  only  true  rerntdy  for  the 
oppression  of  labor.

DROWNEIj  IN  LUCERNE. 

A  St.  Joseph  Lady  Perished  in  the 
Swiss  Lake. 

St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  July  27.— Miss  Annie 
M.  Sorge  of  this  dty,  who  was  drowned 
in  Lake  Lucerne,  Switzerland,  Monday, 
was  in  the  employ  of  a  wholesale  mil- 
linery house  here  as  its  head  trimmer. 
One  of  her  employers  sent  Miss  Sorge 
to  Lurope  in  charge  of  his  two  daugh- 
ters last  June.  Miss  Sorge  intended  to 
sail  for  America  about  August  5. 

A  strange  feature  of  the  case  is  that, 
although  Miss  Sorge  had  made  several 
trips  to  Europe  before,  she  seemed  to 
have  a  foreboding  of  evil  before  starting 
upon  her  last  voyage,  and  expressed  the 
fear  to  several  of  her  friends  that  she 
would  never  return  to  America  alive. 
Her  parents  are  highly  respectable. 

A  HORRIBLE  REVENGE. 

Dastardly  Outrage  by  Bandits  in 
Penasylvania. 

Nkw  York,  July  27.— A  special  dis- 
patch to  the  World  from  Unioatown,  Pa. 
states  that  Jack  Clooley,  leader  of  a  no- 
torious band  of  outlaws  in  that  state,was 
captured  and  shot  last  Friday.  His  last 
words  were:  "Stse  that  my  death  is 
avenged." 

On  Sunday  Cooley  was  buried,  and 
then  his  band  began  its  work  of  revenge. 
Wesley  Sisler,  who  aided  in  the  capture 
of  the  leader,  was  overpowered  at  his 
home  in  Haydeu  town  and  pinioned. 
His  only  child,  a  young  girl,  was  then 
assaulted  by  members  of  the  band.  The 
helpless  father's  cries  for  help  were 
stifled  and  his  struggle  for  liberty  ended 
by  a  blow  from  a  musket  butt.

SAW  MILL  MeFBTRIKE. 

Largest  Strike  that  Ever  Occurred  in 
the  Wisconsin  Valley. 
Merrill,  Wis.,  July  29.— The  largest 
strike  that  has  ever  taken  place  in  the 
Wisconsin  valley  was  instituted  yester- 
day in  this  city  by  the  employes  of  the 
saw  mills  of  the  Gilkey  &  Anson  Lum- 
ber company  and  A.  H.  Stang,  involving 
over  800  men.  The  chief  reason  for 
ti  is  action  of  the  men  is  that  they  de- 
manded ten  hours'  work  instead  of 
eleven  at  ten  hours*  pay,  which  was  re- 
fused them.  A  general  strike  among 
this  class  of  workers  is  talked  of. 


City  of  Mexico,  July  27.— The  Daily 
Anglo-American  last  night  said  that 
James  Dernesby  Walton,  of  Brecken- 
hurst,  Eng.,  and  Henry  Adams  of  Bel- 
lows Falls,  N.  H.,  met  horrible  deaths 
Monday  while  attempting  to  n;ach  the 
largest  crater  of  the  volcano  De  Colima. 
Both  men  were  engaged  in  the  mining 
business,  and  after  some  bantering  they 
decided  to  settle  the  question  which  are 
the  braver.  Englishmen  or  Americans, 
the  test  bemg  the  ascent  of  the  volcano. 

They  started  after  many  difficulties 
and  encountered  no  obstacle.  The 
guides  say  that  with  their  respective 
flags  they  reached  Shelving  Rook  where 
a  volume  of  ashes  shot  from  the  crater 
hundreds  of  feet  into  the  air.  Walton 
and  Adams,  after  the  ashes  had  fallen, 
were  seen  by  the  guides  grasping  hands 
each,  with  a  flag  flying  defiance. 

This  was  the  last  ever  seen  oj"  the  ad- 
venturers, for  the  next  instant  a  solid 
volume  of  lava  was  emitted  and  reach- 
ing a  height  of  thousands  of  feet  de- 
scended concentrically  in  a  storm  of  fire. 
Walton  and  Adams  perished  in  the  de- 
scending fire.  The  guides  escaped  and 
reached  Touilla  yesterday  and  told  the 
story  of  the  ascent  and  death. 

A  BOOUS  NOBLEMAN. 

Claimed  to  be  Earl  Dudley's  Cousin  and 
Swindled  Many  People. 

New  York,  July  27.— William  Wilson, 
who  for  two  years  past  has  traveled  over 
the  country  as  Sir  Edward  Cock,  cousin 
of  Earl  Dudley  and  Lord  Man«ieville,  is 
a  prisoner  at  police  headquarters.  He 
took  his  arrest  with  great  nonchalance, 
laughed  when  identified  by  his  victims, 
and  even  told  Inspector  Steers  that  he 
could  give  points  to  New  Yorkers  on  po- 
lice work,  as  he  had  been  head  of  the 
New  Zealand  force  once. 

Wilson,  passing  as  an  Englitsh  noble- 
man, swindled  extensively  in  the  West, 
coming  to  grief  in  Denver,  where  he  was 
imprisoned  for  six  months.  Upon  his 
relea,se  he  came  to  this  city  and  made  a 
specialty  of  swindling  jewelers.  Com- 
plaints poured  in  to  Inspector  Steers.

It  has  just  de- 
veloped that  three  aldefoian  received 
*2oo    each    during    the  first  part  of  the 
Tmonth  o£  July,  enclosed  In  envelopes  di- 
J  rected  to  them  but  with  nothing  to  indi- 
I  cate  where  flhe  money  came  from. 

The  men  who  received  the  money 
wese  Aldermen  Thomas,  Kennedy  and 
Dingwall.  The  envelope  containing  the 
money  was  handed  to  them  by  City 
Clerk  Burke.  All  three  turned  it  over 
to  Ma>*or  d'Autreraont,  Alderman 
Thomas  being  the  first  to  do  so.  His 
envolope    was    handed    to  him    about 

iuly  I  and  he  placed  it  in 
h  pocket,  not  opening  it  until 
he  arrhed  home  that  evening.  When  he 
did  he  was  sonje%\'hat  astonished  to  find 
$2oo  in  cash.  Next  morning  he  visited 
City  Attorney  Smith,  told  him  of  it  and 
was  advised  to  tuwi  the  money  over  to 
Mgtyor  d'Autremont,  which  he  did,  re- 
ceiving a  receipt  for  It. 

Sometime  later  in  the  same  day  Alder- 
man Kennedy  also  turned  over  the  same 
amount  to  the  mayor  and  a  day  or  so 
later  Alderman  Dingwall  «^me  around 
with  another  $200,  both  receiving  re- 
ceipts. The  money  is  said  to  have  been 
tumeU  over  to  Juc^e  Ensigti. 

The  question  which  is  agitating  every- 
one now  is  where  the  money  came  from. 
Citv  Clerk  Borke  says  that  he  knows 
nothing  abou^  i*:  that  he  receives  en- 
velopes, thick  and  thin  and  long  and 
and  short,  every  week  to  deliver  to 
aldermen  and  asks  no  questions.  Of 
course  there  are  many  rumors  hea^d  and 
many  theories  advanced,  but  none  have 
any  foundation  exrept  suspicion.  There 
are  several  corporations  which  have 
been  after  favorable  legislation  lately 
and  each  one  of  these  receive  some  credit 
in  the  popular  mind  for  it.  The  query 
has  baen  propounded  quite  frequently 
on  the  street  today:  "Was  there  only 
hree  anvelopes  and  if  not  what  became 
f  the  others?" 

That  there  will  be  a  thorough  investi- 
ation  of  the   matter    is  certain  and  the 
affair    will    be    probed    to  the    bottom.

/  formed  and  the  grand  jury  will  undoubt- 
/  edly  take  it  up.    Both  of  the  judges  were 
I    in  City  Clerk    Burke's    office  for    some 
time  this  morning  though    for  what  pur- 
pose is  only  conjecture. 

Several  of  the  aldermen  were  inter- 
viewed this  morning  but  all  professed  to 
be  in  the  dark.  They  had  heard  of  the 
matter  but  knew  nothing  further  and  one 
and  all  declared  that  there  must  be  a 
thorough  investigation.  Alderman  Wil- 
son seems  to  have  been  aware  that  the 
matter  might  come  out  and  he  would 
then  be  liable  to  suspicion  and  took 
steps  to  protect  himself.  He  asks  that 
the  following  statement  be  made: 

"I  got  a  hint  from  a  friend  that  there 
was  boodle  in  the  air  and  went  right  to 
the  mayor  about  it.  At  this  tim«  Mr. 
Thomas  had  turned  over  his  money,  and 
two  other  aldermen,  the  mayor  told  me, 
had  sent  him  word  that  they  wanted  to 
see  him  in  the  afternoon,  but  the  mayor 
mentioned  no  names.  I  told  him  I  had 
never  received  or  been  offered  anything, 
and  he  said:  'You  are  all  right,  you 
have  nothing  to  fear.'  I  told  him,  how- 
ever, that  when  this  thing  came  out,  all 
I  could  do  would  be  to  deny  it,  the  same 
as  any  man  would  do,  even  if  he  had  re- 
ceived the  money,  and  I  did  not  want 
even  to  be  liable  to  a  chance  of  sus- 
picion. The  mayor  noted  my  statement 
and  promised  to  let  the  judee  of  the 
district  court  know  just  how  I  stood.

The  defendant  held  the  property  on  two 
sherifiF's  certificates  of  mortgage  sale  but 
the  plaintiff  claimed  that  of  the  notes 
upon  which  the  foreclosure  sale  was 
made,  one  was  usurious  and  the  other 
was  given  as  an  accommodation  and 
there  was  no  value  received.

DEFECTIVE  PAGE 


Pittsburg,  July  27.— Unless  one  or 
the  other  of  the  anarchists 
now  confined  in  the  Cen- 
tral station  can  be  induced  to  make  a 
confession,  it  is  vet^  doubtful  whether 
the  police  at  this  end  can  accomplish 
much  more  in  the  direction  of  unravel- 
ing the  meshes  of  the  conspiracy  sur- 
rounding the  attack  upon  the  life  of 
Chairman  Frick.    The  imprisoned  men, 

contrary  to  the  general  habits  or  prac- 
tices of  the  element,  have  for  once  taken 
the  precaution  to  cover  their  tracks  be- 
hind them,  and  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  correspondence  found  in  the 
rooms  of  Knold  and  Bauer  develops  the 
fact  that  not  a  scrap  of  it  bears  a  date 
within  the  past  six  weeks.  Yet  it  can  be 
proven  by  the  postoffice  officials  that  the 
mail  of  both  men  during  that  period  has 
been  much  larger  than  for  some  time 
before. 

Detective  Shore,  who  is  the  chief  of 
the  corps  in  charge  of  a  case,  is  satisfied 
that  the  anarchists  had  anticipated  that 
a  general  search  for  damaging  docu- 
ments would  follow  the  attempt  upon 
Frick's  life,  and  consequently  they  took 
time  by  the  forelock  in  putting  all  such 
criminating  evidence  out  of  the  way. 
The  list  of  Pittsburg  millionaires  and 
their  residences,  which  was  found  among 
Bauer's  papers  will,  it  is  thought,  prove 
an  important  place  of  side  evidence  at 
the  trial  as  indicating  that  they  have  had 
some  designs  in  view  which  were  di- 
rected against  persons  whose  names  had 
been  recorded. 

Among  the  names  are  those  of  Mr. 
Frick,  Henry  Phipps,  of  Carnegie, 
Phipps  &  Co.;  B.  J.  Jones  ^nd  H.  W. 
Oliver,  the  big  iron  operators;  B.  J. 
Vandergrift,  the  oil  man.  and  two  wo- 
men whose  wealth  exceeds  $1,000,000. 
Bauer  sullenly  refused  to  make  any 
statement  regarding  the  objects  which 
led  to  the  preparation  of  the  list  or  the 
reason  it  happened  to  be  in  his  posses- 
sion. 

The  police  are  not  yet  thoroughly  sat- 
isfied that  Bauer  is  the  man  who  accom- 
panied Berkman  to  the  corridor  of  the 
Carnegie  building  on  Saturday  morning, 
and  handed  him  a  package  Saturday 
morning,  although  they  have  evidence 
that  the  suspect  was  with  the  would-be 
assassin  iri  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Duquesne  crub.  The  fellow  who  accom- 
panied the  latter  to  the  building  is  de- 
scribed as  being  very  tall,  with  dark 
hair  and  moustache,  and  Detective  Mc- 
Tigh,  *is  making  a  house  to  house  search 
among  the  anarchist  colony  in  Alleghany 
for  such  an  individual. 

At  one  time  the  description  seemed  to 
fit  August  Adolph  Von  Wettah,  a  son  of 
the  noble  Austrian  family,  who  was  ex- 
pelled from  the  country  for  his  revolu- 
tionary ideas  and  has  been  very  promin- 
ent among  the  anarchists  in  this  region. 
Some  few  months  ago  he  was  sentenced 
to  thirly  days  in  the  workhouse  for  talk- 
ing anarchy  on  the  street,  and  at  that 
time  considerable  ammunition  and  litera- 
ture of  an  incendiary  character  was 
found  in  his  house.  When  the  detec- 
tives made  a  rid  on  the  palace  at  mid- 
night last  night,  however,  it  was  found 
that  Wattach  had  a  beard  of  a  month's 
growth  and  looked  very  unlike  the  man 
who  had  been  described  to  them.  He 
said,  moreover,  that  he  had  become  dis- 
gusted with  the  anarchists  and  their 
group,  and  propsed  to  leave  them  alone 
in  future. 

The  detectives  have  not  given  up  their 
quest  and  say  they  will  rake  both  cities 
as  with  a  small-toothed  comb  to  find 
their  man.  They  consider,  however, 
that  New  York  is  now  the  center  field  of 
operations  and  that  the  ramifications  of 
the  conspiracy  will  have  to  sought  in 
that  city. 

Herr  Most  may  thank  his  lucky  stars 
that  at  least  a  brief  breathing  spell  has 
been  granted  him.  At  a  consultation 
between  Messrs.  Knox  and  Reid,  pri- 
vate counsel  for  the  Carnegie  company, 
District  Attorney  Burleigh  and  Chief  of 
Public  Safety  Brown,  it  was  agreed,  so 
it  is  given  out,  that  sufficient  evidence 
had  not  developed  to  warrant  the  re 
quest  to  the  New  York  police  to  effect 
his  arrest.  It  is  just  possible,  however 
that  this  is  just  bluff  tor  the  purpose  of 
throwing  the  New  York  suspects  off  the 
scent. 

The  only  suspicious  facts  connected 
with  Most  are  that  he  visited  Knolds'  in 
this  city  at  different  times  during  the  two 
weeks  commencing  June  27,  that  he  told 
Knolds  that  Berkman  was  coming  here, 
and  that  the  latter,  when  he  put  in  an 
appearance  at  Knolds'  house,  said  that 
the  address  had  been  given  to  him  by 
Most.  This  is  regarded  as  circumstantial 
evidence  of  a  kind,  but  rather  too  cir- 
cumstantial to  be  of  any  account  in  the 
E resent  juncture,  or  until  it  is  reinforced 
y  future  developments. 

The  arrest  last  night  of  Frederick 
Simmons,  a  prominent  Turner,  for  dis- 
tributing anarchistic  literature  on  the 
street,  has  no  connection  with  the  Rus- 
sian end  of  the  affair,  but  in  the  present 
excited  state  of  the  public  mind  the 
police  regard  it  as  necessary  to  make  an 
example  of  him.  He  will  be  given  a 
hearing  next  Tuesday  for  distributing 
literary  matter  tending  to  a  breach  of 
the  peace.  In  his  papers  were  a  num- 
ber of  tickets  for  the  raffle  in  aid  of  the 
relief  of  the  families  of  the  executed  Chi- 
cago anarchists.  The  circulars  he  was 
distributing  called  upon  workmen  to  be- 
come anarchists,  and  set  iorth  that  an- 
archy was  the  only  true  rcmtdy  for  the 
oppression  of  labor.

A  St.  Joseph  I^ady  Perished  in  the 
S-w^ss  Lake. 

St.  Joseph,  M-J).,  July  27.— Miss  Annie 
M.  Serge  of  this  (jity,  who  was  drowned 
in  Lake  Lucerne,  Switzerland,  Monday, 
was  in  the  empl()y  of  a  wholesale  mil- 
linery house  hei^e  as  its  head  trimmer. 
One  of  her  employers  sent  Miss  Sorge 
to  Europe  in  charge  of  his  two  daagh- 
ters  last  June.  Miss  Sorge  intended  to 
sail  for  America  about  August  5. 

A  strange  featwre  of  the  case  is  that, 
although  Miss  Sorge  had  made  several 
trips  to  Europe  before,  she  seemed  to 
have  a  foreboding  of  evil  before  starting 
upon  her  last  voyage,  and  expressed  the 
fear  to  several  of  her  friends  that  she 
would  never  return  to  America  alive. 
Her  parents  are  highly  respectable. 

A  HORRIBLE  REVENGE. 

Dastardly  OutvaKe  by  Bandits  in 
Penfasylvania. 

New  York.  July  27.— A  special  dis- 
patch to  the  World  from  Unioatown,  Pa. 
states  that  Jack  Cooley,  leader  of  a  no- 
torious band  of  outlaws  in  that  state.was 
captured  and  shot  last  Friday.  His  last 
words  were:  "See  that  my  death  is 
avenged." 

On  Sunday  Cooley  was  buried,  and 
then  his  band  be?an  its  work  of  revenge. 
Wesley  Sisler,  who  aided  in  the  capture 
of  the  leader,  was  overpowered  at  his 
home  in  Hayde;i  town  and  pinioned. 
His  only  child,  a  young  girl,  was  then 
assaulted  by  members  of  the  band.  The 
helpless  father's  cries  for  help  were 
stifled  and  his  struggle  for  liberty  ended 
by  a  blow  from  a  musket  butt.  The 
band  then  departed,  apparently  select- 
ing this  mode  of  revenge  as  of  a  more 
refined  cruelty  than  physical  punish- 
ment or  death.  The  facts  came  to  light 
yesterday  from  the  sheriff  who  arrested 
a  man  named  Rankin,  said  to  have  suc- 
ceeded Cooley  a;}  leader,  for  sheep  steal- 
ing. A  sheriff's  posse  will  start  in  pur- 
suit of  the  band  at  once  and  Ivnching  is 
threatened.

ROBBERS  PUT  TO  DEATH. 

Six  Bandits  Shot  by  Mexican  Rangers 
Who  Captured  Them. 
Galveston,  Tex..  July  27.— Parties  in 
from  the  frontier  report  that  six  of  the 
robbers  who  recently  attacked  the  quarry 
foreman,  C.  H.  Wood,  near  Trespidras, 
on  the  Mexican  International  railroad, 
and  who  attempted  to  murder  him  and 
afterward  robbed  his  car,  have  been  ar- 
rested by  rurualls,  or  Mexican  rangers, 
who,  after  identifying  the  men  by  stolen 
property  upon  their  persons,  took  them 
out  a  short  distance  from  the  main  track 
and  put  the  entire  number  to  death.  The 
robbers  were  shot  and  their  bodies  left 
where  they  fell. 

A  MURDEROUS  LUNATIC. 

He  Obtained  a  Revc^ver  and  Shot  an 
Officer. 

Lake  City,  Minn.,  July  27.— Daniel 
Busch,  a  lunatic,  who  had  been  lodged 
in  the  jail  for  safe  keeping,  was  released 
yesterday  and  began  flourishing  two  re- 
volvers which  h(5  had  procured  some- 
where. Marshal  Rogers  in  attempting 
to  disarm  Busch  was  shot  by  the  latter, 
dying  a  few  houTs  later.

Both  men  were  engaged  in  the  mming 
business,  and  after  some  bantering  they 
decided  to  settle  the  question  v/hich  are 
the  braver.  Englishmen  or  Americans, 
the  test  being  the  ascent  of  the   volcano. 

They  started  after  many  difficulties 
and  encountered  no  obstacle.  The 
guides  say  that  with  their  respective 
flags  they  reached  Shelving  Rock  where 
a  volume  of  ashes  shot  from  the  crater 
hundreds  of  feet  into  the  air.  Walton 
and  Adams,  after  the  ashes  had  fallen, 
were  seen  by  the  guides  grasping  hands 
each,  with  a  flag  flying  defiance. 

This  was  the  last  ever  seen  of  the  ad- 
venturers, for  the  next  instant  a  sohd 
volume  of  lava  was  emitted  and  reach- 
ing a  height  of  thousands  of  feet  de- 
scended concentrically  in  a  storm  of  fire. 
Walton  and  Adams  perished  i  n  the  de- 
scending fire.  The  guides  escaped  and 
reached  Touilla  yesterday  and  told  the 
story  of  the  ascent  and  death. 

A  BOGUS  NOBLEMAN. 

Claimed  to  be  Earl  Dudley's  Cousin  and 
Swindled  Many  People. 

New  York,  July  27.— Williara  Wilson, 
who  for  two  years  past  has  traveled  over 
the  country  as  Sir  Edward  Cook,  cousin 
of  Earl  Dudley  and  Lord  Mandeville,  is 
a  prisoner  at  police  headquarters.  He 
took  his  arrest  with  great  nonchalance, 
laughed  when  identified  by  his  victims, 
and  even  told  Inspector  Steerj;  that  he 
could  give  points  to  New  Yorkers  on  po- 
lice work,  as  he  had  been  head  of  the 
New  Zealand  force  once.

Samuel  Francis  Smith  was  born  in  Bos- 
ton Oct.  21,  1808,  and  was  graduated  from 
Harvard   in  1829  and  from  Andover  Theo- 
logical seminary  in  1832.     He  preached  in 
▼anous  Baptist  churches,  was  professor  of 
modern  languages  at  Waterville  (now  Col 
by)  university,  editor  of  The  Christian  Ke- 
view  aud  other  Baptist  publications  and 
visitant  of  missions  in  many  parts  of  the 
world.     His  famous  hymn  begiwTung  "My 
«)untry,   'tis  of  thee"  was  written  while 
he  was  a  theological  student  and  was  first 
sung  at  a  children's  celebration  in  Boston 
July  4,  1S33. 

His  missionary  hymn,  "The  morning 
light  13  breaking,"  was  written  for  the 
same  occasion.  His  entire  life  has  been 
given  to  the  ministry,  and  until  quite  re- 
cently he  preached  almost  every  Sabbath 
He  is  very  earnest  in  the  Baptist  faith,  and 
besides  his  miscellaneous  works  has  writ- 
ten several  volumes  on  the  work  of  that 
denomination.  ^ 

Indu.strial  Depression  in  Germany. 

German  editors  and  other  patriots  are 
growling  a  good  deal  because  the  latest  of- 
fi-iial  statistics  published  do  not  make  a 
better  showing  for  labor.     Those  statistics 
contain  reports  from  906  towns  and  91M  as- 
sociations,  including    altogether    sixteen 
different  branches  of  trade.     In  229  of  the 
tfjwns  mentioned  the   rates  of  the  wages 
were  lowered  during  1891,  in  670  they  re 
mained    unchanged    and    only    in    seven 
ca.ses  IS  there  any  rise  recorded,  although 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  prices  of  the 
ordinary  necessaries  of  life.     The  report  of 
the  founders  and    engine  makers  shows 
that  out  of  306  centers  connected  with  this 
industry  in  only  two  did  the  wages  rise 
while  m  seventy-two  they  fell  and   in  the 
rest  remained  stationary.    The  cost  of  liv 
ing  increased  in  every  case.     The  depfes- 
sion  manifested  itself  chiefly  in  the  larger 
centers,   such  as  Beriin,   Breslau,    Essen 
l^eipsic,  etc.,  where  in  some  ca.ses  work  was 
totally    suspended,    and    in   many  others 
men  were  put  on  short  time.

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INTERESTING    FACTS. 


The  savings  bank  was  invented  by  a 
clergyman. 

Tinware  was  first  made  in  this  country 
in  the  town  of  Kensington  (now  Bferlin), 
Conn. 

The  first  lighthouse  on  the  American 
coast  was  built  at  St.  Augustine,  Fla.,  by 
the  Spaniards, 

Cornpoppers  owe  their  origin  to  the  in- 
ventive genius  of  a  New  Hampshire  man 
named  Francis  P.  Knowlton,  who  in  1857 
made  the  first  popper  in  existence. 

The  standard  coins  on  the  continent  are, 
in  France,  the  franc;  in  Spain,  the  peseta; 
in  Italy,  the  lira;  in  Holland  and  Austria, 
the  florin;  in  Germatny,  the  mark;  in  Rus- 
sia, the  ruble. 

The  seasons,  nominally  and  according  to 
the  calendar,  begin  as  follows:  Spring, 
March  20,  at  3  a.  m.;  summer,  June  20, 11 
p.  m.;  autumn.  Sept,  23,  2  p.  m.;  winter, 
Dec.  21,  8  a.  m. 

In  1848  the  first  bird  cages  were  manu- 
factured in  the  United  States.  Previous 
to  this  they  were  imported  from  Grermany. 
G.  Gunther  was  the  first  to  make  them  in 
this  country,  in  New  York  city. 

Card  playing  was  a  favorite  diversion  as 
far  back  as  Shakespeare's  time.  The  prin- 
cipal games  then  played  are  now  unknown, 
Buch  as  "primers,"  -"gleek,"  "maw,"

O'Donnell's  Whereabouts. 
HOM  KsTEAD,  ]uYy  28.— Mrs.  O'Donnell 
said  this  morning  taat    her  husband  had 
gone  away  on  private  business,    but  she 
did  not  know  his  wJaereabouts. 

Prick's  Condition. 
PiTTsniRG,  Julv  28.-H.  C.  Fri:k 
passed  a  very  conjfortable  night.  His 
sleep  was  unbroken  and  he  is  apparent- 
ly in  an  improved  condition  this  morn- 
ing, pulse  and  respiration  normal. 

Held  for  Murder. 
Pittsburg,  July  28.- Judge  Magee  has 
refused  to  release  Sylvester  Critchlow, 
the  alleged  sharpshooter  at  Homestead 
on  July  6,  and  has  held  him  for  murder 
in  the  iirst  degree. 


Pittsburg,  July  28.— A  riot  occurred 
this  mornmg  on  a  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
train,  on  which  a  party  of  fifty-six  non- 
union men  were  being  transported  from 
Cincinnati  to  Pittsburg  to  work  in  the 
Carnegie  steel  works  at  Homestead.  In 
the  melee  one  man  was  stabbed  in  the 
forehead  by  an  armed  guard,  another 
had  a  thumb  chewed  off,  and  nearly  a 
score  of  others  were  badly  bruised  in  an 
attempt  to  regain  their  liberty. 

When  the  train  reached  Pittsburg 
there  were  twenty-one  men  on  board  in 
addition  to  the  armed  guards,  the  other 
thirty- hve  having  escaped  from  the  car 
between  Whitehall  station  on  the  Wheel- 
ing division  and  the  depot  in  this  city. 
When  they  left  Cincinnati,  the  men  did 
not  not  know  that  they  were  being  taken 
to  Homestead,  and  when  they  found  it 
out  they  rebelled.  That  is  how  the  riot 
had  its  inception,  Joseph  Manning  is 
the  name  of  a  young  man  who  will  make 
affidavit  to  these  facts.  Manning  is  a 
resident  of  Cincinnati  and  is  about  20 
years  of  age.  He  is  a  printer's  appren- 
tice and  until  last  Tuesday  was  em- 
ployed on  the  Enquirer.     He  said: 

"On  last  Thursday  I  answered  an  ad- 
vertisement in  the  Enquirer,  offering  em- 
ployment at  easy  labor  and  good  wages, 
I  called  at  the  office  of  W.  W.  Nye,  no 
Longworth  street,  and  was  offered  work 
at  Pittsburg.  Nye  said  it  was  easy  and 
that  I  would  be  paid  17  cents  an  hour 
and  get  my  first  month's  board  free,  and 
would  have  three  months  in  which  to 
pay  back  ray  car  fare.  No  mention  was 
made  of  Homestead.  Yesterday,  with 
fifty-tive  others,  I  started  to  Pittsburg, 
There  were  seven  puddlers  and  a  num- 
ber of  steel  workers  from  Covington  and 
New  York,  Ky.,  in  the  party,  and  they 
too  supposed  that  they  were  to  get  work 
in  Pittsburg. 

'"After  leaving  Cincinnati  all  the  doors 
were  locked  and  windows  fastened  down 
and  we  were  not  allowed  to  open  them. 
Mr.  Nye  was  in  charge  personally.  Early 
this  morning  we  had  all  been  sleeping. 
When  we  awoke  we  were  surprised  to 
find  both  doors  to  our  car^ guarded  by  a 
watchman  with  a  gun  on  his  shoulder. 
W^e  then  became  suspicious  and  some  of 
the  puddlers  sized  up  the  situation  and, 
approaching  one  of  the  guards,  asked- 
'Where  are  we  going  to  work?'  'At 
Homestead,'  was  the  reply. 

The  puddlers  gathered  around  the 
guard  and  demanded  that  the  doors  be 
unlocked  and  that  they  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  car.  The  guard  refused  to  let 
them  pass  and  then  the  puddlers  jumped 
on  him.  Then  there  was  a  terrible  scene. 
Every  man  in  the  car  jumped  from  his 
seat,  some  making  for  the  doors,  others 
tried  to  break  through  the  windows  and 
some  got  into  a  fight.  The  guard  struck 
one  ot  the  puddlers  with  the  bayonet  of 
his  gun  and  cut  a  long  gash  across  his 
forehead. 

"In  their  'rantic  efforts  to  get  outof  the 
car,  the  men  got  into  a  fight  between 
themselves,  and  for  about  half  an  hour 
there  was  a  perfect  reign  of  terror,  and 
many  heads  and  noses  were  broken.  At 
Whitehall  the  guard  was  thrown  from 
bis  position  and  the  door  was  burst  open. 
The  men  commenced  to  jump  off  and 
kept  dropping  off  all  the  way  to  the  city. 
I  escaped  in  the  crowd  at  the  depot. 
The  other  men,  I  suppose,  went  on  to 
Homestead,  The  guards  made  no  at- 
tempt to  shoot,  but  used  their  clubs. 
Several  of  the  men  were  severely  in- 
jured, one  losing  a  thumb.  I  do  not 
think  that  a  man  on  the  car  knew  that 
we  were  destined  to  Homestead,  for 
when  that  place  was  mentioned  this 
morning  they  became  frantic  as  ani- 
mals." 

Young  Manning  is  now  at  the  Amal- 
gamated association  headquarters  and 
has  related  his  story  to  the  officials.  He 
will  this  afternoon  make  affidavit  to  the 
above  statements,  which  will  probably 
be  used  in  legal  proceedings  to  prevent 
the  transportation  of  men  under  similax 
circumstances. 


AKBITRATIOX  PROPOSED. 

Manufacturers'    Offer    to    Settle    the 
Wage  Scale. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  July  28.— The  con- 
ference committees  of  the  iron  manufac- 
turers and  the  Amalgamated  association 
spent  eight  and  a  half  hours  yesterday 
in  another  fruitless  attempt  to  -adjust 
their  differences  on  the  wage  scale.  The 
meeting  was  rendered  remarkable  by 
the  suggestion  of  arbitration  as  a  means 
to  bring  the  two  sides  together.  The 
proposition  came  from  the  manufac- 
turers' side,  and  in  this  form:  That  the 
men  should  resume  work  at  last  year's 
scale  pending  an  adjustment  of  the  new 
scale  by  a  board  of  arbitrators. 

The  workers  committee  immediately 
retired  to  one  end  of  the  conference  hall 
and  discussed  it  for  over  half  an  hour. 
No  definite  reply  was  returned  and  no 
determination  had  been  arrived  at  when 
the  meeting  adjourned. 

Arbitration  as  a  method  ot  settlinj:^  dis- 
putes between  the  iron  manufacturers 
and  the  amalgamated  association  has 
never  yet  been  resorted  to,  and  much  in- 
terest will    attach    to    what    action    the

Washington,  July  28.— In  the  house 
today,  Mr,  Wheeler,  of  Alabama,  tried  to 
raise  again  the  question  of  p  rsonal  pri- 
vilege between  himself  and  Mr,  Watson, 
of  Georgia,  but  the  speaker  would  not 
recognize  him,  Mr,  AIcMillin  called  up 
the  ways  and  means  resolution  for  final 
adjournment  on  July  30. 

Mr.  Hatch  s  id  he  would  oppose  final 
adjournment  until  the  senate  had  acted 
on  the  anti-option  bill.  Mr.  Outhwaite 
wanted  the  World  s  fair  matter  settled 
and  hoped  the  resolution  would  be 
amended  to  Aug.  i.  Mr.  Cummings 
moved  to  make  thu  date  Aug.  i.  Rejec- 
ted; veas  65,  nays  no.  Mr.  Outhwaite 
demanded  a  roll  call.     Refused. 

Mr.  Wheeler  then  made  several  fili- 
bustering motions  but  being  appealed  to 
bv  Mr.  McMillin  he  stopped  and  the 
resoluiion  for  final  adjournment  Satur- 
day, July  30,  was  agreed,  121  to  51.  The

the  World's  fair. 

The  opponents  of  the  appropriation 
began  to  filibuster  by  moving  to  adjourn 
to  various  days.  The  heat  in  the  hall  is 
almost  intolerable  and  members  do  not 
attempt  to  answer  to  their  names  until 
the  second  call,  and  many  not  answering 
at  all.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  endur- 
ance.

STRUCK  BV  LIGHTiNING. 

Tweiiiy  Tanks  of  Oil  Are  Burning 
Fiercely, 
Pittsburg,  July  28.— During  a  thun- 
der storm,  which  swept  over  the  south- 
western oil  fields  yesterday  afternoon, 
lightning    struck    tank    No.   18  of  the 

Southwest  Pennsvlvania  Pipe  Line  com- 
pany, six  miles  from  Washington.  The 
tank  contained  27  000  barrels  of  oil  and 
when  It  burst  the  burning  fluid  spread 
to  twenty  tanks  in  the  vicinity,  and  soon 
all  were  afire.

THE  TORE  ID  WAVE. 

Eastern  Cities  Still  Sweltering  in  the 
Hot  Temperature. 

Rochester,  X,  Y.,  July  28,— The  heat 
here  shows  no  signs  of  abating.  At  8 
o'clock  this  morning  the  temperature 
was  81,  the  highest  of  the  week  for  that 
hour.  The  humidity  was  also  higher.  A 
fair  breeze,  however,  makes  the  heat 
bearable. 

New  York,  July  28.— Dur  lig  the 
twenty-four  hours  ending  at  noon  today 
there  were  190  deaths  in  this  city.  Of 
these  106  were  children  under  5  years 
old  and  nine  resulted  from  heat, 

Washington,  July  28.— Relief  came 
to  the  suffering  populace  of  Washington 
last  night  about  9  o'clock  in  the  form  of 
a  good,  strong  storm  followed  by  heavy 
ram,  which  lasted  until  midnight.  This 
storm  drove  the  temperature  down  from 
86  to  71  degrees,  a  cooling  off  of  about  15 
degrees  in  ten  minutes.  It  came  in  time 
to  prevent  a  number  of  prostrations. 

CiNCiifNATi,  July  28.— The  maximum 
temperature  on  the  streets  y(;sterday 
was  96  degrees  at  2  p.  m.  Twenty-six 
cases  of  prostration  by  heat  >\  ere  re- 
ported and  one  death.  Today  the 
weather  is  slightly  cooler,  the  mercury 
being  89  at  12  o'clock. 

Philadelphia,  July  28. — The  ther- 
mometer today  registered  96  degrees  at 
2:15  p,  m.  A  number  of  heat  prostra- 
tions have  been  reported  but  sc  far  no 
deaths. 

Pittsburg,  July  28.— The  record  of 
temperature  today  is  as  follows:  8  a,  m., 
77;  noon,  91.8;  2  p.  m.,  90.3.  A  slight 
breeze  keeps  the  air  in  motion  and  the 
heat  is  not  nearly  so  oppressive  as  dur- 
ing the  past  three  days. 

Chicago,  July  28. — The  weather  is 
much  improved  today,  but  not  enough 
to  prevent  sunstrokes.  Up  to  noon, 
seventeen  cases  were  reported  and  there 
were  eighteen  prostrations  from  the 
heat.  The  temperature  at  12  o'clock 
was  S4  degrees,  eight  degrees  cooler 
than  at  the  same  time  yesterday,  North- 
west winds  prevail  and  rain  is  expected.

Most  of  the  fines 
meTfi  iiu posed  for  hunting,  fishing,  etc.,  on 
SaMaj,  but  a  few  Advent Lsts  were  caught 
ly  arxident,  a.-  it  were.  The  first  one  fined 
JB  Hetiry  county  was  W.  H.  Parker,  who 
iliod  some  horses  on  Sunday,  beinga  black- 
itnitl'..  He  tixjk  an  appeal,  but  the  su- 
preme court  of  Tennessee  'sustained  the 
Iswer  court  in  an  opinion  which  is  a  cari- 
mity  in  its  way,  and  is  professionally 
footed  as  "  XVI  th  Lea,  476." 

The  jK/pular  di.scussion  brings  out  the 
flid  delusion  that  the  national  con.stitutiou 
Jarbids-any  union  of  church  and  state.  It 
i«e.s  act.  Any  state  can  adopt  any  system 
i  ple}\ses.  ajid  as  a  matter  of  fact  Ma.s.sa 
rfiusette  and  Connecticut  maintained  re- 
-%i;iu«  establi.shments  till  long  after  the 
•Musticution  was  in  force.  In  fact,  the  last 
^iibxifce  of  it  was  not  eliminated  tili  181M. 
Congress,  however,  is  not  in  it.  Thai 
liody  has  just  the  same  power  for  Chris 
tianity  that  it  has  for  Buddhism— that  is, 
just  no  power  at  all. 

The  first  Sunday  laws  antedate  history. 
As  primitive  men  were  compelled  to  meas- 
ure time  by  tise  sun  and  moon,  and  as  the 
»«»u's  phases  "quarter"  the  luuation,  it 
fallowed  inevitably  that  the  week  was  the 
fiwt  measure  of  time  greater  than  a  day 
KDd  universal  in  all  developed  languages. 
it  xiras  perfectly  natural  therefore  that 
wme  sacredness  should  attach  to  the  turn 
ti  the  week,  and  so  we  find  it.  Among  Chris 
tians  the  first  Sunday  law  was  enacted  bv 
the  Ernperor  Constantine  in  321.  and  the 
leader  who  cares  to  have  his  ideas  on  the 
whole  subject  badly  mixed  is  re.specffully 
-jeferred  to  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
thapters  of  Gibbon. 

Early  in  the  Fifth  century  the  present 
Sunday  was  universally  admitted  by 
Christians,  but  it  was  not  until  the  Six- 
teenth century  that  the  so  called  "Puritan 
Sabbath"  was  established.

— The  su- 
preme court  has  handed  down  an  opin- 
ion declaring  unconstitutional  the  two 
legislative  bills  reapportioning  the  re- 
pTesentative  dii>tricts  and  the  senatorial 
difetricts  in  the  state  legislature.  The 
tjdle  of  the  case  involving  the  senatorial 
gerrymander  was  "Gidding  vs.  the  Sec- 

fetary'  of  State,"  and  that    involving   the 
epresentative    redistricting    was    "the 

iupervisors  of  Houghton  county  vs.  the 

>ecretary  of  state." 

The  mandamus  asked  for  is  granted  in 
each  case,  and  the  secretary  is  ordered 
to  issue  notices  of  election  in  accordance 
with  the  act  of  18S1,  the  act  of  18S5  being 
held  to  be  equally  defective  with  that  of 
1891.  The  opinion  follows  the  lines  of 
the  cilebrated  decision  in  the  Wisconsin 
gerrymander.  The  court  is  unanimous 
in  its  opmion.

The    Socialistic  Labor    Party   and  the 
Populists  Unite  in  Chicago. 
Chicago,    July    28. — The     socialistic 

labor  party  of  Chicago  has  joined  hands 

with  the  local  section    of    the    People's 

party.    Tonight    at    Uhlrich's    hall,  the 

People's  party  will  hold  its  first  county 
convention  and  nominate  candidates  for 
congress,  the  legislature,  judiciary  and 
county  board.  Many  of  the  most  prom- 
inent socialistic  leaders  will  take  part  in 
the  deliberations. 

Tuesday  evening  socialistic  leaders 
conferred  with  the  county  central  com- 
mittee of  the  People's  party,  with  the  re- 
sult that  both  parties  resolved  to  go  into 
the  convention  together  and  support  the 
ticket  chosen  there.  It  is  claimed  as 
the  result  of  the  combination  that  the 
vote  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  party,  the 
Socialistic  party,  the  Peoples  party  and 
some  independent  labor  organizations 
will  be  cast  as  a  unit  in  the  fall  elec- 
tions. 

A  comprehensive  platform,  advocat- 
ing the  most  sweeping  reforms,  will  prob- 
ably be  adopted  bv  the  convention. 
Some  of  its  planks,  it  is  said,  will  favor 
civil  service  reform  and  the  adoption  of 
the  people's  initiative  and  Swiss  refer- 
endum on  all  important  legislation. 
Taken  as  a  whole,  the  platform  will  em- 
body most  of  the  reforms  demanded  by 
the  socialistic  and  labor  parties  at  their 
various  conventions. 


TO  SEIZE  AN  ISLAND. 


A  British  War  Vessel's  Mission  to  the 
South  Sea. 
San  Fran'CISCO,  July  28.— On  July  13 
the  British  war  vessel  Champion  left 
Honolulu  for  the  Southwest.  It  was  re- 
ported that  her  mission  was  to    seize  the 

Johnson  or  Coinwallis  group  of  islands 
in  the  South  sea.  The  chief  island  in 
the  groups  has  been  claimed  by  the  Pa- 
cific Guano  company,  of  San  Francisco, 
whi(.h  raised  the  American  flag  over  it 
several  years  ago. 

The  only  explanation  of  England's 
action  is  that  the  American  company  has 
abandoned  the  island  because  it  has  ex- 
hausted the  guano,  and  England  intends 
to  take  possession  in  order  to  secure  a 
station  for  her  new  cable  from  New 
Zealand  to  Honolulu.

JUSTlrE  SHIRAS. 
President  Harrison's    appointment   of 
George  Shiras,  Jr.,  to  be    justice    of   the 
United  States  supreme  court,    has  been 
confirmed  by  the  senate,    after    Senator 
Cameron  had  vainly  opposed  it    for  per- 
sonal   reasons.     The    appointment    has 
been  warmly  commended  m  all  parts  of 
the  country  where  Mr.   Shiras  is    known 
and  it  is  generally  conceded   that   Presi- 
dent Harrison  could  not    have    made   a 
better  choice. 

Justice  Shiras,  by  which  title  he  will  be 
hereafter  known,  is  a  native  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, where    he  has  resided  during  his 
whole  career.     He  was  admitted  to  prac- 
tice about  thirty-five  years  ago,  and  soon 
rose  to  an  eminence    in    his    profession, 
and  for   years  he  has  ranked  among  the 
leading  members  of    the    Pittsburg  bar. 
For    years  he    has    been  identified  with 
nearly  every  large  and  important  litiga- 
tion in  the    extreme  western    section  of 
this  state,  and  as  the  counsel  for  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio   Railroad  company  at 
Pittsburg  he  has  played  a  leading  part 
in   some  of  the  most   noted  of  railroad 
suits  in  Pennsylvania. 

He  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  co- 
1  iborers  at  the  bar,  who  regard  him  as  a 
clear-headed  lawyer  and  eminently  fair 
in  the  trial  of  a  cause,  his  success  at  the 
bar  being  attributed  to  the  broadness  of 
his  views  and  his  freedom  from  undue 
partisanship.  Being  thus  popular  among 
his  associates  and  a  man  of  recognized 
ability,  he  commands  a  position  on  the 
western  border  of  Pensylvania  second  to 
no  man  in  the  state,  Mr.  Shft-as  has 
never  occupied  any  political  office,  and 
indeed  has  avoided  giving  any  attention 
even  to  municipal  affairs  at  home,  pre- 
t'erring  to  devote  his  time  and  attention 
to  the  practice  of  his  profession.

SUNDAY  OBSERVANCE. 

Particulars  are  published  in  this  issue 
of  four  men  who  are  under  sentence  in 
Tennessee  for  violating  the  Sunday  law 
of  that  state.  They  are  Seventh  Day 
Ad/entists  and  conscientiously  observe 
Saturday  as  their  Sabbath,  and  naturally 
they  think  that  they  have  a  right  to 
work  on  Sunday  in  this  land  where,  it  is 
claimed,  every  man  is  entitled  to 
work  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own 
conscience.  For  these  reasons  they 
have  refused  to  pay  the  fines  imposed 
-upon  them  by  the  state  law  and  have 
gone  to  jail— martyrs  to  their  religious 
beliefs.  It  is  a  case  that  must  draw  re- 
newed attention  to  Sunday  observance 
laws  and  the  question  of  their  constitu- 
tionality. 

In  the  same  connection  the  Sunday 
closing  of  the  World's  fair  may  properly 
be  considered.  Elder  Evans,  the  well- 
known  Shaker,  in  a  long  letter  to  John 
G.  Whittier  upon  this  subject,  offers  the 
following  sensible  suggestion:  "Every 
day  of  the  seven  is  the  Sabbath  of  some 
one  of  the  thousand  religions  which  will 
be  assembled  at  the  World's  fair,  and 
each  one  has  the  right  to  observe  any 
one  of  the  seven  days  as  a  Sabbath,  and 
to  compel  by  'religious  legislation'  all 
the  others  to  observe  it— nobody  has  any 
such  right."  He  seems  to  have  hit 
the  nail  squarely  upon  the  head.  As 
the  Chicago  Mail  well  says,  America  is 
the  home  of  all  people  who  choose  it  for 


A  <J0OD  DFTTSION. 
Another  gerrymander  has  been  knocked 
out  by  the  courts.  According  to  the 
unanimous  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  of  Michigan,  the  chief  justice  being 
a  Democrat  whose  name  was  presented 
at  the  Chicago  convention  as  a  candi- 
date for  vice-president,  the  recent  re- 
apportionment of  legislative  districts  in 
that  state  is  unconstitutional  and  void. 
It  appears  that  the  apportionment  in 
1885  was  equally  defective,  and  conse- 
quently the  elections  this  year  will  be 
held  according  to  the  apportionment 
made  in  1881. 

The  decision  is  said  to  follow  closely 
the  lines  of  the  opinion  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin supreme  court,  which  declared  that 
the  gerrymander  made  by  the  demo- 
cratic legislature  of  that  state  was  invalid. 
It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  courts  take 
such  a  stand  upon  these  important  ques- 
tions. A  few  decisions  of  this  kind  may 
have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  scheming 
politicians  and  impel  them  to  practice 
some  honesty  in  the  apportionment  of 
states  for  legislative  purposes.  Because 
it  is  the  people  who  are  defrauded  of 
their  just  rights  and  proper  representa- 
tion by  these  infamous  gerrymanders. 
Both  Republican  and  Democratic  poli- 
ticians have  been  guilty  of  this  crime 
against  the  franchise.  Neither  party  can 
claim  any  special  virtue  in  this  respect, 
because  both  are  equally  in  the  mire. 


Another  Methodist  minister  has 
abandoned  the  pulpit  and  gone  into  the 
horse-racing  business.  He  lives  in  Iowa 
and  recently  acted  as  timer  at  a  horse 
race.  Some  man  questioned  the  ac- 
curacy of  his  timing,  and  the  parson 
promptly  called  him  a  liar.  This 
brought  matters  to  a  climax  and  the 
minister  has  resigned  his  charge  and 
will  engage  in  a  more  congenial  occupa- 
tion. Methodist  ministers  have  always 
been  noted  for  being  good  judges  of 
horse  flesh. 


The  grain  inspection  which  was  intro- 
duced with  a  flourish  of  trumpets  by  the 
great  board  of  trade  of  West  Superior, 
which  was  to  monopolize  the  grain  busi- 
ness of  America,  has  been  rejected. 
Minnesota  inspectors  will  again  handle 
the  grain  across  the  bay,  the  board's  in- 
spection being  pronounced  a  flat  failure. 
In  this  latter  respect  the  inspection 
sembles  the  board  itself.

It  Was  Debatable. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald; 

Referring  in  your  issue  of  yesterday  to 
the  proceedmgs  of  the  late  Republican 
county  convention,  you  report  an  inter 
view  with  Mr.  C.  A.  Towne  in  which  that 
gentleman  is  represented  as  sayinjt,  with 
a  knowing  wink,  that  any  motion  %  de- 
batable when  debate  is  permitted  by  the 
chair. 

This  statement  refers  to  a  motion 
made  in  the  convention  by  Mr.  Towne 
to  lay  part  of  a  report  on  the  table,  on 
which  motion  debate  was  allowed.  The 
reasonable  inference  to  be  drawn  from 
the  remarks  reported,  is  that  Mr.  Towne 
made  a  motion  whi^h  he  knew  was,  not 
debatable,  and  t»^ereupon  proceeded  to 
debate  it  because  he  knew  the  presiding 
officer  was  ignorant  of  parliamentary 
usage.  Without  denying  the  "soft  im- 
peachment" of  ignorance,  and  without 
professingany  skill  as  a  parliamentarian, 
I  will  state  briefly  my  view  of  the  pro- 
ceedings had:  On  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee embracing  several  distinct  and 
divisible  subject?.  Mr.  Towne  n:oved 
that  such  part  of  the  report  as  related 
to  two  certain  subjects,  be  laid  on  the 
tacle.  This  motion  was  inconsistent  in 
itself  and  involved  a  complication  that 
might  have  been  avoided  by  a  simple 
motion  to  strike  out  the  objectionable 
parts  of  the  report,  or  by  a  demand  for 
division  of  the  question. 

A  simp'e  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  is 
n  t  debatable;  but  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  as  to  part  of  a  report,  or  motion, 
or  other  matter,  may  be,  and  should  be* 
treated  by  the  chair  as  a  motion  to  strike 
out;  and  a  motion  to  strike  out  is,  of 
course,  debatable.  A  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  as  to  one  part  of  a  report,  mo- 
tion or  other  matter,  has  been  treated  by 
some  authorities  as  permissible,  but  the 
same  authorities  tell  us  that  when  a  mo- 
tion is  made  in  this  form  it  may  be  de- 
bated by  unanimous  consent.  The  chair 
has  the  right  to  assume,  especially  in  a 
short-lived  popular  assemblage,  that 
unanimous  consent  to  debate  is  given, 
unless  a  point  of  order  against  debate  is 
raised  by  some  one  on  the  floor. 

This  explanation  is  called  for  not  only 
by  the>emarks  imputed  to  Mr.  Towne, 
and  which  places  him  in  the  awkward 
of  treating  an  intended  courtesy  of  the 
chair  with  a  sneer,  but  it  is  also  deemed 
necessary  because  some  criticism  of  my 
action  as  presiding  officer  has  been  in- 
dulged in  by  several  other  gentlemen, 
including  ex-Lieut.  Governor  Gilman, 
who  was  present  as  a  spectator. 

With  all  due  deference  to  these  gen- 
tlemen, I  maintain  that  the  motion  made 
by  Mr.  Towne  wa.s,  under  the  circum- 
stances, properly  a  subject  of  debate, 
and  debate  should  never  be  denied  in  a 
political  convention,  unless  it  is  plainly 
in  violation  of  all  parliamentary  proceed- 
ing. The  rule  under  which  debate  may 
be  prohibited  should  never  be  strictly 
enforced  when  any  exception  to  the  rule 
can  be  fairly  and  consistently  applied.

MURDER. 

Death  of  a 


Surrounding  the 
Wealthy  Man. 

New  York,  July  28. -A  special  to  the 
World  from  Shamokin,  Pa.,  says  the  po- 
lice are  trying  to  get  at  the  truth  regard- 
ing the  death  of  John  Weidensane,  a 
wealthy  liyery  man  of  Lewisburg.  He 
was  taken  from  a  burning  building  on 
Saturday  morning,  and  on  investigation 
it  was  found  that  he  had  been  shot  in  the 
head.  The  coroner's  jury  found  that  he 
had  committed  suicide. 

The  tragedy  occurred  in  the  house  of 
his  sweetheart,  Miss  Kate  Neyhart. 
Monday  it  was  ascertained  that  his 
skull  had  been  cru.shed  by  means  of  a 
blunt  instrument.  This  was  the  first  in- 
timation of  foul  play,  although  Miss 
Neyhart  strenuously  adheres  to  the 
original  story  of  suicide. 

More  interest  is  added  to  the  case  by 
the  report  of  the  physicians  who  made  a 
post  mortem  examination  of  Weiden 
sane.  They  found  that  the  bullet  that 
entered  the  brain  did  not  fit  the  revolver 
found  by  the  dead  man's  side.  This 
adds  mystery  to  the  case  and  the  author- 
ities now  believe  that  the  man  was  mur- 
dered.

Nothine  New  at  the  Steel  Works— 
Eeery  is  Arrested. 
The  steel  works  were  practically  de- 
serted yesterday,  only  a  few  men  being 
at  work  making  repairs  and  working 
upon  the  additions.    The  strikers  have 

hung  a  banner  across  the  road  in  front 
of  Jones'  hall  bearing  the  words  "Amal- 
gamated Association  headquarters."  A 
committee  was  sent  yesterday  to  confer 
ivith  Mayor  Scott.  The  committee  told 
the  mayor  that  they  intended  to  keep 
the  strike  up  until  satisfactory  wages  are 
paid  them.  They  also  said  they  would 
try  to  keep  men  from  going  to  work  by 
persuasion  but  not  otherwis  .  Mayor 
Scott  told  them  that  as  long  as  they  pur- 
sued their  present  course  of  action  and 
did  not  harm  property  the  city  would  not 
interfere. 

Edward  A.  Egery  was  brought  from 
Toronto,  Canada,  by  Sheriff  Kennedy 
yesterday,  whither  he  went  some  days 
ago.  He  was  traveling  under  the  name 
of  E.  Alden,  his  middle  name.  Egery 
is  charged  with  embezzling  ?8oo  from 
the  Mercantile  Fire  and  Marine  and  the 
American  Insurance  companies.  The 
complaint  is  made  by  Alex.  McEachem, 
a  bondsman.  He  was  arraigned  before 
Judge  Fridley  yesterday  and  the  hearing 
set  for  Aug.  i.  He  has  been  an  assem- 
blyman in  the  Wisconsin  legislature. 
He  was  also  employed  m  Duluth  for  a 
time. 

Douglas  Heney,  of  Minneapolis,  has 
fooled  some  Superior  young  men  and 
left  the  city  about  $100  ahead.  He  sold 
a  number  ot  the  young  men  around  the 
city  suits  of  clothes  and  required  a  de- 
posit of  $5  from  each.  After  collecting 
a  large  numb  r  of  $5  deposits  he  left  for 
parts  unknown  and  the  suits  have  not 
been  received. 

It  was  quite  generally  reported  last 
evening  that  eighteen  cases  of  smallpox 
had  passed  through  Superior.  A  care- 
ful investigation,  however,  proved  this 
untrue. 

Capt.  C.  S.  Barker  secured  a  warrant 
yesterday  for  Thomas  Stanford,  who  will 
be  liberated  from  the  penitentiary  in  a 
few  days  after  serving  a  sentence  for  at- 
tempting to  shoot  Capt.  Barker  last 
February.  The  complaint  alleges  that 
on  February  15,  1892,  Stanford  stated 
that  he  "would  fix  Capt.  Barker  as  soon 
as  released  from  jail."  He  will  be  ar- 
rested as  soon  as  released.

It  is  impossible  until  the  county  audi- 
tor has  gone  over  the  various  district  as- 
sessors' books  to  give  even  an  approxi- 
mate idea  of  the  tofcal  realty  valuation  of 
the  county,  as  some  of  the  books  are  in 
a  frightf ai  state  of  confusion,  with  the 
totals  not  properly  footed  up.  The  as- 
sessfnent  books  from  Lakeside  are  a 
model  of  neatness  and  correct  work.

The  assessor's  valuations  for  realty  in 
1891  were  originally  $26,028,900,  but  the 
state  board  lopped  off  15  per  cent,  mak- 
ing the  realty  figures  $22,124,565,  and  the 
personal  figures  were  also  affected,  which 
accounts  for  the  apparent  discrepancy 
between  the  personal  total  of  1891  and 
1890.  The  assessor's  figures  for  this  year 
on  realty  do  not  therefore  show  such  a 
big  increase  over  1891  as  the  first  glance 
would  indicate.  The  increase  in  the 
original  asse>sment  figures  over  last  year 
for  realty  is  only  $2,708,694,  whereas,  in 
advance  of  the  board  of  equalization's 
work,  the  increase  would  appear  to  be 
$6,613,029. 

THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


State  Timber  Examiner  Westby  Re- 
ports Activity  on  the  Ranee. 
State  Timber  Examiner  A.  J.   Westby 

reported  at  the  office  of  the  state  auditor 
Tuesday,  Mr.  Westby  has  been  inspect- 
ing a  score  of  swamp  land  cases  where 
the  ownership  of  twenty- three  forties  of 
land  on  the  Mesaba  and  Virmillion  iron 
ranges  is  disputed  by  settlers,  the  Du- 
luth &  Iron  Range  road  and  the  state. 

The  examiner  reports  much  activity 
in  mining  operations  along  the  western 
end  of  the  Mesaba  range,  especially  in 
townships  58  and  59,  ranges  18  and  19, 
where  he  says  that  large  quantities  of 
good  quality  ore  is  being  mined.  He 
mentions  one  case  ^here  twenty-eight 
pits  were  sunk,  between  two  points, 
forty-five  feet  apart,  and  every  one 
showed  iron.  Between  the  town  of  Mer- 
ritt  and  Grand  Rapids  there  are  twenty 
mining  camps,  all  of  which  are  getting 
out  considerable  iron  of  a  superior 
quality. 

INSPECTION  RENEWED. 


The  Next  Meeting  Will  be  Held  in  the 
Ne-w  High  School. 

The  school  board  will  hold  its  meeting 
next  Saturday  in  the  room  provided  for 
board  meetings  in  the  new  Central  High 
school  building.  At  the  meeting  last 
evening  several  letters  from  Eastern 
banking  firms  asking  information  rela- 
tive to  the  $100,000  bonds  which  the 
board  proposes  to  issue  for  building 
schools  we' e  read.  Palmer  &.  Hall  were 
directed  to  prepare  plans  for  the  founda- 
tions of  the  additions  to  the  Jackson  and 
Adams  schools  and  also  for  the  Fair- 
mount  school  to  be  built  next  spring. 

Plans  for  the  fixing  up  of  the  High 
school  grounds  were  received  from  a 
Minneapolis  landscape  gardener,  but  the 
board  considered  the  price  charged  as 
altogether  too  high.  The  grounds  of  the 
old  High  school  building  were  ordered 
regraded.  It  was  decided  to  open  bids 
for  the  construction  of  the  Jefferson 
school  on  Aug.  6.  Directors  Pearson 
and  Paine  were  authorized  to  purchase  a 
piano  for  the  Central  High  school.

Night  Jailer  McEwen  was  assaulted  in 
the  lockup  last  evening  for  the  first  time 
in  the  six  years  that  he  has  been  jailer. 
He  was  showing  some  friends,  whom  he 
had  not  seen  for  twenty  years,  through 
the  jail,  when  a  prisoner  who  was  in  the 
corridor  asked  him  who  the  jailer  was. 
He  replied  that  the  honor  was  his  and 
thereupon  without  warning  the  fellow 
struck  him  across  the  nose  "just  for 
luck"  for  no  other  reason  could  be  as- 
cribed to  it.  It  was  a  pretty  severe  les- 
son and  "Mac"  has  a  pretty  hard  looking 
nose  now.

The  fire  depaitmenthave  been  making 
test  runs  for  the  past  two  or  three  nights 
and  have  done  some  great  work.  Tues- 
day evening  the  hose  cart  was  run  out 
of  house  No.  i  a  distance  of  about  300 
feet,  a  line  was  laid  and  water  was  going 
through  the  nozzle  in  one  minute  and  ten 
seconds  from  the  time  of  the  first  tap  of 
the  gong.  Last  night  the  hook  and  lad- 
der boys  were  given  a  test.  The  aerial 
trock  was  run  out,  the  ladder  raised  and 
a  man  was  on  the  top  of  it  in  two  min- 
utes and  ten  seconds  from  the  time  of 
the  sounding  of  the  gong.  The  tests  will 
be  continued  nightly  at  the  different  fire 
stations  throughout  the  city. 


Minnesota  Grades  Will  Apply  to  all 
Grain  at  Superior. 

The  millers  of  West  Superior  have  de- 
clared that  the  board  of  trade  inspection 
is  a  failure  at  their  place,  says  the  St. 
Paul  Dispatch,  and  yesterday  T.  S.  Es- 
terbrook,  one  of  the  leading  millers  of 
that  city,  appeared  before  the  board  of 
railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners 
and  asked  that  the  Minnesota  inspection 
be  renewed.  IJe  stated  that  the  board 
of  trade  inspection  was  absolutely  worth- 
less; that  they  could  do  nothing  with  it. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Esterbrook  the 
commission  consented  to  renew  the  Mm- 
nesotajnspection,  which  was  dropped 
about  four  months  ago  at  the  request  of 
a  West  Superior  board  of  trade.  This  is 
done  as  an  act  of  courtesy  and  to  accom- 
modate the  millers  and  farmers  who  ship 
their  wheat  to  that  point,  for,  of  course, 
the  Miunesota  inspectors  cannot  be  re- 
quired to  go  into  Wisconsin. 

Duluth  Boys  Cannot  Go. 
It  now  looks  as  if  the  Duluth  Boat  club 
would  not  be  able  to  send  representa- 
tives to  the  sixth  annual  regatta  of  the 
Minnesota  and  Winnipeg  Rowing  asso- 
ciation, to  be  held  at  Minnetonka  Aug.  5 
and  6.  A  junior  double,  consisting  of 
Dan  Mahoney  and  Ned  Smith,  were  to 
have  entered,  but  the  latter  declared  his 
inability  to  give  the  necessary  time  to 
training  and  consequently  they  dropped 
out  altogether.  Mr.  Kershaw  is  East 
and  will  not  be  able  to  enter  the  junior 
single,  as  was  originally  intended. 

Henry  W.  Sage  Prophesies. 
Henry  W.  Sage,  of  New  York,  who 
numbers  his  millions  by  about  twenty, 
has  been  in  the  city  several  days.  He 
comes  to  Duluth  for  a  few  days  nearly 
every  summer  and  is  now  on  his  way  to 
the  Yellowstone  park.  He  says  that  the 
time  is  coming,  although  it  may  be 
somewhat  distant,  when  there  will  be 
more  people  at  the  head  of  the  lakes 
than  there  is  in  Chicago,  He  doesn't 
expect  to  see  that  time  himself  but  says 
that  the  young  men  of  today  will. 

President  Morrison  Here. 
President  E.  N.  Morrison,  of  the  Du- 
luth &  Winnipeg  rail,  arrived  from  Bal- 
timore last  evening  accompanied  by  J. 
W.  Hoffman,  of  Philadelphia;  George  S. 
Morrison,  of  Chicago,  and  C.  B.  Evans, 
of  New  York.  President  Morrisen  will 
look  over  the  work  on  Allouez  bay  and 
then  take  a  trip  up  to  the  range.

London,  July  28.— A  recount  of  the 
votes  of  Greenock  gives  the  seat  to  the 
Liberal-Unionist  candidate,  Sir  Thomas 
Sutherland,  the  recount  showing  that 
Sutherland  received  2942  votes  and  that 
John  Bruce,  Liberal,  received  2887  votes.' 
After  the  election  on  July  4  Bruce  was 
declared  elected  by  3304  votes  to  2290 
votes  for  Sir  Thomas  Sutherland, 

The  Liberal-Unionists  therefore  re- 
tain this  seat,  which  was  supposed  to 
have  been  a  Liberal  gain,  and  the  sup- 
posed capture  of  which  caused  great  re- 
joicing among  the  Liberals  on  the 
threshold  of  the  election.  Sir  Thomas 
Sutherland  represented  Greenock  in  the 
late  parliament,  having  been  elected  in 
1886. 

It  is  stated  that  Joseph  Cowen,  pro- 
prietor of  the  Newcastle  Chronicle  and 
noted  for  his  independence  in  politics, 
has  agreed  to  oppose  Mr.  Morley,  should 
the  latter,  which  is  almost  certain,  be  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  Mr,  Gladstone's 
cabinet  and  offer  himself  for  re-election. 
Wken  Mr.  Cowen  was  a  candidate  with 
Mr.  Morley  in  1885  for  the  two  New- 
castle seats,  Mr.  Cowen  had  a  larger 
majority  than  Mr.  Morley,  Mr,  Cowen's 
vote  being  10,489  and  Mr,  Morley's 
10,129. 

Mr,  Cowen  did  not  offer  himslif  for 
re-election  when  the  split  arose  on  the 
home  rule  question,  and  his  party  ortho- 
doxy has  been  held  in  doubt  by  many. 
.Since  his  retirement  from  parliament  he 
has  written  extensively  for  his  own  news- 
paper and  for  other  political  literary 
publications.  The  statement  tbat  he 
will  oppose  Mr,  Morley  has  caused  a 
decided  sensation  among  the  parties.

Wichita,  Kans.,  July  28. — Consider- 
able comment  has  been  caused  through- 
out Oklahama  by  a  legal  opinion  ren- 
dered by  Judge  John  Dill  and  other 
frominent  lawyers  of  the  territory  that 
ndians  will  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
coming  elections.  They  say  the  law 
provides  that  Indians  taking  land  in 
severalty  have  liie  same  right  of  fran- 
chise as  any  citizen.  If  the  Indians  vote 
it  is  liable  to  make  quite  a  difference  in 
the  congressional  race.

Gentlemen : 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  again  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  great  benefit  that  weuld  accrue 
to  the  city  of  Duluth  in  opening  communica- 
tion between  the  city  proper  and  Minnesota 
Point.  This  question  has  boon  weU  aired  by  the 
board  of  public  works  as  well  as  by  your  honor- 
able body  and  needs  no  further  argument,  and 
we  again  take  the  liberty  to  bring  tho  question 
of  bridging  the  canal  to  your  attention  and  de- 
sire your  favorable  action  on  our  suggestion. 

We  think  that  tho  proper  place  to  build  a 
bridge  is  on  Lake  avenue,  across  the  canal,  and 
not  at  Fifth  avenue  west  as  proposed  by  the 
North  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  we 
doubt  very  much  whether  permission  could 
ever  bo  obtained  to  build  a  bridgo  which  will 
cut  our  beautiful  harbor  In  two  and  whenever 
constructed  wtmld  certainly  bo  a  far  greater  ob- 
struction to  navigation  than  a  bridgo  across 
the  canal.  A  bridgo  at  Lake  avenue  would  only 
have  to  be  open  twice  and  that  is  when  a  boat 
arrives  and  departs,  while  a  bridgo  from  Fifth 
avenue  west  would  almost  be  constantly  kept 
open,  as  beats  discharging  and  loading  on  the 
different  docks  would  have  to  pass 
tho  bridge         several  times         before 

leaving  the  harbor,  and  the  bridge 
in  consequence  wonld  be  of  but  very  little  use 
to  the  traveling  public  or  to  the  railroads. 

The  question  of  authority  of  bridging  the 
canal  by  tho  city  of  Dulutii  has  been  answered 
by  eminent  coun.sol  in  the  affirmalivo.

FA\ OKS  A  TUNNEL. 


General    Sooy-Suiitli,    the  Engfineer, 
Thinks  the  Canal  Shtmid  be 
Tunneled. 


With  Timber  Supports  it  Would  Cost 

$500,000  and  Would  be  More 

Satisfactory. 


A  Sketch   and  Estimate  of  the   Cost 
Will  be  Forwarded  Before  Mon- 
day's Meeting. 


General  Sooy-Smith,  the  Chicago  civil 
engineer  who  is  probably  one  of  ihemost 
noted  bridge  engineers  in  the  country, 
and  who  built  the  great  bridge  across 
the  Mississippi  river  at  St.  Louis,  is  to 
be  consulting  engineer  of  the  city  in  the 
matter  of  bridging  the  canal.  He  has 
already  been  retained.  It  was  he  who 
made  the  estimate  on  th6  cost  of  con- 
structing a  tunnel  and  at  that  time  went 

over  the  ground  thoroughly. 

Yesterday  his  son,  who  is  also  an  en- 
gineer and  works  with  his  father,  arrived 
in  the  city  and  with  the  board  of  public 
works  and  city  engineer  looked  the 
ground  over  thoroughly.  He  gave  it  as 
his  opinion  that  the  city  should  build  a 
timbered  tunnel.  This  could  be  done 
for  about  Ssoo.ooo,  he  said,  and  would  be 
more  satisfactory  than  a  bridge.  The 
cost  of  a  tunnel  with  steel  supports 
would  be  at  least  $1,200,000. 

Mr.  Sooy-Smith  returned  to  Chicago 
last  evening  and  will  immediately  for- 
ward a  sketch  and  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  such  a  tunnel  as  he  suggests.  It  will 
be  here  in  time  for  Monday's  council 
meeting.  He  has  all  the  data  which  was 
secured  at  the  previous  investigation  of 
the  tunnel  project  and  it  will  be  but  lit- 
tle work  to  make  an  estimate. 

The  board  of  public  works  has  not  ac- 
cepted his  idea  and  should  it  not  meet 
with  favor  he  will  get  up  plans  for  a 
bridge.

Washington,  July  29.— In  the  house 
today  Mr.  Wheeler,  of  Alabama,  re- 
newed bis  attack  on  Mr.  Watson,  of 
Georgia.  He  quoted  from  a  book  writ- 
ten by  Watson  charging  members  of  the 
house  with  drunkenness  on  the  floor. 
Mr.  Wheeler  denounced  the  statement 
as  untrue.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  ex- 
citement. Mr.  Burrows,  of  Michigan, 
called  Mr.  Wheeler  to  order  and  said 
business  could  not  be  interrup  ted  by  a 
political  harangue.  Mr.  Wheeler  took 
his  seat  after  being  called  to  order  sev- 
eral times. 

Mr.  Watson  then  rose  to  reply  and  ac- 
cused Mr.  Wheeler  of  falsely  charging 
him  of  trying  to  break  up  the  solid 
South  with  the  sub-treasury  bill 
Combs,  of  New  York,  called  Mr. 
son  to  order.  Mr.  Watson  said: 
gentleman  from  New  York  cannot 
doze  me."  He  attempted  to  proceed 
amid  interruptions.  Holding  his  book 
up  he  said:  "Every  word  in  it  is  true." 
(Hisses).  Mr.  Tracey,  of  New  York, 
called  Mr.  Watson  to  order  and  said  he 
had  reflected  on  the  members.  He  de- 
manded that  Mr.  Watson  take  his  seat. 
There  was  renewed  excitement.  Mr. 
Watson  took  his  seat. 

The  speaker  called  the  house  to  order 
and  said  hissing  must  cease.  Mr.  Wat- 
son's statement  as  to  the  truth  of  his 
book  was  read  from  the  stenographers 
notes,  also  the  statement  in  the  book 
that  members  had  been  drunk  while  de- 
bating. There  was  a  sensation  over  this 
language.  Mr.  Simpson,  of  Kansas, 
moved  that  Mr.  Watson  be  allowed  to 
explain  why  he  stood  by  the  allegations 
in  the  book.  Mr.  Watson  then  read  from 
his  book  to  the  effect  that  congress  had 
not  carried  out  its  promises  of  reform; 
also  the  paragraph  in  regard  to  drunk- 
enness on  the  floor. 

Mr.  McMillin  (Democrat),  of  Tennes- 
see, thought  that  the  gentleman  from 
Georgia  had  no  right  to  go  into  a  general 
discussion  on  the  failure  of  congress  to 
keep  its  pledges.  Mr.  Watson  retorted 
with  some  feeling  that  the  gentleman 
from  Tennessee,  a  quasi-leader  of  the 
house,  indicated  what  explanation  he 
wanted,  a  clear  cut,  fair  shaven  explana- 
tion. [Laughter.]  He  might  not  be  able 
to  explain  to  the  satisfaction  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Millin, but  he  believed  that  when  the 
explanation  was  made  the  house  would 
be  satisfied.  The  final  chapter  of  the 
book  was  a  summing  up  of  the  abuses 
of  the  day.  Every  line,  he  said,  was  a 
distinct  point  in  the  indictment 
and  he  had  a  right  to  read  the 
entire  paragraph  as  explaining  the  lan- 
guage objected  to.  The  indictment 
should  stand  as  it  had  been  written. 
There  was  nothing  in  it,  there  was  not  a 
charge  in  the  book  which  had  been 
made  by  the  gentleman  from  Indiana 
(Mr.  Holman)  respecting  the  failure  of 
congress  to  keep  its  pledges.  The  mem- 
bers had  been  in  a  state  of  intoxication 
and  every  member  knew  it.  The  coun 
try  knew  it,  through  the  representatives 
of  the  press.  Because  he  had  made  the 
charge,  this  Democratic  house  wanted 
to  make  him  a  scape-goat.    (Hisses.) 

The  speaker  here  interrupted  the  gen- 
tleman from  Georgia  and  said  he  had 
been  accorded  the  floor  not  as  a  matter 
of  right  but  as  a  matter  of  grace. 

Mr.  W^atson  testily  retorted:  "I  don't 
want  anything  from  this  house  as  a  mat- 
ter of  grace.  [Applause  on  the  Repub- 
lican side.]  I  will  appeal  from  any  de- 
cision it  may  make  to  the  fair  sense  of 
justice  which  abides  in  the  hearts  of  the 
American  people.  I  scorn  your  cour- 
tesies and  graces.  You  will  hear  me  in 
my  own  right." 

The  house  was  now  in  a  complete  up- 
roar and  hisses  were  heard  from  all 
sides.  The  speaker  said  that  if  the  gen- 
tleman from  Georgia  did  not  proceed  in 
order  he  would  call  upon  the  sergeant- 
at-arms  to  compel  him  to  do  so.  The 
gentleman  was  permitted  to  explain  his 
remarks  by  a  vote  of  the  house,  and  he 
must  respect  the  rights  of  this  body. 

Mr.  Watson  then  proceeded  to  read 
from  his  book  but  was  again  inter- 
rupted by  Mr.  McMillin,  who  said  that 
Mr.  Watson  must  confine  himself  to  the 
question  involving  the  charge  of  drunk- 
enness which  was  a  flagrant  violation  of 
all  the  obligations  of  a  member,  a 
scandal  upon  the  house  of  the  gravest 
eharacter. 

Mr.  Watson  said  that  undoubtedly  the 
charge  hurt  some  members,  because  it 
was  true.  They  had  planted  the  tree; 
why  wonder  at  its  fruits  ?  This  house 
could  do  what  it  liked  about  the  para- 
graph and  could  deal  with  him  (Wat- 
son) as  it  pleased.  He  defied  a  con- 
tradiction of  the  charges. 

This  concluded  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
Watson  so  far  as  they  related  to  the 
charge  of  drunkenness  on  the  floor. 
The  speaker  then  stated  the  question  to 
be  whether  the  gentleman  from  Georgia 
would  be  allowed  to  reply  to  Mr. 
Wheeler.  The  question  was  put  to  the 
house  which  refused  the  permission.  Mr. 
Watson  took  his  seat  and  the  matter 
was  dropped. 

After  the  transaction  of  some  routine 
business  Mr.  Boatner,  of  Louisiana,  of- 
fered a  resolution  citing  the  languagre 
regarding  drunkenness  quoted  from  Mr. 
Watson's  book  and  reiterated  on  the 
floor,  and  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  five    members    to    in-

vestigate  whether  the  charges  made  by 
Mr.  Watson  are  true  or  not,  and  if  the 
privileges  of  the  house  have  been  vio- 
lated.    The  resolution  was  adopted. 

No  Adjournment  Yet. 
Washington,  July  -.19.— Senator  Alli- 
son of  the  committee  on  appropriations, 
to  which  was  referred  the  house  reso- 
lutions naming  tomorrow  as  the  day 
tor  final  a  djoumnnmt  of  congress 
said  today  that  the  committee  would  not 
act  on  the  resolution  until  the  sundry 
civil  bill  was  disposed  of. 

WARNED  TO  QUIT  WORK. 

Strikers  "Who  Returned  to  the  Carnegie 
Mills  Are  Threatened. 

Pittsburg.  July  1q.— Of  the  total 
number  of  Homestead  strikers  who  have 
returned  to  work  in  th-t  mill,  about  120, 
it  is  said  every  man  has  received  ter- 
rible warnings  of  dire  punishment  if  he 
does  not  quit  work  at  once.  The  men, 
on  going  home,  have  found  sandbags 
tied  to  their  doors  every  morning  for  a 
week  past,  and  requests  and  warnings 
have  been  hung  on  the  front  door  knobs. 

The^f  have  received  letters  through 
the  mails  which  contain  bloodthirsty 
threats  of  punishment  for  deserting  the 
ranks  of  the  strikers.  In  addition  to  this, 
committees  of  the  strikers  have  ap- 
proached each  man  and  personally 
warned  him  of  his  peril  in  remaining  at 
work.  These  threats  have  been  re- 
porfied  to  the  Carnegie  officials  who  have 
promised  protection  inside  and  outside 
the  works. 


Frick  AlmoiJt  Well. 
Pittsburg,  Julv  29.— A  bulletin  issued 
by  Surgeon  Litchfield  at  9  o'clock  this 
morning  says:  "Mr.  Frick  passed  a 
comfortable  night  and  is  resting  easy," 
but  Mr.  Frick  is  doing  more  than  that. 
He  is  new  almost  well.  His  wounds  are 
nearly  healed,  and  thei-e  is  no  trace  of 
inflammation  nor  has  suppuration  been 
noticed.  He  eats  heartily,  reads  voraci- 
ously and  sits  propped  up  in  bed.  Daily 
the  heads  of  departmeiits  report  to  him, 
and  practically  the  wounded  chairman 
directs  the  conduct  «f  the  enormous  Car- 
negie business. 


SICKENIKG  BULL  FIGHT. 

Two  Men  Gored  to  Death  at  a  Mexican 
Bull  Fi^ht. 

San  Luis  Potoisi,  Mex.,  July  29.— A 
sickening  accident  occarred  Wednesday 
night  at  a  bull  fight  witnessed  by  elec- 
tric light  in  the  new  ring  near  the  limits  of 
the  city.  There  were  iailly  5000  people 
present,  among  them  being  a  number  of 
American  ladies  and  gentlemen  tourists. 
The  matador,  Albert  O.  Limertura,  was 
in  the  act  of  giving  the  third  bull  a  fatal 
thrust  with  his  short  sword,  when  he 
slipped  and  foil. 

The  frenzied  bull  had  him  on  his 
horns  in  a  moment  and  was  goring  him 
ferociously,  when  three  of  the  banderil- 
los  rujhed  to  the  rescue.  Suddenly  he 
charMi  upon  one  of  the  banderilleros, 
overtook  him,  and^^ught  him  upon'  the 
sharp  poiats  of  his  "horns,  which  pene- 
trated entirely  through  the  man's  body. 

The  crowd  was  wild  with  excitement, 
the  Mexicans  cheering  the  bull  for  his 
grand  fig:hting  cfuaiities,  and  when  the 
bugle  sounded  the  call  for  the  lassadores 
to  come  in  and  throw  the  mad  animal  to 
be  killed,  the  spectators  protested  vehe- 
mently against  such  action.  The  dead 
body  of  the  banderillero  remained  on  the 
bull's  horns  until  the   animal  was  killed. 

The  matador  died  while  being  re- 
moved from  the  ring.  The  performance 
was  then  stopped  by  the  police  au- 
thorities. 

TO  TEST  ITS  VALIDITY. 


The  New  Wisconsin  Apportionment 
to  Be  Attacked 

Mddison,  Wis.,  July  29.— Col.  George 
W.  Bird  and  ex-Attorney  General  C.  E. 
Estabrooke  returned  yesterday  from 
Chicago  where  they  have  been  in  con- 
sultation with  Senator  Spooner.  Col. 
Bird  stated  last  night  it  has  been 
definitely  derided  to  test  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  retent  Democratic  ap- 
portionment of  the"  State,  and  that  the 
papers  will  be  served  on  the  attorney 
general  tomorrow. 

The  papers  will  be  simply  in  the  form 
of  a  petition  from  a  private  citizen  ask- 
ing the  attorney  general  to  institute  ac- 
tion. Ii  the  attorney  general  refuses, 
action  will  be  commenced  in  the  name 
of  the  citizen  himself.  That  this  can  be 
done,  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court 
in  the  recent  gerrymander  cases  has 
definitely  decided. 

It  is  probable  that  another  action  will 
be  brought  later  to  ha^e  the  seats  of  the 
hold-over  senators  declared  vacant. 


THE  HEAT  STILL  INTENSE. 


Ninety-nine  in  the  Shade  in  New  York 
and  Many  E>eaths. 

New  York,  July  29. — The  excessive 
heat  continues.  At  10  o'clock  the  mer- 
cury was  99.  There  have  been  forty-two 
deaths  from  the  heat  in  a  few  hours. 

Philadelphia,  July  29.— Ninety-six 
degrees  was  the  mercury's  mark  in  the 
shade  at  noon  today.  The  humidit>  was 
57.  Thirteen  deaths  from  the  heat  were 
reported  to  the  coron<»r  this  morning, 
the  prostrations  were  about  fifty. 

Cincinnati,  July  2c>— The  mercury 
today  has  dropped  tliree  points  from 
Thursday's  record,  and  the  indications 
are  tor  a  still  further  docline  by  tomor- 
row. At  6  o'clock  this  morning  the  tem- 
perature was  75,  and  by  10  o'clock  it 
marked  83.^.  These  figures  are  given 
by  the  signal  observer  and  will  make  it 
88  degrees  on  the  street  at  the  last 
named  hour.  About  fifteen  cases  of 
prostration  from  heat  were  reported 
yesterday  with  one  death. 

Anti-Option  Bill  Dead. 

Washington,  July  29.— Senator  Wash- 
burn finally  gives  it  up.  He  said  to  a  re- 
porter yesterday  that  he  had  no  hopes 
now  of  getting  a  vote  on  his  option  bill 
before  adjournment.  He  said  that  the 
anti-option  people  in  b()th  houses  might 
be  able  to  prevent  adjournment.  They 
certainly  could  in  the  senate,  but  such 
action  would  be  uselesis,  for  the  reason 
that  the  bHl  could  not  pass  because  of 
the  lapk  o'^  sufficient  members  to  make  a 
quorum.  Many  n^embers  of  both  houses 
are  leaving  the  city  tod;ly.

Whep  they  h.*tti  fallen  about  CttO  xards  that 
jBft  of  the  globe  which  was  not  torn 
flKo^t  on  the  rigging  in  such  a  way  as  to 
tmm  a  parachute  and  their  descent  was 
•omparatively  easy  for  a  few  seconds,  and 
«ben  the  final  drop  came  the  netting 
«iagbt  on  a  tall  house,  and  so  r  -  last  few 
«w1j»  of  their  fall  was  slightly  br..  :eii. 

The  occupants  of  the  car,  M.  Cot: in  and 
H-  Perron,  the  aeronaut,  observed  at  the 
4ftaft  that  the  tflobe  was  acting  strangely.

Tfei,  "that  It  foresaw  some  adventure."  It 
was  a  Montgolfier— that  is,  inflated  with 
Wtair.  if.

«t  the  right  instant.  Both  men  declare 
■tfiat  a  feeling  of  perfect  quiet,  almost  joy- 
ims,  pervaded  them.  M.  Cottin  adds  that 
mail  delightful  recollections  of  his  youth 
Jilleil  his  mind.  For  perhaps  half  a  minute 
■tfoey  swnng  thus,  then  darted  downward, 
fcit  a  ahcick  and  sank  into  oblivion.

aamerable  other  crimfes.  Anxious  to  end 
&is  days  in  peace,  Bellacoscia  has  now 
ionnally  surrendered  to  the  law,  cunning 
•nough  to  know  that  the  sentences  of  death 
lave  lapsed  through  time.

«nly  be  tried  for  his  last  minor  offense  o'

President  Grant  sent  him  to  Mexico,  Pres- 
ident Hayes  appointed  him  to  Russia  and 
President  Arthur  gave  him  the  Spanish 
mi.ssion.

Vaiiderbilt's  10,00()  acre  estate  in  North 
Carolina,  is  not  very  pretty.  iMt  it  was  not 
chosen  so  mucli  for  its  eupliny  as  fcnr  its 
significance.  It  is  the  lrt«t  s  .  liable  of  the 
owner's  name  joined  to  the  i.iaiden  name 
of  his  mother. 

General  Butler's  corpuleri'  e,  added  to 
the  weakness  of  bis  ankles,  makes  him 
walk  with  a  rather  uiicertaiii  gait,  which 
to  a  stranger  seems  due  to  the  feeblentjss 
of  aj.;e.  It  is  not,  however,  for  evtri  wh^le 
in  active  .service  duriny;  the  war  he  was 
hampered  by  this  dif?ictilty. 

Thoina.s  L.  ('ling!:ian.  of  No-  th  Carolina, 
a  .stniator  l>efore  the  civil  v.-.r.- ai/I  a  Con- 
fe<lerate  gentral  ia  that  .stri!f4;g;. .  is  still 
living  at  the  age  of  eighty  years,  although 
one  would  scarcely  suspect  that  he  was  an 
octogenarian.  His  home  has  been  in  Bun 
eomlje  county  for  over  a  half  century. 

Adlai  E.  Stevenson,  a  cousin  german  of 
the  Democratic  vice  presidential  candi- 
date, is  a  distinguished  scientist  and  land 
owner  of  North  Carolina.  He  is  a  gentle- 
man of  singularly  modest  bearing,  with 
long  silver  hair  falling  to  his  shoulders 
and  a  face  of  sweet  gentleness  and  dignity. 

Dr.  James  Richard  Cooke,  who  has  just 
graduated  from  the  Boston  university  as  a 
phy.siciau,  is  a  |lind  man,  but  has  a  record 
of  96  i)er  cent,  in  his  three  years'  study, 
and  on  his  final  examination  obtained  98 
per  cent,  in  anatomy.

A  man  of  science  in  Germany  maintains 
that  it  is  from  meteors  that  all  our  dia- 
monds come.

She  induced  her 
husband  to  go  to 
Ireland,  and  to- 
gether they  made 
a  study  of  the 
v..  poorer  districts  in 
the  northwest. 
She  oi-ganize<l  cot- 
t  a  g  e  Industries 
and  societies  for 
MRS.  IIARTR.  distributing  work 

of  which  she  saj's  in  a  recent  interview: 
*'They  are  in  fact  organized  industries, 
planned  on  an  immense  and  elaborate  scale 
by  the  great  siiirt,  under  linen,  handker- 
chief and  embroidery  firms  of  the  north  of 
Ireland.  I  know  for  a  fact  that  one  house 
gave  out  no  less  than  a  million  dozen 
pocket  handkerchiefs  to  be  made  by  hand 
in  a  year,  and  mainly  for  the  American 
market.  This  industry,  however,  has  been 
nearly  desti-oyed  by  the  McKinley  tariff, 
to  the  great  dismay  and  disti-ess  of  the 
Donegal  peasant  women,  for  these  indus- 
tries are  the  sole  support  of  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  families  in  Ireland.  I  hope 
that  our  village  will  bring  home  to  the 
American  citizens  some  realization  of  how 
prosperity  can  be  brought  to  oppressed 
Irish  homes  by  their  purchasing  Irish 
gootls. 

"In  the  plan  I  have  submitted  to  the 
Chitago  executive  I  have  suggested  an 
irregular  street  of  seven  cottages.  At  the 
top,  ftK-ing  '^he  pathway,  will  be  the  beau- 
tiful niiiis  «if  Donegal  castle,  and  behind 
the  orfel  windows  of  the  banqueting  hall 
there  will  be  a  room  for  sales,  exhibitions, 
et/c.  To  the  right  of  the  castle  .will  be 
f^iund  a  model  dairy,  where  iced  milk  from 
the  famous  Kerry  cows  can  be  enjoyed  on 
lot  summer  days.  An  old  mimic  cross 
md  well  will  give  picturesqueness  and  in- 
ftereot  to  the  street.  In  each  cottage  will 
l)e  shown  an  industry  carried  on  with  the 
[same  simple  appliances  and  by  the  very 
same  people  that  one  would  see  in  such 
cottages  in  Ireland.  Spinning  and  dyeing 
from  bog  plants  and  the  weaving  of  the 
hand  and  heart  homespuns  of  the  Donegal 
industrial  fund  will  be  special  features.  I 
expect  to  show  the  actual  process  of  vege- 
table dyeing  which  I  taught  the  peasants." 
It  is  not.  necessary  to  add  that  this  will 
be  a  singtilarly  attractive  feature  of  the 
\  exposition. 

NAVIGATION     OF    THE    AIR. 

^Tbe    Germans    Declare  Tlwy   Have    Made 
It  a  3uccet>»«. 

When  the  Swiss  government  last  year 
granted  permission  for  the  great  Breslau 
linn  of  Kloinstorff  to  conduct  aeronautic 
exp  -riinents  among  the  Swiss  mountains 
very  iirrte  was  thought  of  it.  A  few  days 
a_-o.  however,  the  Russian  frontier  videttes 
T  itaraphed  in  alarm  to  the  czar  that  air- 
-iiiiis  la<l  .sailed  over  the  line  from  Ger- 
riiany,  nnd  now  the  KleinstorfTs  declare 
they  li.t.-e  done  it. 

The  Pnv^sian  government  ofTered  1,000,- 
000  mi*i-ks  for  an  invention  imitating  the 
flight  of  birds,  and  the  exi)erim enters  went 
to  Switzerland  to  keep  clear  of  spies.  Herr 
von  Prigaldsky  is  the  inventor  and  con 
d':'  •!  the  tests.  Hp  and  the  Prnssian  of- 
fii  1  :  ^  selected  for  a  locality  the  two  peaks 
of  the  X«pf  and  Santis,  in  li'e  compara- 
tively little  visited  region  near  St.  Gallen. 
of  which  Schaffel  has  sung  in  his  romance 
of  the  monk  Eckehard.  On  Sept.  £8  the 
apparatus  was  taken  up  the  mountain" 
side,  bridgelike  structures  of  wood  were 
erected  on  either  peak  and  a  connection  by 
wires  was  established.  The  exjjeriments 
began  on  Oct.  2,  a  windless  day,  when  the 
country  below  was  hidden  in  fog.  They 
were  viewed  by  Herr  von  Prigaldsky,  the 
two  officers  of  the  aeronautic  corps  of  the 
Prussian  army  and  by  two  civil  engineers 
of  the  Swiss  government. 

The  first  flight  from  one  peak  to  the 
other  took  an  hour  and  eighteen  minutes. 
In  the  beginning  the  aeronaut  had  some 
trouble  in  making  the  ship  rise,  but  after 
he  had  succeeded  in  this  he  was  able  to 
continue  his  way  with  great  rapidity.  On 
the  following  days  the  time  of  the  flight 
was  considerably  reduced,  so  that  in  the» 
end  they  could  cover  the  distance  between 
the  two  mountains  in  almost  as  short  a 
time  as  a  carrier  pigeon.  All  in  all,  froni 
Oct.  2  to  14,  the  flight  was  performed 
eighteen  times,  until  one  of  the  propellers 
got  out  of  order  and  certain  repairs  became 
necessary,  which  had  to  be  done  at  the 
works  in  Breslau.  How  to  make  a  prop^- 
ler  which  is  sufficiently  powerful  without 
going  above  a  certain  weight  still  re- 
mained a  problem,  it  seems,  when  the  ex- 
periments were  discontinued. 

Such  are  the  salient  facts  as  given  in  re- 
ports from  Switzerland  and  Germany,  and 
it  is  added  that  other  airships  have  been 
started,  so  the  Russian  videttes  may  in 
fact  have  seen  some.

The  careful  driver,  who  properly  value* 
his  horse's  feet,  always  uses  the  dirt  road 
in  summer  time  in  preference  to  the  hard 
turnpike. 

We  should  drive  our  steppers  at  ont 
gait,  even**  though  they  show  apparent 
speed  at  two  gaits.  Get  to  the  limit  of  ont 
before  we  try  the  other. 

In  the  breeding  industry  we  should  not 
only  look  ahead,  but  particularly  go  ahead. 
Seeing  is  not  acting.  Reward  is  attached 
to  our  actions,  not  to  what  we  have  seen. 

Gentleness  of  disposition  beautifies  th« 
life  of  the  speedy  ones  of  the  equine  family, 
just  as  amiability  of  disposition  is  an  un 
tiring  preserver  of  beauty  among  the  hu 
man  family. 

Ordinary  common  speed  is  not  enough 
nowadays;  we  must  aim  at  low  speed. 
Every  one  seems  to  own  speed,  few  owe 
phenomenons.  We  should  strive  for  tht 
world  beater. 

Every  day's  expenditure  of  time  and  la 
bor  on  our  horses  while  working  them  is  n 
cost.  Every  speedy  mile  they  go  or  everj 
second  knocked  from  off  their  record  is  a 
grand  compensation  for  services  rendered 

Your  horse  may  have  the  speed  of  at 
electric  current,  but  we  lose  sight  of  all 
this  if  he  has  any  Vicious  habits.  Much  a.' 
we  love  a  good  looking  and  speedy  horst 
we  love  the  perfection  of  our  own  anatomj 
more. 

We  should  destroy  every  vicious  habit 
we  see  bobbing  up  in  our  colts.  Do  not 
wait  till  they  grow  older.  Defects  lost 
nothing  with  age,  but  entwine,  theii 
branches  into  the  very  lives  of  those  pos 
sessing  them. 

If  the  owner  of  a  horse  has  not  senst 
enough  to  retire  a  defective  animal  from 
service,  then  the  general  public  to  whom 
his  services  are  to  be  marketed  should 
deny  him  their  patronage.

GOOD  ROADS. 
Among  the  very  foremost  agitators  for 
the  building  of  better  country  roads  is 
ex-Governor  James  A.  Beaver,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, who   made   this  the  subject  of 
an  executive  message  durmg  his  term  of 
office.    Governor  Beaver  has  written  for 
the  August  number  oi  the  Forum  an  ex- 
planation why  most  communities  find   it 
so    difficult    to   get  good    roads.      The 
school    tax,  he  says,  we  have  becorfe 
accustomed  to;    so  we  have  become  ac- 
customed  to  be  taxed  tor  charitable  in- 
stitutions and  for  the  relief  of  the  poor; 
but  in  most  states  the  habit  of   genera- 
tions, so  far  as  concerns  the  improve- 
ment of   roads,  has  been  the  ineffective 
system  of  "working  the   roads,"  so  that 
most   men    have   not   only  had  it  firmly 
fixed  in  their  minds  that  roads  are  not 
proper  subjects  for  direct  taxation,  but 
that  the  highways  might  be  made  by  a 
small  contribution  of  personal  labor. 

It  is  this  long  and  deep-rooted  habit 
and  unwillingness  to  pay  a  direct  suffi- 
cient road  tax  that  is  the  primary  cause 
of  our  national  disgrace  in  having  so 
few  good  highways;  and  the  remedy  lies 
in  siich  an  agitation  as  is  happily  now 
going  on  in  most  states  for  a  keener 
public  appreciation  of  the  direct  com- 
mercial benefits  of  well-built  roads.  . 


DISASTR01I8  BLAZE. 

One-Third  of  a  California  ViUatro  De- 
stroyed by  Fire. 

SissoN,  Cal.,  July  29.— For  two  hours 
yesterday  afternoon  fire  raged  in  this 
town,  which  lies  at  the  foot  of  Mount 
Shasta.  Sisson  is  a  lumberinj^r  town 
with  one  main  street  lined  by  cheap 
wooden  buildings,  which  melted  under 
the  Humes  like  hauses  of  cards. 

One  building  was  blown  up  by  dyna- 
mite and  this  checked  the  flames,  other- 
wise the  town  would  have  been  de- 
stroyed. As  it  was,  one-third  of  the  vil- 
lage, including  the  principal  business 
houses  and  a  dozen  or  more  dwellings, 
was  burned,  entailing  a  loss  of  $75,000.

The  Michiean  Decision  Insures  An- 
other Republican  Senator. 
Dktroit,  Mfch.,  July  2q.— The  effect 
of  the  decision  declaring  the  apportion- 
ment law  unconstitutional  will  in  any 
event  be  to  make  it  practically  certain 
that  the  Republicans  will  elect  the  next 
United  States  senator.  Although  the 
governor  may  call  an  extra  session  of 
the  legislature  and  a  new  reapportion- 
ment bill  be  passed,  the  Democrats  have 
lost  enough  members  of  the  senate  by 
death  and  resignation  to  throw  that  body 
into  the  hands  of  the  Republicans.

Preliminary    Preparations  are  Made 

for    the    Observance     of 

Labor  Day. 


As  a  result  ol  last  evening's  meeting 
of  the  Trades  and  Labor  assemblv,  a 
mass  meeting  of  laborers  will  be  held 
next  Monday  to  extend  sympathy  to  the 
Homestead  strikers  and  condemn  the 
arbitrary  position  assumed  by  the  Car- 
negie company. 

\  The    matter  was    brought  before    the 
iTneetiag  by  a  communication  which  Dis- 
/  trict  Organizer    Emil    Appelhagen  had 
received  from    the  advisory    committee 
(at  Homestead  asking  aid  for  the  widows 
/and  orphans  of   the  workmen  who  were 
r  killed    by    the    Pmkertons.   "the    hired 
thugs  and   assassins  of  the  many  times 
millionaire  Carnegie,"  as  it  is  put.  Presi- 
dent McDowell  took  the  floor  after  the 
reading  of  the  communication  and  urged 
immediate  action    that  it  would  be  late 
enough  as  it  -vas.     He   suggested  that  a 
mass  meeting  be  called  and  in  this   was 
supported  by  A.  C.    Beaver  who  moved 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  make 
arrangements.    This    was  carried    and 
Messrs.    Beaver,    McChesney,    Gleason 
and  McDowell  were  appointed. 

The  celebration  of  Labor  day  was  the 
next  subject  of  discussion  and  there  was 
a  general  feeling  that  this  year's  cele- 
bration should  be  attempted  on  a 
grander  scale  than  ever  before.  As  a 
committee  on  arrangements,  the  appoint- 
ment of  which  was  provided  for  by  a 
motion,  Delegates  Merritt,  of  the  Typo- 
graphical union,  Gleason  of  the  plumb- 
ers, Stein  of  the  cigarmakers,  Mason  of 
the  clerks,  McChesney  of  the  coopers, 
and  Hancock  of  the  butchers,  were 
named  by  the  president.  All  the  unions 
in  the  city  are  to  be  invited,  whether 
they  are  represented  in  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Assembly  or  not,  and  Delegates 
Gleason,  McChesney  and  Morrison  were 
named  to  extend  the  invitations. 

A.  C.  Beaver  was  elected  correspond- 
mg  secretary  and  the  credentials  from 
Charles  Leytze  of  the  Bakers  union,  and 
C  H.  Merritt  of  the  Typographical  union 
were  received.

Childs  Rewarded  With  the  Nomina- 
tion  for   Attorney  General- 
Same  Judg-es  Named. 


St.  Paul,  July  2g.— Hon.  Knute  Nel- 
son was  nominated  for  governor  by  the 
Republican  convention  yesterday  after- 
noon. Both  Lieutenant-Governor  Ives 
and  ex-Governor  McGill  had  withdrawn 
and  Nelson  had  a  walkover.  The  con- 
vention was  late  in  assembling  for  the 
afternoon  session,  the  committees  on 
resolutions  and  credentials  not  being 
ready  to  report.  In  the  interim  addresses 

were  made  by  W.  H.  Eustis,  John  Day 
Smith,  Professor  McCleary,  R.  G.  Evans 
and  others.  Eustis  closed  his  speech  by 
presenting  a  resolution  eulogizing  James 
G.  Blaine,  sympathizing  with  him  in  his 
recent  affliction  and  expressing  a  hope 
that  he  may  ;^ain  be  called  into  service. 
The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote. 

The  committee  on  credentials  reported 
in  favor  of  admitting  both  contesting 
delegations  from  Aitkin  county,  giving 
each  delegate  half  a  vote.  The  so-called 
regular  delegation  got  huffed  and  with- 
drew. Senator  Tawney,  of  Winona, 
presented  the  following,  which  was  un- 
animously adopted:  "Resolved,  That 
this  convention  hereby  presents  the  name 
of  Senator  Cushman  K.  Davis  as  the 
chosen  nominee  and  candidate  of  the 
Republicans  of  the  state  of  Minnesota 
for  re-election  to  the  United  States 
senate  by  the  legislature  of  i8g3."  The 
temporary  organization  having  been 
made  permanent.  Senator  Tawney  briefly 
presented  the  name  of  Hon.  Knute  Nel- 
son, of  Alexandria,  for  governor.  Frank 
F.  Davis,  of  Minneapolis,  followed  with 
an  indorsing  speech,  in  which  he  dwelt 
at  length  upon  the  principles  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  closing  as  follows: 

"Today  these  cardinal  principles  of  our 
creed  seek  in  this  convention  a  leader  in 
the  state  of  Minnesota.  He  whom  we 
present  possesses  every  qualification  de- 
manded. What  is  his  blood?  That  of 
the  Vikings.  The  stalwart  sons  of  the 
North  who  sailed  their  boats  up  the 
Seine  and  gave  to  the  fairest  province  of 
France  their  name  are  his  racial  ances- 
tors. The  men  who  in  the  early  days  of 
Saxon  England  smote  Anglo  and  Saxon 
and  olaced  a  royal  diadem  upon  the  head 
of  a  sea  rover.  The  men  who  created 
the  iron  dukes  of  Normandy  who  in 
after  centuries  on  Hastings  bloody  field 
made  a  new  race  and  a  new  line  of 
kings  for  a  new  England.  He  is  of  the 
race  that  in  this  latter  day  has  made  the 
prairies  of  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas 
blossom  into  harvest  fields.  The  race 
which  has  penetrated  the  vast  and  un- 
broken forests  of  pine  upon  our  Noith 
and  our  mineral  belts,  making  them  un- 
limited resources  of  wealth  and  business 
importance.  It  is  a  sturdy  race  and  by 
the  arts  of  peace  is  making  today  a 
greater  nation  than  ever  sprung  from  its 
contests  of  arms  in  the  centuries  of  the 
past. 

"Born  on  foreign  soil,  it  is  still  his  proud 
record  that  he  has  so  far  eliminated 
foreign  thought,  foreign  custom  and  for- 
eign prejudices  from  his  nature,  has  be- 
come so  thoroughly  American  that  the 
great  American  party  of  a  great  state  is 
demanding  by  acclamation  his  nomina- 
tion in  this  convention.  His  cnaracter 
is  molded  by  principle.  Even  in  the 
face  of  party  dictation  he  has  ever  dared 
to  assert  his  individual  preference  and 
choice.  I  should  be  the  last  man  to  con- 
demn him  for  his  vote  upon  the  Mills 
bill,  although  I  am  an  ardent  advocate 
in  all  its  breadth  of  the  doctrine  of  pro- 
tection. I  recognize  in  that  single  act 
of  legislative  conduct,  not  one  of  dis- 
loyalty to  principle  or  party,  but  of  the 
paramount  supremacy  of  personal  con- 
viction. I  have  heard  it  said  that  for 
this  act  he  is  not  a  Republican.  I  say  in 
the  presence  of  this  convention  that  for 
this  act  of  personal  grandeur  he  has 
splendidly  exemplified  his  Republican- 
ism, in  that  principle  has  guided  him 
rather  than  party  dictation.  For  the 
man  who  honestly  differs  from  us  on 
principle  I  have  the  higJigst  regard.  We 
cannot  all  believe  and  act  alike,  even  in 
adhering  to  one  party  or    to  one  church. 

'Heresy  is  but  an  indication  of  breadth 
and  advancement  of  thought  and  the  su- 
preme spirit  of  toleration,  which  is  the 
guiding  spirit  of  the  Republican  party, 
xorbids  us  to  condemn  a  man  for  a  single 
act  susceptible  of  criticism,  but  incapa- 
ble of  the  charge  of  dishonesty.  He  has 
fought  the  battles  of  Republicanism  in 
this  state;  his  voice  has  been  heard  upon 
the  stump,  his  strong  personality  has 
been  injected  into  our  political  contests. 
He  has  faced  the  fire  of  battle  when  op- 
position seemed  overpowering  and 
through  all  dangers  and  uncertainties 
has  lifted  and  carried  the  banner  of  tri- 
umph. No  spot  is  upon  his  character, 
no  stain  lies  upon  his  political  career, 
his  hands  are  brown  with  toil,  as  his 
heart  is  seasoned  with  love  for  the 
common  masses  and  a  devotion  to  his 
party  principle.  He  has  been  no  seeker 
for  this  office.  Day  by  day  as  county 
conventions  have  named  their  delegates 
to  this  state  representative  assembly  you 
have  observed  how  without  effort  the 
spontaneity  of  Republican  sentiment 
has  centered  upon  him  and  determined 
that  he  alone  was  the  fittest  standard 
bearer  in  the  fight  that  is  before  us.  In 
his  quiet  home  by  the  lakes  of  Alexan- 
dria he  has  \waited  until  the  people

Frank  Nye,  of  Hennepin,  nominated 
David  M,  Clough.  of  Minneapolis,  for 
lieut-tjovernor.  No  other  name  was  pre- 
sented, and  Mr.  Clough  was  nominated 
by  acclamation.  Then  came  a  spirited 
contest  for  secretary  of  state.  Warren 
T.  Ives,  of  McLeod  countv;  H.  E.  Gib- 
bon, of  LeSueur  county;  George  P. 
Johnstone,  of  Watonwan  county;  Joseph 
E.  Osborne,  of  Hennepin;  Albert  Berg, 
of  Chisago;  W.  D.  Joubert,  of  Meeker, 
and  f .  P.  Brown,  of  Blue  Earth,  were 
nominated.  The  first  ballot  resulted: 
Brown,  32g;  Berg,  100;  Ives,  205;  Gibbon, 
11;  Johnstone,  20;  Osborne,  25;  Joubert, 
25;  total  705^.  Necessarv  for  choice, 
353.  On  the  second  ballot  Brown  re- 
ceived sg;^;  Berg,  72;  Ives,  222:  Gib- 
bon, 14;  Johnstone,  7.  The  nomination 
of  Brown  was  made  unanimous  and  a  re- 
cess was  taken  till  8:30  p.  m. 

It  was  g:3o  p.  m.  when  the  convention 
reassembled.  A  resolution  was  passed 
by  which  the  chairman  was  empowered 
to  appoint  the  state  central  committee 
after  consultation  with  the  candidates. 
The  nomination  for  state  treasurer  then 
began.  Theodore  Sanders,  of  Ramsey; 
Joseph  Bobleter,  of  Brown;  Albert 
Schcffer,  of  Ramsey,  and  Julius  Acker- 
man,  of  Carver,  v/e're  named,  and  Col. 
Bobleter  was  nominated  on  the  first  bal- 
lot. Next  came  tht  contest  for  attorney 
general,  and  D.  W.  Bruckhart,  of  Stearns 
county;  Frank  M.  Wilson,  Goodhue; 
Henry  W.  Childs,  Ramsey;  Nathan 
Kingsley,  Mower;  William  Hodgsoh, 
Dakota,  and  Willis  F.  Sawyer,  of  Steele, 
were  placed  in  nomination.'  Childs  was 
nominated  on  the  second  ballot  and  the 
noniination  was  made  unanimous.  For 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  a  motion 
was  made  that  Judges  Dickinson.Vander- 
ber^  and  Mitchell  be  renominated  by 
acclamation,  Judge  Mitchell  being  the 
Democratic  member  of  the  court.  After 
some  warm  discu.Hsion  the  roll  call  com- 
menced on  the  motion  and  it  was  carried 
by  a  vote  of  437  to  82 K,  and  after  mak- 
ing it  unanimouH  the  convention  ad- 
journed at  1 :35  a,  m.  sine  die. 

The  platform,  which  was  adopted  be- 
fore the  nomination  of  state  officers 
be^^an,  indorses  the  Minneapolis  plat- 
form and  President  Harrison,  and  says: 
From  its  very  infancy  and  upwards  of  a 
quarter  of  a  century  our  state  has  been 
managed  and  guided  by  men  and  prin- 
ciples of  the  Republican  party.  During 
that  period  the  state  has  grown  from  a 
mere  outpost  of  scattered  settlements  to 
a  commonwealtM>f  1,500,000  souls,  pros- 
perous and  aggressive  and  equal  in 
moral,  intellectual  and  commercial  vigor 
to  the  best  of  the  older  states.  Such  a 
people,  so  prosperous  and  so  growing, 
have  not  been  badly  governed.  Our 
state  administrations  have  been  clean, 
able  and  loyal  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  people.  The  administration  of  Gov- 
ernor William  R.  Merriam  has  been  in 
no  way  inferior  to  those  of  his  predeces- 
sor?, and  may  jiTstly  be  regarded  as  a

Recognizing  thUt  in  some  states  force 
and  fraud  are  used  t«  defeat  the  expres- 
sion of  the  people,  the  Republicans  of 
Minnesota  are  in  favor  of  all  wise  means 
to  secure  to  every  citizen  a  free  ballot 
and  a  fair  count. 

Trusts  and  combinations  to  control 
and  unduly  enhance  the  price  of  com- 
modities are  a  gnjat  evil,  the  outgrowth 
of  human  cupidity,  and  exist  in  all  civil- 
ized communities,  regardless  of  all  tariff 
laws.

The 
enactment  of  suitalble  laws  to  protect  the 
health,  life  and  limbs  of  all  employes  of 
transportation,  mining  and  manufactur- 
ing companies  while  engaged  in  the  ser- 
vice of  such  companies.  (2,)  The  es- 
tablishment in  some  form  of  boards  or 
tribunals  of  conciliation  and  arbitration 
for  the  peaceful  s«;ttlement  of  all  dis- 
putes and  disagreements  between  capi- 
tal and  labor  touching  wages,  hours  of 
labor  and  such  questions  as  pertain  to 
the  safety  and  physical  and  moral  well- 
being  of  the  laborer.  (3.)  Th^  exclu- 
sion from  our  shores  by  suitable  laws 
and  regulations  of  all  paupers,  criminals, 
contract  labor  atid  other  dangerous 
classes;  and,  (4.)  the  preservation  of  the 
public  domain  for  actual  and  bona  fide 
settlers  under  the  homestead  law. 

Whenever  the  civil  power,  through  its 
proper  officers,  is  unable  to  preserve  the 
peac  e  and  to  propprly  protect  life  and 
property  and  a  res»rt  to  force  becomes 
necessary,  we  believe  that  such  forces, 
wheilier  constabulary  or  military,  should 
be  resorted  to  jjnd  used  only  by  the 
state.  We  regard  the  employment  of 
arniei  forces  by  oiher  than  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  j|tate  as  un-American 
and  tending  to  pr(<mote  lawlessness  and 
a  breii,ch  of  the  pe;ice. 
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The  farmers  of  this  state,  who  consti- 
tute the  chief  element  of  our  productive 
wealth-creating  population,  are  entitled 
to  the  cheapest  and  best  facilities  for 
storing,  shipping  and  marketing  their 
products,  and  to  this  end  we  favor  such 
laws  as  will  give  them  cheap,  s.ife  and 
easily  obtainable  elevator  and  warehouse 
facilities  and  will  furnish  them  promptly 
and  without  discrimination  at  fair  and 
reasonable  rates  proper  transportation 
facilities  to  all  accessible  markets. 

Railroad,  telegraph  and  telephone 
companies  and  all  other  corporations  or 
individuals  charged  with  or  performing 
any  public  service  or  employment  are 
amenable  to  public  control  and  >ve  favor 
the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  such 
laws  as  will  compel  them  to  render  the 
best  and  most  approved  service  at  a  fair, 
just  and  reasonable  rate,  without  dis- 
crimination as  to  persons  or  places. 

Realizing  the  importance  to  ths  people 
of  good  public  highways,  we  are  in  favor 
of  the  enactment  of  laws  for  the  system- 
atic improvement  and  maintenance  of 
the  same.  The  Republicans  of  the  state 
are  heartily  in  favor  of  the  protection  of 
Its  farmers  so  far  as  consistent  with  its 
general  interest.  This  convention  ap- 
proves and  readopts  the  resolution 
passed  by  the  last  Republican  state  con- 
vention, urging  upon  congress  the  pass- 
age of  the  Washburn-Hatch  am  i-option 
bill.

HE  IS    NOT  DYING 


The  Report  That  Georffe  William  Cur- 
tis was  in  a  Serious  Condition 
Unfounded. 


His  Recent  Illness  Recalls  Interesting- 
Reminiscences  of  His  Remark- 
able Career. 


The  Original  Mugwump,  He  has  Been 

Showered     With    Abuse    by 

Both  Parties. 


Nobody  knew  how  popular  George  Wil- 
liam Curtis  was  until  the  word  went  over 
the  country  that  he  was  very  ill  with  can- 
cer of  the  stomach.  When  the  physicians 
announced  a  few  days  later  that  the  first 
diagnosis  was  imperfect  and  the  conclu 
aion  wrong,  and  that  the  genial  "Ho- 
wadji."  "Lounger,"  "Easy  Chair"  or 
what  you  please  probably  had  many  years 
of  active  life  yet  before  him,  there  was  a 
general  expression  of  jo}'. 

Older  reailers  remembered  how  many 
years  this  man  had  toiled  at  the  desk  to 
pay  a  debt  for  which  he  was  not  legally 
liable;  how  he  gave  his  time,  risked  his 
life  and  poured  out  money  like  water  on 
behalf  of  the  slave;  how  he  refused  all  of- 
fers of  increased  salary  because  the  pro- 
pose<l  positions  would  have  taken  him 
away  from  his  life's  work,  and  how  in  all 
bis  forty  years  of  literary  labor  he  had 
never  written  a  line  that  could  adversely 
affect  political  and  social  purity  or  lessen 
the  hope  of  the  lowly.  No  man  had  been 
more  severely  criticised  as  a  politician.   As 


the  original  "Mugwump,"  the  original 
"Abolitionist,"  the  "dude  in  politics"  and 
the  "snivel  service  reformer"  he  has  been 
showered  with  abuse  by  both  parties,  yet 
all  Americans  grieved  at  his  affliction,  and 
might  truthfully  have  said  of  him,  as  was 
once  said  of  Beecher,  "We  cuss  him,  but 
we  love  himi" 

George  William  Curtis  was  bom  Feb.  34, 
1834,  in  Providence,  and  after  obtaining  an 
academic  education  only  was  taken  to  New 
York  city  by  his  father  and  placed  in  a 
mercantile  establishment  in  1839.  As  his 
mother  died  in  his  early  boyhood,  and  he 
was  by  nature  better  fitted  for  almost  any 
occupation  than  for  a  clerk  or  merchant,  it 
is  not  necessary  to  atld  that  he  was  pe- 
culiarly unhappy  in  the  store.  He  has  in 
his  novel  calletl  "Trumps"  given  us  lively 
and  entertaining  sketches  of  his  schoolboy 
life  at  Jamaica  Plain,  near  Boston,  but  in 
his  most  genial  moments  he  could  not  tor 
ture  a  joke  out  of  his  mercantile  experience. 

In  1842  he  "cut  the  shop"— "bolted,"  as 
they  said  in  those  days— and  with  his 
brother  joined  the  famous  Brook  Farm 
community  of  Roxbury,  Mass.  Of  that 
ludicrous  experiment  almost  every  one 
who  was  in  it  has  given  a  readable  ac- 
count, including  Charles  A.  Dana,  of  the 
New  York  Sun,  but  the  best  summary  is 
by  Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  who  said:  "I 
went  for  poetry,  and  I  found  muck.  I 
went  to  drive  the  horses  of  the  sun,  and  I 
sat  in  the  manure  milking  a  kicking  cow." 
Not  one  of  the  experimenters  regretted 
that  he  had  been  in  it,  but  they  all  got  out 
in  good  time,  and  Mr.  Curtis  and  his 
brother  tried  farming  on  their  own  ac- 
count for  two  years  more. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  they 
got  tired  of  it  and  went  into  literature, 
where  the  fame  of  George  William  was 
soon  secured.  From  1846  to  1850  he  lived 
abroad,  traveling  much  in  Egypt  and 
Syria,  as  appears  in  his  "Nile  Notes"  and 
"Howaxli."  In  1853-3  he  joined  with  Parke 
Godwin  and  Charles  E.  Briggs  in  starting 
Putnam's  Monthly,  and  when  the  maga-

zine  failed  a  few  years  later  he  voluntarily 
assumed  his  proportional  share  of  the 
debts  and  paid  every  dollar  of  it,  though  it 
tied  him  down  to  hard  work  and  rigid 
economy  for  ten  years. 

In  1853  he  began  the  "Ea.sy  Chair"  in 
Harper's  Monthly.  In  1857  he  took  the 
editorship  of  Harper's  Weekly.  In  1856  he 
became  famous  as  a  political  speaker. 
From  1853  to  1865  he  was  a  popular  lec- 
turer. Since  1870  he  has  been  famous  as  a 
civil  service  reformer.  In  all  these  char- 
acters the  reading  world  knows  him  well.

I  attack  on  Dunmore,  a  few  lines  of  which 
'  read  as  follows: 

ThoofiU  a  brute  and  a  dunce,  like  the  rest  of 
the  clan, 

1  can  govern  as  well  as  most  Englishmen  can. 
And  if  I'm  a  drunkard  I  still  am  a  man. 

Since  those  "days  that  tried  men's 
souls"  the  campaign  song  has  undergone 
a  variety  of  transformations.  Some- 
times it  has  been  humorous,  often  bit- 
terly paitisan,  occasionally  vague  as  to 
meaning  and  halting  as  to  meter,  but 
nearly  always  intensely  patriotic.  In- 
deed it  may  be  said  of  political  rhymes 
that  have  been  set  to  music  and  sung  by 
millions  that  their  name  is  legion,  but 
the  vaiit  majority  have  died  with  the  oc 
casion  that  brought  them  forth.  Each 
town  or  hamlet  has  had  its  poet,  and 
the  strength  of  his  production  has  usu- 
ally depended  upon  the  aptness  of  his 
local  reference.

For  'twas  there  to  our  Ulysses 

That  Lee  gave  up  the  fight. 
N'.)\v,  bo  J  3.  to  Grant  for  president, 

/And  ciud  defend  the  right. 
Here  is  still  another  specimen: 
VVht  n  the  White  House  changes  hands. 
And  uur  general  takes  command. 
And  our  marchfng  days  and  nights  are  fwUy 
o'er. 
We  will  lay  our  torches  by 
And  uniting  hand  in  hand. 
Swear  the  Union  shall  be  stronger  than  before. 
Tramp,  tramp,  tramp,  the  boys,  etc. 

A  campaign  song  does  not  rely  for  its 
effectiveness  ujwn   the    beauty  or  cor- 
rectness of  its  lines.    Give  it  a  fetching 
quality,  and  the  man  who  makes  it  will 
have  all  the  satisfaction  he  wants.   Dur- 
ing the  Chicago  convention  Sam  Josephs, 
of  Pennsylvania,  who  has  already  been 
referred  to,  earned  a  rare  reputation  by 
starting  a  song  that  served  to  "bring 
the    house    down."    Somehow    he    had 
caught  the  melody  of  the  baby  song  i  n 
ji  the  comic  opera  "Wang,"  which  De  Wolf 
Hopper  has  made  familiar,  and  on  hi© 
▼ay  to  Chicago  he  regaled  his  delega- 
'on  with  the  lines,  as  far  so  he  could  re- 
jeniber  them,  something  after  the  fol- 
owing  style: 

f  Baby,  baby, 

*  She's  my  darling  baby. 

Up  she  goes, 

Down  she  goes. 
La,  la,  la,  la,  la.  la. 

It  worried  the  jovial  singer  that  he 
oouldn'^  recall  the  last  line,  but  the  in- 
spiratioi.  came  to  him  later  on,  and 
rushing  into  the  Sherman  House,  where

to  his  companions,  "Boys,  I've  got  it— a 

new    song  I"      Without    more   ado   he 

mounted  a  chair,  cleared  his  throat  and 

sang: 

Grov»r,  Grover, 
Four  years  more  of  Grover, 
)  Out  they  go. 

In  w<e  go, 
*    Then  we'll  be  in  clover. 


The  song  made  a  decided  hit,  and  in  a 
Attle  whUe  it  was  being  everywhere 
shouted.  The  words  were  written  out 
and  sent  to  a  printer  with  instructions 
to  have  thousands  of  copies  ready  for 
distribution  at  the  night  session.  It  so 
happened  that  General  Bragg,  of  Wis- 
consin, w^as  on  the  rostrum  making  a 

nomination,  but  a  heavy  rain  was  fall- 
ing, the  roof  was  leaking,  the  lightning 
played  along  the  electric  wires  and 
heavy  peals  of  thunder  shook  the  frail 
structure  known  as  the  wigwam.  The 
general  stood  comparatively  helpless,  foi 
no  one  could  he  heard,  when  suddenly 
Sam  made  a  motion  to  the  leader  of  the 
band,  whom  he  had  previously  "seen.' 
The  music  started  and  the  chorus  of 
those  who  were  in  the  secret  started  the 
song.  On  the  second  round  it  is  saiil 
that  fully  20,000  voices  joined  in  and 
the  conventioi^wasonits  feet  and  every- 
body in  a  state  of  wild  enthusiasm.  Af  tei 
adjournment  the  rain  was  still  falling, 
but*  as  the  wet  and  tired  crowd  flocked 
to  shelter  it  was  still  to  the  music  oi 
"Grover,  Grover." 

One  of  the  campaign  songs  when  Hor- 
ace Greeley  was  running  for  president 
went  like  this: 

Come  all  ye  old  line  Democrats, 

Now  take  your  physic  freely. 
Raise  high  jt>ur  glasses  while  you  drink 

To  honebl  Farmer  Greeley. 

Still  another  that  may  be  sung  during 
the  present  year  is  this: 

Come  all  ye  politicians, 

Knownothingrs,  rhetoricians. 
Filling  up  the  nation's  chairs. 

And  put  your  heads  together. 

For  it's  mighty  foggy  weather 
Climbing  up  the  Wh|te  House  stairs. 
From  the  foregoing  specimens  it  is 
easy  to  see  that  the  gray  matter  of  a 
man's  brain  need  not  be  burned  out  in 
an  endeavor  to  make  the  so  called  politi- 
cal campaign  songs.  String  together  a 
few  catchy  rhymes,  give  them  the  swing 
of  some  popular  air  and  the  public  will 
do  the  rest. 

It  is  well  to  add,  however,  that  the 
most  stirring  strains  brought  into  use 
lire  not  those  bom  of  the  moment,  and 
some  of  the  melodies  now  popular  have 
come  down  almost  from  colonial  days. 
The  Revolutionary  fathers  may  have 
sung  homely  rhymes,  but  they  were  to 
the  purpose.  "Rude  Britons  Boast  No 
Longer"  did  good  work  in  its  time, 
while  "Yankee  Doodle"  is  still  played 
with  an  emphasis  that  has  lost  none  of 
its  force  by  reason  of  age.  After  the 
war  of  1812  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner" 
and  "Hail  Columbia"  secured  places 
among  the  world's  great  historic  songs.

During  the  late  war  more  than  2,00C 
songs  were  produced  concerning  it,  al- 
though few  are  destined  to  survive,  save 
such  as  have  the  imprint  of  geniusee 
like  Whittier  and  Holmes.  Probably 
the  strongest  and  most  inspiiing  among 
them  is  that  which  tells  ns  "John 
Brown's  body  lies  moldering  in  the 
ground,  but  his  sclnl  is  marching  on," 
and  many  ea  old  soldier  will  recall  how 
the  wearinesH  of  a  long  march  was  light- 
ened by  "Tramp,  tramp,  the  boys  are 
marching."  The  south  found  inspiration 
in  "Dixie,"  while  "Maryland,  My  Mary- 
land," will  be  long  admired  as  one  of 
the  modem  gems  of  h-rical  literature.

Too  Many  Kinds  of  Time. 

Travelers  to  Switzerland  who  have  tc 
pass  through  Alsace  are  raising  theii 
old  complaint  about  the  bewildering  va- 
riety of  the  times  at  the  various  sta 
tions  through  which  they  pass.  They 
leave  Calais  by  French  time,  they  come 
to  German  or  mid-European  time  at 
Mulhausen  and  arrive  at  Bale  by  Swiss 
time.  Supposing  they  go  on  into  the 
Tyrol,  there  is  another  change  to  Aus- 
trian time.  Considering  that  the  differ- 
ences are  in  some  cases  all  but  an  hour, 
this  is  no  slight  puzzle.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  universal  time  for  Germany, 
Austria  and  Italy  was  for  a  long  time  a 
favorite  idea  of  Count  von  Moltke's, 
who  saw  in  the  present  haphazard 
methods  an  immense  possibility  of  con- 
fusion in  time  of  war.  Of  course  the 
tmiformity  which  was  an  object  with 
the  great  German  strategist  would  be 
just  the  reverse  with  the  French,  but  it 
would  be  a  distinct  gain  to  have  only 
two  times  in  Europe  instead  of  half  a 
dozen. 

More  Care  Needed. 

Referring  to  a  recent  case  of  poison- 
ing which  resulted  from  the  uninten- 
tional substitution  of  morphine  for  qui- 
nine by  a  drug  prescription  clerk,  a 
Pennsylvania  paper  says:  "Is  it  not  a 
fact  that  there  is  too  much  looseness  in 
every  direction  in  the  way  in  which  all 
classes  of  employees  do  work  involving 
the  safety  of  human  life?  There  is  a 
constant  effort  being  made  by  one  class 
of  men  to  devise  guards  and  precautions 
to  assure  the  safety  of  htmian  life  and 
limb,  which  if  carried  out  and  adhered 
to  faithfully  would  accomplish  what  in 
designed  to  be  attained,  but  the  misfor- 
tune is  that  there  is  a  class  of  employees 
associated  in  this  work  who  do  not  do 
this,  and  the  consequence  is  that  their 
blunders  produce  many  fatal  disasters." 

Tanlcee  Mills  In  Mexico. 

A  company  of  American  capitalists 
has  been  formed  for  the  establishment 
of  flour  mills  in  the  wheat  districts  of 
the  state  of  Sonora,  Mexico.  The  first 
loill  is  now  under  construction  at  Her- 
mosillo  and  will  have  a  capacity  of  1 25 
barrels  a  day.  This  is  the  first  attempt 
to  establish  mills  in  Mexico  with  United 
States  capital.

All  is  not  serene  in  the  stock  exchange 
just  at  present.  The  dissensions  of  a 
couple  of  months  ago  have  been  allowed 
to^lumber,  but  the  exchange  is  not  run- 
ning exactly  as  it  ought  to.  Aninterest- 
ingjneeting  of  Jthe  stock  holders  was 
held  yesterday  afternoon  and  while^the 
heat  of  the  session  did  not  equal  the 
torrid  atmosphere  of  the  past  few  days 
it  nevertheless  was  not  exactly  cool. 

This  meeting  was  called  for  yester- 
day afternoon  at  3  o'clock  by  order  of 
the  president  the  purposes  being  set  forth 
in  the  call  as  the  following: 

First.  A  friendly  discussion  among 
members  with  a  view  to  harmoni7iiig, 
if  possible,  existing  differences  among 
members,  and  to  receive  a  financial 
statement  from  the  officers  of  the  ex- 
change. 

Second.  To  vote  upon  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution  and  by- 
laws: Section  5,  of  Article  II,  shall 
read  as  follows:  "Any  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  who,  unless  excused 
by  the  president,  shall  absent  himself 
from  three  consecutive  regular  meet- 
ings, may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  exchange  present  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by  the 
president,  be  dropped  from  the  board 
of  directors,  and  directors  in  their  places 
may  be  elected  at  the  same  meeting." 

The  primary  object  was  to  adopt  the 
amendment.  There  has  been  scarcely  a 
meeting  of  the  board  for  a  number  of 
weeks.  Secretary  Geggie  was  called 
upon  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  board 
meetings,  but  each  one,  after  giving  the 
date,  recited  the  fact  that  Directors 
Richardson,  Van  Brunt  and  Welles  were 
present,  and  after  waiting  for  the  others 
to  come  around,  adjourned  without  secur- 
ing a  quorum.  The  amendment  brought 
up  considerable  discussion,  but  it  finally 
developed  that  there  was  a  technical 
error  in  the  call  which  might  invalidate 
any  action  taken  and  it  was  decided  to 
call  another  meeting  a  week  later. 

During  the  meeting  a  resolution  was 
offered  which  was  in  effect  that  the 
directors  of  the  exchange  ought  to  be 
men  who  are  friendly  to  it  and  not  men 
who  want  to  see  it  closed.  This  also 
brought  on  considerable  discussion,  some 
of  it  quite  pointed.  The  president  finally 
disposed  of  the  resolution  by  ruling  it 
out  of  order  for  the  reason  that  the  meet- 
ing was  called  to  harmonize  the  differ- 
ences existing  between  members,  and  he 
did  not  believe  that  the  resolution  was 
calculated  to  bring  about  harmony. 

The  financial  statement  showed  over 
S6,ooo  in  cash  on  hand.  The  attention 
of  the  exchange  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  two  companies  whose  stocks  are 
being  dealt  in  have  failed  to  pay  in 
their  listing  fee,  $200.  These  are  the 
Great  Northern  Mining  company  and 
one  other  and  are  two  of  the  Merritt 
companies  that  wished  to  withdraw 
sometime  ago.  Alfred  Merritt  was  pres- 
ent and  he  said  that  the  companies 
would  pay  the  §200  if  the  exchange 
would  withdraw  their  stocks.  This  the 
exchange  would  not  agree  to  and  the 
listing  fee  will  remain  unpaid  in  spite  of 
which  fact  the  exchange  will  continue  to 
deal  in  the  stocks.

SECKEtARY  THOMPSON  RETURNS 

He  Talks  of  a  Number  of  Matters  of 
Interest. 

Secretary  Thompson  returned  this 
morning  from  Washington.  He  is 
thoroughly  convinced  that  to  protect  her 
interests  Duluth  must  have  a  man  on  the 
ground.  This  never  came  to  him  so 
forcibly  ;is  when  he  learned  how  near 
West  Superior  came  to  capturing  the 
local  forecast  station. 

Mr.  Thompson  is  especially  pleased  at 
the  passage  of  the  retaliation  bill.  It 
pleased  him  that  although  the  Canadian 
press  insisted  that  it  was  a  campaign 
measure  of  President  Harrison's,  the 
Democrats  supported  it  as  strongly  as 
the  Rep'jblicans,  thus  proving  that  it 
was  not  a  party  measure  but  an  Ameri- 
can measmre. 

Mr.  Thompson  believes  that  the  canal 
bridge  can  be  built  without  any  serious 
objections  being  offered.  There  may  be 
some  legal  obstacles  thrown  in  the  way, 
but  he  does  not  believe  they  will  hold. 
He  says  that  in  the  river  and  harbor  bill 
of  1890,  tibere  was  a  clause  which  put 
into  exercise  the  power  the  government 
had  always  had,  but  never  used  over 
navigable*  waters  inside  a  state.  In  this 
there  wan  a  provision  that  this  should 
not  apply  in  regard  to  bridges  properly 
authorized  by  state  legislatures  before 
the  passage  of  the  act.  The  canal  bridge 
would  cooie  in  this  category,  because  it 
was  authorized  some  time  before  the 
passage  of  that  act.

Memphis,  July  30.— The  Mitchell  case 
brought  to  a  close  this  morning 
when  the  jury,  after  being  out  five  min- 
utes, returned  a  verdict  finding  Alice 
Mitchell  to  be  insane  and  recommending 
for  the  peace  of  the  state  that  she  be 
confined  in  an  insane  asylum.  The 
judge's  charge  was  an  able  document. 
He  dwelt  on   the  expert   testimony  and 

mildly  excoriated  the  physicians  who,  he 
said,  could  prove  anyone  insane  when 
they  started  in  for  the  purpose. 

When  the  verdict  was  announced, 
George  Mitchell,  father  of  the  defendant, 
wept.  Alice  looked  on  the  jury  and 
smiled.  A  low  moan  was  heard  in  the 
rear  of  the  court  room.  It  was  Joe  Ward, 
sister  of  the  murdered  girl.  Miss  Mit- 
chell will  be  taken  to  Bolivar  next  week. 
Tillie  Johnson,  her  alleged  accomplice, 
will  probably  never  be  tried. 


CHARGED  WITH  BIGAMY. 


The  Scandalous  Casetof  Clovis  Bona- 
parte in  Court. 
London,  July  3o.--The  scandalous 
case  of  Clovis  Bonaparte,  the  illegiti- 
mate but  legally  acknowledged  son  of 
the  late  Prince  Louis  Lucien  Bonaparte, 

is  again  before  the  courts,  Bonaparte 
having  sued  his  discarded  wife,  Rosalie, 
for  the  annulment  of  their  marriage,  on 
the  ground  that  she  had  a  husband  liv- 
ing at  the  time  of  the  marriage. 

The  suit  has  been  instituted  by  Bona- 
parte in  order  to  relieve  himself  from 
the  charge  of  bigamy  as  set  forth  in  the 
petition  filed  in  the  probate,  divorce  and 
admiralty  division  by  Madame  Rosalie 
Bonaparte,  who  asks  for  the  dissolution 
of  her  marriage  with  Bonaparte  on  the 
ground  that  on  Oct.  14,  i8qi,  after  her 
marriage  to  him,  he  married  Laura 
Elizabeth  Scott.  Bonaparte's  suit  for 
nullity  is  an  answer  to  this  suit.  He 
claims  that  she  was  never  legally 
divorced  from  her  former  husband,  a 
Mr.  Megone.

ELECTKIC  WORKS  BURNED. 

The*  Main  Plant  of  the  Toledo  Company 
Was  Destroyed  Today. 

Toledo.  O.,  July  30.— The  main  plant 
of  the  Toledo  electric  works  on  St.  Clair 
street  was  destroyed  by  fire  shortly  after 
5  o'clock  this  morning.  The  building  is 
a  total  wreck,  and  the  loss  will  be  about 
86500,  which  is  fully  covered  by  insur- 
ance. The  loss  on  machinery  and  fix- 
tures is  $68,500,  with  S55.000  insurance. 

Over  half  of  the  city  was  lighted  by 
these  works,  and  that  portion  of  the  city 
will  suffer  some  temporary  inconveni- 
ence in  consequence  of  the  fire.  It  is 
not  yet  known  whether  the  company  will 
rebuild,  as  they  have  been  negotiating 
for  an  entirely  new  establishment.  The 
fire  was  caused  by  the  crude  petroleum 
fire  under  one  of  the  boilers.

GLADSTONE  SERIOUSLY  ILL. 

A  London  cablegram  today  reports 
fiat  consternation  has  been  caused  in 
fbe  ranks  of  the  English  Liberals  by  the 
»ews  that  Mr.  Gladstone  is  seriously  ill. 
He  is  said  to  have  taken  a  bad  chill,  and 
tts  is  a  dangerous  thing  in  the  case  of  a 
nan  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  advanced  age. 
The  excellent  health  which  the  grand 
<9id  man  had  been  enjoying  recently  had 
led  his  friends  to  believe  that  he  would 
be  abie  to  assume  the  reins  of  govern- 
mcnt  with  a  firm  hand,  and  carry  out  the 
anany  features  of  tegislation  which  he 
lias  been  advocating.  The  fear  that  his 
iHiiess  may  interpose  a  serious  obstacle 
to  these  warmly  cherished  plans  has 
aaturally  caused  some  excitement. 

Mr.  Gladstone  is  now  in  his  83rd  year, 
and  it  IS  therefore  not  strange  that  there 
"Should  be  serious  apprehension  concern- 
ang  any  slight  illness  that  "may  attack 
iim.  Although  heretofore  he  has  be- 
trayed no  diminution  of  physical  and  in- 
Sellectnal  vigor,  the  recent  hard  fought 
and  exciting  campaign  could  not  fail  to 
iprove  a  severe  strain  upon  his  system, 
and  leave  him  in  a  condition  easily  sus- 
ceptible to  an  attack  of  illness.  If  the 
m&Tst  fears  of  his  friends  should  be  re- 
alized and  he  should  now  be  carried  off 
It  almost  the  very  moment  of  being 
called  to  the  premiership,  it  is  not  easy 
*>  forecast  the  effect  which  his  demise 
"would  have  upon  British  politics. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Gladstone's 
■frrsioval  at  this  juncture  would  have  a 
.«w>si  demoralizing  effect  upon  the  Lib- 
trals,  and  that  in  the  dissensions  which 
would  be  created  by  the  rival  aspirants 
l!>  the  leadership  the  party  would  be 
Sadly  disrupted.  The  ablest  Liberal  in 
pablic  life  in  England  today,  nej^t  to  Mr. 
^Sadstone,  is  Sir  Charles  Dilke,  but  he 
as  mcapacitated  from  assuming  the  lead- 
ership on  account  of  the  social  cloud  in 
wfajch  he  is  still  enveloped.  He  could 
3wt  command  the  support  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Liberals  on  this  account. 
5ir  William  Harcourt  and  Mr.  Mortey 
*re  both  able  men,  but  whether  either 
»ae  would  be  acceptable  to  the  jfarious 
«l«nents  composing  the  preset  Glad- 
ataman  following  is  doubtfuL 

insh  home  rule  would  be  greatly  en- 
dangered by  Mr.  Gladstone's  death;  in- 
^cd>  the  chances  are  that  it  would  be 
■postponed  to  an  indefinite  time  by  the 
removal  of  the  only  English  statesman 
^«bo  kas  had  the  courage  to  subordinate 
aII  other  issues  to  it  and  appeal  to  the 
jieople  of  Great  Britain  upon  a  home 
rule  platform.  The  friends  of  Ireland 
as  well  as  those  of  the  grand  old  man 
will  earr^estly  hope  that  his  illness  may 
»ot  prove  so  serious  as  the  dispatches 
ioday  indicate. 


it  be  any  advantage  to  the  world  as  it 
exists  if  every  person,  upon  every  occa- 
sion, told  the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and 
nothing  but  the  truth?  Would  there  not 
be  many  sundered  friendships  if  such  a 
custom  became  general?  Would  not 
many  bitter  enmities  be  needlessly 
created  and  life  be  turned  into  a  series 
of  discords  and  quarrelings?  Perhaps 
then  it  were  better  that  in  all  instances 
the  truth  should  not  be  told,  but  that  the 
world  should  continue  to  veil  it  behind 
pleasing  but  insincere  flattery  or  prudent 
silence.  This  may  prove  a  shocking 
idea  to  many  who  pride  themselves 
upon  truthful  being  and  sincere,  and  yet  if 
they  will  turn  the  search  light  of  inquiry 
upon  their  own  lives  and  upon  the  so- 
ciety in  which  they  move,  can  they  reach 
any  other  conclusion?  We  despise  the 
brazen  liar,  but  in  what  category  would 
we  place  the  man  who  invariably  told  us 
the  blunt  truth? 


PREACHERS  AND   LABOR  LEADERS. 

The  divergence  between  the  churches, 
even  of  the  most  liberal  class,  and  the 
workingmen  was  never  more  clearly  or 
more  painfully  shown  than  by  a  recent 
investigation  made  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Congregational  association.  Rev. 
John  P.  Coyle  sent  inquiries  to  preachers 
and  church  officers  and  to  the  officers  of 
labor  organizations,  to  ascertain  whether 
in  their  opinion  industrial  discontent  had 
anything  to  do  with  the  falling  off  of 
church  attendance.  The  replies  do  not 
indicate  directly  to  what  extent  indus- 
trial discontef^^'as  had  effect,  but  indi- 
rectly they  fan  It  much  more  signifi- 
cant informalLtH  than  could  have  been 
anticipated.  tIK  results  of  this  inter- 
esting inquiry  are  set  forth  in  an  article 
on  "Preachers  and  Labor  Leaders"  in 
the  August  number  of  the  Forum.  The 
preachers  admit  that  38  per  cent  of  the 
workingmen  are  alienated  from  the 
church,  but  they  think  that  industrial 
discontent  has  had  little  to  do  with  it. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  labor  leaders  de- 
clare that  48  per  cent  of  the  workingmen 
are  alienated  from  the  church,  and  that 
the  reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  alliance 
of  the  church  with  the  industrial  interests 
that  are  hostile  to  labor. 

"Church  members  are  accused  of  be-- 
ing  first  and  most  merciless  in  cutting 
down  the  wages  of  helpless  girls  while 
maintaining  their  own  salaries  and  divi- 
dends. A  report  is  made  of  one  em- 
ployer who  gave  largely  and  with 
much  applause  to  the  building  of  a 
church,  and  then  deducted  the  cost  of  it 
from  the  wages  of  his  help.  And  such 
men  as  these  are  the  pillars  of  the 
churches,  occupy  the  chief  seats,  fill  the 
highest  offices,  impart  to  them  their  tone, 
and  welcome  the  workingman  if  he 
comes  as  a  beneficiary,  which  his  self- 
respect  resents.  When  lockouts  and 
strikes  occur,  the  churches  and  preach- 
ers side  with  the  employer,  deride  labor 
organizations,  sneer  at  their  leaders,  and 
throw  the  weight  of  their  influence 
against  them.  Seldom  is  the  church 
just  enough  even  to  be  neutraL  It  is  a 
'mammonized'  institution;  it  belongs  to 
the  plutocrats,  and  gives  disgusting  ex- 
hibition of  its  servility  when  it  grovel?  at 
the  feet  of  a  public  robber  until  he 
throws  it  in  contempt  a  few  thousands 
out  of  his  ill-gotten  millions." 

The  value  of  this  inquiry  is  that  what- 
ever the  facts  may  be  about  non-attend- 
ance on  church  or  about  the  causes  of 
it,  the  alienation  of  the  workingmen  and 
the  churches  is  real;  and  the  preachers 
and  the  labor  leaders  have  got  so  far 
apart  as  to   misunderstand  one   another. 


The  great  lock-out  at  Homestead  is 
just  one  month  old,  and  has  already  cost 
over  $1,000,000,  besides  the  sacrifice  of 
half  a  score  of  human  lives  and  serious 
injuries  to  many  times  that  number.  Yet 
what  has  either  side  to  the  dispute 
gained?  What  is  either  side  likely  to 
gain  in  the  future  to  recoup  it  for  this 
great  loss?

IS  VERACITY  DESIRABLE? 
The  '  scriptures  report  that  King 
David,  apon  a  certain  occasion,  stated: 
"I  said,  in  my  haste,  all  men  are  liars." 
"Varioas  commentators  have  remarked 
that  David  would  have  i)een  equally 
conrect  if  he  had  said  it  at  his  leisure  and 
after  careful  deliberation.  Not  long  ago 
The  Herald  contained  a  review  of  a 
iook  entitled  "Who  Lies  ?"  It  deals  in 
▼eiy  plain  language  with  the  untruth- 
falness  and  insincerity  which  character- 
Bcail  mankind,  and  its  conclusions  are 
IhsLt  nearly  all  people  are  as  David  de- 
icrtbed  them  in  his  haste. 

In  the  current  number  of  a  monthly 
aaaga3ine,  Herbert  Spencer  takes  the 
j^osition  that  complete  truthfulness  is 
•ne  of  the  rarest  of  virtues,  and  that 
tTcn  those  who  regard  themselves  as 
absolutely  truthful  are  daily  guilty  of 
•ver-statements  and  under-statements. 
Exaggeration  is  almost  universal,  and 
tfiis  habit  sometimes  goes  along  with 
ttie  loudest  denunciations  of  falsehood. 
After  much  vehement  talk  about  "the 
weracities,"  says  Mr.  Spencer,  will  come 
utterly  unveracious  accounts  of  things 
and  people — accounts  made  unveraci- 
«os  by  the  use  of  emphatic  words  where 
•rdinary  words  alone  are  warranted: 
fictures  of  which  the  outlines  are  cor- 
rect but  the  Mgtits  and  shades  and 
colors  are  doubly  and  trebly  as  strong 
as  tbey  should  be,  ajid  his  conclusion  is 
tfiat  in  mankind  at  large,  the  love  of 
truth  for  truth's  sake,  irrespective  of 
mds,  is  but  little  exemplified. 

This  is  a  strong  indictment  of  mankind 
in  general,  and  yet  it  must  sadly  be  ad- 
mitted to  be  based  upon  many  substan- 
tial grounds.  It  is  seldom  indeed  that 
we  meet  a  person  in  whom  we  cannot  at 
some  stage  discover  at  least  a  mild 
phase  of  untruthfulness,  and  so  rare  in- 
deed is  such  a  person  that  many  people 
laTC  faiied  to  encounter  one.

"They 
say"  that  in  the  loft  of  one  of  the  tallest 
office  buildings  in  the  city  is  a  wire  cable 
which  has  just  been  removed  from  erv- 
ice  and  its  place  filled  by  a  new  one. 
The  new  one  is  all  right,,  but  the  old  one 
is  a  sight.  The  strands  are  flattened 
and  broken  and  it  is  a  wonder 
that  it  did  not  part  while  in  use  with  one 
of  it  numerous  precious  loads,  and  drop 
its  charge  to  the  depthv>  below  where  a 
maiming,  if  not  death,  awaited  its  ar- 
rival.

Three  heavy  damage  suits  were  filed 
in  the  United   States  district  court  late 
yesterday  afternoon.     Samuel  Henniger 
brings  action  against   Porter  Bros,  to  re- 
cover $101,365,  an  unusually  large  sum 
but    the    complaint    is  most  harrowmg 
in  the  allegations  which  it  recites.    Por- 
ter Bros,  held    a    contract  for  building 
ctrtam  bridges  for  the  Great  Northern 
road  and  one  of  these  was  on  the  Flat- 
bead  river  in    Montana.    Henniger  was 
^mployed  there  and  on  the  day  on  which 
ihe    was    hurt,    November  28,  1891,  was 
f  working  on  the  false  work. 
y      He  alleges  that  the   foreman  who  was 
/  superintending  the  bridge  was  incompe- 
/    tent  and  that  the  false   work  was  defect- 
*    ive.    On  the  day  mentioned  he  was  at 
work  on  the  lower  end  of  this  false  work, 
75  feet  above  the  water.  The  span  was  150 
feet  long.      Two  laborers  working  under 
the  foreman's  orders  were  running  some 
iron  down  on  a  "dolly."    They  lost  con- 
trol of  it  and  the  iron  tipped  off,  striking 
the  cords    of    the    false    work  in  such  a 
way  that  the  entire    mass    fell  mto    the 
river  below,  with  Henniger  under  it. 

His  injuries  were  terrible,  but  he  lived 
and  yet  it  would  seem  that  death  had 
been  preferable.  His  spinal  column  was 
displaced  and  the  spinal  cord  was  frac- 
tured at  the  sixth  dorsal  vertebrae,  so 
that  he  has  lost  all  power  of  locomotion, 
the  whole  lower  half  of  his  body  is  de- 
Yoid  of  any  sensation;  his  stomach  and 
intestines  will  not  work  except  by  arti- 
ficial means,  and  his  abdomen  and  lower 
Umbs  are  completely  paralyzed.  Be- 
•ides  these,  he  suffered  fractures  of  the 
left  tibia  and  bis  right  ankle  joint  was 
crushed.  He  asks  for  $100,000  damages 
and  $1365  doctor's  fees. 

John  Berg  brings  an  action  to 
recover  $25,000  from  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  company.

"West  Superior  Woolen    Mills  Finan- 

The    West    Superior    Woolen    Mills 
company  has  made  an  assignment.  This 
has  been   brought  about  by  the  action  of 
the   Farmers'    National   bank,  of   Ports- 
mouth, O.,  which  a  few  days  ago  com- 
fcnenced   ^  action  to  recover  $10,000  in 
*ihe  St.  Louis  county  court  and  attached 
Several  car  loads  of  wool  valued  at  from 
f^io.ooo  to  $15,000.  Following  this  several 
suits  to  recover,  in  the  aggregate  about 
$10,000,  were  brought  against  the   com- 
pany   in    Superior.       Enoch    Salt    and 
Enoch  Salt,  Jr.,  came   to   Superior  from 
Portsmouth,  O.,  where  they  had  been  en- 
gaged in  the  woolen  mill  business.  They 
had  been   doing   business  there  with  the 
Farmers'    National    bank,   and    H.    M. 
Watkins,  an  officer  of    the  bank,  was  a 
a  member  of   the  company  and  his  son- 
in-law,   H.  D.  Hibbs,  was    bookkeeper. 
When   they  left  Portsmouth    the    bank 
claimed  an  indebtedness  of  $34,500.  The 
Leader    says    as    to  the  later  develop- 
ments: 

They  had  a  contract  it  is  stated,  by 
which  they  were  to  pay  $250  per  week 
on  the  indebtedness  and  up  to  this  time 
had  more  than  fulfilled  the  contract, 
having  paid  in  all  $25,000 — $5,000  in  cash 
and  about  $20,000  in  property  in  Ports- 
mouth and  Superior.  They  supposed 
that  everything  was  perfectly  satisfactory 
and  that  they  would  not  be  molested. 
Recently  Henry  D.  Hibbs  was  sent  to 
Boston  on  business  connected  with  the 
mill,  but  went  first  to  Portsmouth.  It  is 
supposed  he  gave  a  tip  to  Father-in-law 
Watkins  about  the  wool  bought  by  the 
Salts  to  be  sold  by  him  in  Boston,  for  an 
attachment  immediately  followed  with- 
out notice  to  the  mill,  sued  out  in  Du- 
luth,  where  five  car  loads  of  fine  Western 
wool  wers  seized,  valued  at  from  $10,000 
to  $15,000. 

The  assignee  is  Walter  Fowler  and 
the  nominal  assets  are  $95,000  and  the 
liabilities  $50,000.  Of  the  latter  $30,000 
is  in  the  form  of  a  mortgage  to  the  Land 
&  River  Improvement  company  and  the 
remainder  the  current  business  debts  of 
the  establishment. 

There  will  be  no  grand  jury  although 
one  was  drawn.  Judge  R.  D.  Marshall 
telegraphed  yesterday  not  to  summon 
the  jurors. 

MUiNICIPAL  COURT. 


The  Great  Traffic  Throuch  the  Sault 
Canal  in  the  Past  Yeai . 
The  annual  statement  of  tfte  Sault 
canal  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30 
last  has  just  been  completed.  The  num- 
ber of  vessels  passing  the  canal,  into  and 

out  of  Lake  Superior,  was  11,557.  an  in- 
crease of  2027  over  1891,  the  previously 
largest  year.  There  were  5615  lockages, 
or  1001  over  the  year  before.  Tonnage 
was  by  freight  10,107,622  tons,  an  in- 
crease of  17.5  per  cent  over  any  year  be- 
fore recorded.  Freight  was  carried  an 
average  distance  of  820  miles,  and  the 
total  freight  paid  was  $9,849,022,  an  aver- 
of  $.00135  per  mile  ton.  As  the  lowest 
rate  ever  made  by  the  greatest  freight- 
carrying  railways  of  America  is  about 
$.005  per  ton  mile,  the  figure  shows 
what  a  wonderful  saving  the  canal  is  to 
the  commerce  of  the  Northwest.  In  the 
past  year  alone  it  has  saved  in  freight 
over  what  the  lowest  rail  rates  would 
have  been,  $18,000,000. 

The  total  number  of  separate  vessels 
passing  the  canal,  in  other  words,  the 
vessels  carrying  this  commerce,  was  652, 
of  which  57  were  Canadian,  the  rest 
United  States  vessels.  A  total  of  25.000 
passengers  were  carried.  The  steam- 
ship Mariska,  belonging  to  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  company,  covered  43.167  miles, 
the  greatest  distance  of  any  vessel  run- 
ning in  the  ore  trade  between  Two  Har- 
bors and  Cleveland.  The  Castalia 
carried  the  greatest  amount  of  freight, 
68,943  tons,  and  the  E.  C.  Pope  carried 
the  biggest  cargo,  3136  tons  of  wheat 
from  Duluth  to  Buffalo.or  103,000  bushels.

It 
is  the  duty  of  these  visitors  to  investi- 
gate all  cases  reported  to  them  and  to 
render  such  help  as  they  deem  best. 

It  will  materially  aid  the  ladies  in 
their  work,  if  people  in  general  would 
cooperate  with  the  society  instead  of 
rendering  aid  as  individuals.  System- 
atized effort  accomplishes  most  and 
this  is  particularly  true  in  the  field  of 
charity.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  by  the 
members  that  any  one  knowing  of  sick- 
ness or  distress  will  kindly  report  the 
same  to  the  president,  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Miller.

Great  Consternation  Has  Been  Caused 
in  the  Liberal  Ranlis  by  the 

News. 


London,  July  30.— Great  consternation 
has  been  caused  in  the  Liberal  ranks  by 
the  news  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  illness 
which  it  is  feared  is  serious.  When  Mr. 
Gladstone  arrived  in  London  he  looked 
well  and  hearty  and  his  friends  felt  as- 
sured that  he  would  be  able  to  take,  with 
a  firm  hand,  the  reins  of  government. 
When  it  became  known  today  that  Mr. 
Gladstone  was  suffering  from  a  chill 
there  was  general  surprise  and  anxiety, 

and  the  anxiety  increased  when  it  be- 
came known  that  visitors  would  not  be 
received. 

Various  stories  are  afloat  regarding 
the  origin  of  his  illness.  It  is  said  that 
while  talking  last  evening  with  some 
friends  he  staggered  and  nearly  fainted. 
He  was  at  once  removed  to  a  lounge  and 
soon  afterward  retired  to  rest.  This 
morning  his  condition  was  not  improved 
and  he  showed  symptoms  of  a  serious 
chill.  At  noon  it  was  reported  that  Mr. 
Gladstone  was  still  in  bed. 

There  is  a  general  impression  that  he 
IS  more  seriously  ill  than  the  public  have 
been  permitted  to  know.  Although  the 
Liberals  are  evidently  excited  and  ap- 
prehensive, some  of  them  are  making  an 
effort  to  minimize  the  importance  of  the 
leader's  illness. 

A.  J.  Balfour  has  written  a  letter  to  his 
supporters  stating  that  the  debate  on  the 
address  would  begin  en  Aug.  8.

CHAEGED  WITH  DISHONESTY. 

Trouble  Between  a  Street  Railw^ay  and 
its  Employes. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  July  30.— Presi- 
dent Frenzel,  of  the  street  railway  com- 
pany, Wednesday  discharged  J.  IP. 
Riggs,  secretary  of  the  brotherhood,  on 
the  alleged  charge  of  dishonesty  in  re- 
porting fares.  The  accusation  was 
made  by  a  spotter,  supposed  to  be  a 
Pinkerton  detective. 

Riggs  indignantly  denies  the  charges.

A  committee  at- 
tempted to  see  Mr.  Franzel  yesterday 
but  he  refused  to  be  seen,  though  the  basis 
of  the  last  settlement  included  an  agree- 
ment that  men  discharged  should  first 
have  a  trial.    There  may  be  a  strike. 

THIRTY-FIVE  WILL  ESCAPE. 

Only  Eight  ol  the  Wyoming  Murderers 
to  Be  Tried. 

Laramie,  Wyo.,  July  30.— There  are 
the  best  ot  reasons  for  believing  that  all 
the  prisoners  detained  here,  who  were 
concerned  in  the  Johnson  county  in- 
vasion, with  the  exception  of  about 
eight,  will  never  be  tried  on  the  charge 
of  murdering  Nate  Champion. 

The  cases  against  thirty-five  of  the 
men  will  probably  be  nolle  prossed,  and 
only  the  organizers  and  leaders  of  the 
expedition  will  be  called  before  the  bar. 
These  thirty-five  will  comprise  mostly 
the  hired  army. 

Absconders  Captured. 
San  Antonio,  Tex.,  July  30.— Chief  of 
Police  Clark,  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
passed  through  here  yesterday  with 
Lester  Gale  and  J.  T.  Turner,  the  young 
men  who  absconded  with  $14,000,  be- 
longing to  the  city  savings  bank  of 
Nashville  in  which  they  were  employed. 
They  were  captured  in  Saltillo,  Mex. 
Ten  thousand  dollars  which  had  been 
deposited  in  a  Monterey  bank,  was 
recovered. 

Attorney  J.  D.  Farmer  Dead. 
Spring  Valley,  Minn.,  July  30.— 
James  D.  Farmer,  attorney,  brother  of 
Judge  John  Q.  Farmer,  died  yesterday 
morning  of  hemorrhage,  aged  q2  years. 
He  came  to  Spring  Valley  in  1877,  and 
was  county  attorney  eight  years.  He 
was  a  lieutenant  in  the  first  Minnesota 
Mounted  Rangers  in  1862.

KEWS  FROM  THE  ORIENT. 


Terrible    Storm    in  Japan— A   British 
Officor's  Suicide. 

Vancouver,  B.  C,  July  30. — The  Can- 
adian steamship  Empress  of  India  ar- 
rived yesterday  from  the  orient.  She 
brings  the  follov/ing  advices:  An  im- 
perial edict  was  published  in  an  extra  of 
the  official  gazette  on  the  14th  instant 
abrogating  the  stipulations  concerning 
consular  jurisdiction  contained  in  the 
treaty  concluded  with  Portugal   in    i860. 

A  severe  storm  passed  over  the  east- 
ern part  of  Osaka  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  14th,  doing  considerable  damage  to 
property.  Sevciral  houses  were  blown 
down  and  a  number  of  persons  killed  by 
lightning,  falling  in  the  ruins  aind  other- 
wise. The  peals  of  thunder  were  terrific, 
and  for  many  years  there  has  not  been 
such  a  storm  in  that  part  of  Japan. 

A  sad  affair  occurred  on  board  of  H. 
M.  S.  surveying  ship  Peguin  on  the  13th, 
when  Arthur  G,  Cawston  shot  himself 
while  in  his  bunk  in  his  cabin  and  died 
almost  immediately.  He  had  shown 
syr^ptoms  of  a  disturbed  mind  for  some 
time  past,  but  nobody  thought  much  of 
it.  He  was  an  excellent  and  very  able 
officer  and  a  gerial  companion,  and  very 
much  liked  on  board  his  ship.

Verdict  in  the  Noted  Redmond  Case  at 

Chicago. 

Chicago,    July    30. — John    Redmond 

was  found  guilty  of  the   murder    of    Dr. 

Flavins  Myron    Wilder    yesterday,  and 

the  jury  fixed  his  punishment  at  im- 
prisonment for  life.  The  Redmond  case 
was  one  which  excited  peculiar  and 
widespread  interest,  both  from  the  cir- 
cumstances preceding  it  and  from  the 
position  and  standing  of  the  family  of 
Dr.  Wilder. 

The  murder  was  committed  Jan.  13 
last.  Redmond,  who  at  the  time  boarded 
at  2719  South  Park  avenue,  went  to  a 
drug  store  on  String  street  and  requested 
one  of  the  clerk$  to  call  Dr.  Wilder  up 
and  tell  him  to  go  to  No.  2719  South 
Park  avenue  to  attend  a  serious  case  of 
illness.  The  clerk  did  as  requested.  Dr. 
Wilder  drove  to  the  place  indicated. 
His  ring  was  answered  bv  Redmond, 
who  opened  the  door  and  without  utter- 
ing a  word  shot  the  physician  through 
the  head.  Then  into  his  prostrate  body 
he  fired  three  bullets,  after  which  he 
'  gave  himself  up  to  the  police. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  he  was  in- 
sane, due  to  the  kidnapping  four  years 
ago  of  his  little  daughter  Annie  Red- 
mond. The  girl  was  found  and  a  woman 
by  the  name  of  Josie  Gurley  was  con- 
victed of  abducting  her.  Then  came 
Redmond's  arrest  and  trial  for  insanity. 
Dr.  Wilder  was  the  principal  wilhess 
against  Redmond,  when  the  latter  was 
adjudged  insane.

The  Work  Accomplished  by  Harbor- 
master Miller  at  Washiugfton 
For  This  City. 


Increased  Grant  For  the  Harbor  Ob 
tained  and  Made  Available  For 
Immediate  Use. 


The  Life-Saving:  Station  Secured,  and 

an  Additional  Sum  For  Harbor 

Liffhts. 


The  report  of  Capt.  J.  W.  Miller,  Du- 
luth's  efficient  harbormaster,  on  the 
work  which  he  performed  at  Washing- 
ton for  this  city  during  the  past  six 
months,  has  been  briefly  alluded  to  in 
the  reports  of  the  last  meeting  of  the 
city  council.  The  great  success  which 
attended  this  work  and  the  importance 
of  the  results  accomplished  prompts 
The  Herald  to  present  Capt.  Miller's  re- 
port in  full  to  the  people.  Following  is 
the  captain's  report  presented  to  the 
council: 

In  accordance  with  resolutions  passed 
by  your  honorable  body,  that  I  be  autho- 
rized to  proceed  to  Washington,  D.  C,  to 
represent  the  city  of  Duluth  in  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  our  city  before  the  de- 
partments of  the  national  government 
and  matters  of  legislation  affecting  the 
city  of  Duluth,  I  do  most  respectfully  re- 
port. I  arrived  in  Washington  on  Jan. 
20,  1892,  my  attention  since  having  been 
exclusively  taken  up  with  furthering  the 
interests  of  Duluth  in  relation  to  the  im- 
provement of  its  harbor  as  affected  by 
J>ending  legislation  and  incidentals  to 
ook  after  any  other  matters  in  Wash- 
ington which  might  result  in  benefit  to 
our  city. 

After  several  meetings  of  the  commit- 
tee on  rivers  and  harbors  of  the  house  of 
representatives  an     item   of  $80,000  to 
be  expended  upon  our    harbor    was  se- 
cured.   The  river  and  harbor  bill  was  re- 
ported to  the  house    of    representatives 
about  the   middle    of    May,    and  after 
many  days'  debate    was    finally    passed 
and  sent  to  the  senate.     There  it  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee    on    commerce 
where,  through  the  influence    of  Senator 
W.  D.  Washburn,  of  our  state,    a   mem- 
ber of  that  committee,  an  amendment  in 
the  sum  of  $45,000  was    added,    makmg 
the  total  appropriation    for   our    harbor 
$125,000,  $45,000  to  be  expended   above 
Grassy  Point,  or  so  much  thereof    as  the 
engmeer  in  charge  shall  deem  necessary. 
Senator    Washburn  suggested    to    Mr. 
Thompson  that  the  above  amount  could 
be  further  increased  in  the  committee  on 
commerce  to  $150,000.     Mr.  Thompson 
came   to   me  with   the  suggestion  and  I 
advised  him  not  to  load  the  bill  down,  as 
I   knew  the  Democrats  of  the  house  in 
their  efforts  to  keep  down  the  sum  of  ap- 
propriations below  the  total  of  the  "bil- 
lion   dollar    congress"  would    certainlv 
look  without  favor  on  the  project,  and  ft 
might  result  in  placing  the  entire  appro- 
priation in  jeopardy.    This    advice  was 
kmdly  accepted  and  adopted.    The  bill 
as    amended    in    committee  passed  the 
senate  and  was  sent  to  conference.  After 
several  meetings  of  the  conference  com- 
mittee,  without    agreement,  it    was   re- 
ported to  the  house  and  by   a  two-thirds 
vote    sent     back      to    conference,  the 
house     refusing    to    concur      in      sev- 
eral   amendments,    the    one    affecting 
Duluth   not  being    among  the    number. 
After  a  wrangle  covering   several  meet- 
mgs,    the  house    refusing  to    concur  or 
recede    from    its    position,    the    senate 
finally  agreed  to  strike  out  the  objection- 
able features,  whereupon  the  bill  passed 
both  houses,    was  enrolled  and    sent  to 
the  president  on  the  7th  of  July  and  by 
nim  sigiftd  on  the  following  Wednes- 
day. 

Life  Savinc  Service. 
Early  in  February  I  went  to  the  super- 
mtendent  of  the  life  saving  service,  Mr 
Kimball,  who  told  me    that    every  con- 
gress appropriated  $45,000  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  equipment  of  new  stations, 
but  in  the  Fifty-first  congress  a  bill  was 
passed  establishing  a  life   saving  station 
at    the    "Columbian      Exposition"    and 
as    no   two     stations    were     equipped 
alike  and  as  this    at  the  Columbian  ex- 
position   was    to    show  the  rest    of    the 
world  what  we  had,  it    would   be   neces- 
sary of  course  to  equip   the    new  station 
with  duplicates  of  all  the  appliances  in 
use  at  all  the  other  stations,  involving  a 
large  outlay,  therefore  all  the  money  ap- 
propriated for  the   establishment  of  new 
stations  would  be  used  for  that  purpose. 
In  other  words,  no  money    appropriated 
would  be  used  to  start  new  stations   un- 
til the  one  contemplated  for  the  Colum- 
bian     exposition    had      been    properly 
equipped.    But  Mr.  Kimball  told  me  if 
I  could  get  that  changed    and  a  special 
appropriation  made  for  the    Columbian 
exposition,  that    then    and    not  till  then 
could  we  get  our  life    saving  station    at 
Duluth.    With  this  grain  of    cold    com- 
fort I  set  about  to    see    what  could    be 
done. 

Through  Hon.  John  Lind   I   received 
an  introduction  to  Mr.  Cogswell,  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, an  influential  member  of  the 
house  committee  on  appropriations.    To 
him  I  stated  the  facts.    He  said  he  was 
with  me,  but  feared  that   his  influence 
would  avail  but  little  with    the   Demo- 
cratic majority  of  the  committee,  as  they 
seemed  bent  on  keeping  down  Uncle 
Sam's  expenditures  below  the  sum  ap- 
propriated by  the  "billion    dollar  con- 
gress,"   and   the  result  was  just  as  he 
anticipated,    for    we  could  do   nothing 
with  it  in  the  house  committee,  although 
I   exhausted    every  possible  method   I 
could  bring  to  my  aid.    I  had  one  move 
on  the  board  left  and  that  was    to  get 
the  appropriation  asked  for  attached  to 
the  sundry  civil  bill  in  the  senate,  when 
that  measure  should  come   up   for  con- 
sideration in  the  committee  on  appro- 
priations.    Then    it    was    that    I    went 
to  our    senator,    Cushman    K.    Davis, 
who  told  me  that  while  he  feared  failure 
in  the  undertaking,  yet  he   was  with  me 
and  would  cordially  respond   to  any  de- 
mand which  I  could  suggest  would  aid 
in  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  in 
view. 

Together  we  went  before  the  appro- 
priation committee  of  the  senate,  and 
Senator  Davis  explained  to  Senator 
Allison  of  Iowa,  the  chairman,  the  ob- 
ject of  our  call.  Mr.  Allison  did  not 
appear  to  be  very  favorably  impressed 
with  the  idea,  but  at  Senator  Davis'  re- 
quest heard  my  statement,  and  at  the 
end  remarked:  "This  is  of  far  more  im- 
portance than  I  thought  it  was."  He  then 


telegraphed  to  the  superintendent  of  lite 
saving  service  at  the  treasury  depart- 
ment, requesting  him  to  appear  before 
the  committee  at  once  and  the  result  is, 
to  make  a  long  story  short,  we  will  get 
our  life  saving  service. 

Light  House. 
In  furtherance  of    this  much-needed 
service  Hon.  John  Lind  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  light  house  appropriation 
bill,  appropriating  $1200  for  the  lighting 
of    Rice's   Point  channel.  Superior  bay. 
which  passed  the  house,  but    in  the  sen- 
ate committee  on  appropriations,  through 
the  manipulation  of  the  Wisconsin  dele- 
gation  headed    by  Senator  Sawyer,  the 
original   intention  of    the   appropriation 
was  diverted  by  changing  the  wording 
so  as  to   read  from   the  natural  entrv  to 
Connor's  Point.      With  all  my  watchful- 
ness   it   was   by    almost  an  accident  I 
learned  of    the    course   the    matter  was 
taking,  and  calling  to  my  aid  again  Sen- 
ator Davis  we  went  to  the  committee  on 
appropriations  of  the   senate,  where,  by 
his  superior  skill,  we  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing an  increase   in   the  amount  of  $2000. 
making  $3200,  which  covers  the  expense 
of  lighting  the  Rice's  Point  channel  and 
the  channel  in  St.  Louis  bay  from  Rice's 
Point   to   Grassy   Point,  as   well  as   the 
channel    from    the    entry    to    Connor's 
Point. 

Salaries  of  Local  Inspectors  of  Steam- 
boats. 
The  bill  for   the    equalization    of    the 
salaries  of  local  inspectors  of  steamboats 
is  in  a  fair  way  to  become  a  law.    Using 
such  influence  as  I    possessed    and    co- 
operating with  Gen.  Dumont,    who    was 
very  much  interested|in  the  success|of  the 
bill,  and  who  lost  no  opportunity    to  fur- 
ther its  passage,    it  was    finally    drawn 
from  the  hands  of    the    sab-committee, 
who  by  the  way  were  all   opposed   to  its 
consideration,  for  the  selfish  reason  that 
it  would  operate  against  their    own  sec- 
tions by  reducing  the    salaries   of    their 
personal  friepds,  although  it    might    do 
justice  to  other  persons   in    whom   they 
had  no  interest.     Under    the   provisions 
of  the  law  as  contemplated  our    inspect- 
ors will  be  increased    $300    a    year,  and 
right  here,  incidentally,  I    wish    to    say 
that  Gen.  Dumont,  in    speaking    of  our 
inspectors,     Messrs.      Monaghan     and 
Chalk,       knowing        that       I         had 
been    an    applicant      for      the      posi- 
tion of  inspector  of  hulls,  asked  me  what  I 
thought  of  them.     I  answered  that  I  con- 
sidered   them    the    equal  of  any  in  the 
service  and    could  not    be  duplicated  in 
our  end  of  the  lakes  anyhow.  He  agreed 
with  me  by  declaring  that  in  his  opinion 
I  had  covered  the  ground. 

Widening  the  Channel. 
On  the  2oth  inst..  in  company  with 
Senator  Davis  we  called  on  the  secre- 
tary of  war  and  the  chief  of  engineers, 
and  within  ten  minutes  we  had  the  assur- 
ance that  the  appropriation  for  widening 
the  channel  would  be  made  available 
immediately,  or  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
orders  can  be  issued. 

In  the  prosecution    of  th- duties    you 
had  delegated  me  to   pei  form,  I  was  ob- 
liged to  spend  many  days  in  attendance 
upon  the  various  heads  of  departments, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information 
to  use  when  appearing  before  the  differ- 
ent committees  of  congress.      I  also  em- 
ployed my  spare  moments  in    soliciting 
books  and  reports  for  the  use  of  the  Du- 
luth Public  library  and  our  High  school, 
as  well  as  for  some  of  our    citizens,  and 
in  this  labor  of  love  I   found    the   inesti- 
mable value  of  Senator  Davis'  influence, 
his  simple  request  meeting  with  univer- 
sal and  always  favorable  response.      In 
closing  this  report  of  my    work  for    our 
city  at  the  national    capitol    during    the 
past  half  year,  I  wish   to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  valuable  assistance  re- 
ceived by  me  from  Senator  C.  K.  Davis, 
to  whose  untiring  energy  and  persistent 
work    in    behalf    of  the  appropriations 
which  It  was  desired  to    secure,  a  large 
share  of  the  success    achieved  was  due 
and  without  whose  hearty  and   constant 
co-operation    I    fear    the    result  of  my 
labors  would  have  been  dubious.    I  wish 
also  to  add    that    Mr.  S.    A.Thompson 
has  also  been  of  very  material  assistance 
to  me  in  all  these  matters.

Chinese  immigra- 
tion     into      the 
United     States, 
Whether     rightly 
or  wrongly,  I  leave 
undecided.     It    is 
not    my  intention 
to  dwell  on   that 
^subject,      but 
rather,  if  possible, 
to     throw     some 
light  on  the  social 
and  private  life  of  John  Chinaman  which 
is  not  generally    known    to    the  avera"-e 
American.  "* 

Strange  as  it  may  sound,  there  is  no  other 
country  in  the  world  that  has  more  power- 
ful secret  societies  than  China.  Tiie  recent 
insurrection  against  foreigners  residing  in 
China  was  the  work  of  one  of  tlu-  mo.st 
powerful  of  these  societies,  namely  tlie  Ko- 
lao-Hwei (literally,  venerable  elder  broth- 
er). This  society  has  branches  all  over  the 
world.  Its  avowed  object  is  murder,  ex- 
tortion and  blind  mutual  protect  Idh'  in 
China  it  is  prohibited  by  part  2  <  liapter 
216  of  the  Chinese  penal  code.  Knowm  ac- 
tive membership  is  punished  by  death. 

This  society  is  not  only  the  sworn  enemy 
of  the  home  government,  but  it  is  also  the 
enemy  of  civilization,  all  social  institu- 
tions and  of  every  human  being  wlio  is  not 
a  Mongolian  and  weai-s  no  pigtail.  Not- 
withstanding the  Chinese  government  has 
made  the  greatest  efforts  to  stamp  it  out, 
the  secret  order  htis  grown  and  flourishecl 
for  nearly  three  centuries. 

Its  existence  in  far  oflF  China  is  of  little 
interest  to  Americans,'  but  when  it  is 
known  that  branches  of  this  soci.ty  hav^e 
been  recently  discovered  to  exist  ia  ban 
Francisco,  St.  Louis,  Cbif-ago  and  New 
York,  the  subject  becoii.e.s  nt.  nnc<- a  mut- 
ter of  the  keenest  interest  and  dcepe.st 
anxiety  to  the  general  public.  There  i.s 
indeed  little  cause  to  rejoice  over  t::e  fact 
that  criminals  fleeicg  from  justice  are  re- 
ceived, welcomed  and  protected  hy  the 
murderous  offshoots  (|f  a  deadly  stem". 

To  offend  against  a  member  of  tliis  so- 
ciety awakens  a  deadly  vendetta  on  the 
part  ct  all  his  brethren  in  crime,  w  hich 
does  not  rest  until  the  offender  has  been 
killed.  One  may  escape  the  dagger  of  the 
Camora,  the  stiletto  of  the  MuRix,  hv  put- 
ting a  few  thousand  miles  between  on<-s  attlf 
and  the  members  of  those  societies,  but  no 
man  has  yet  been  able  to  avoid  the  i.lomi- 
stained  weapons  of  the  Kolaos,  Only  a 
few  months  ago  some  light  was  thrown 
upon  the  inner  working  of  this  society  at 
Shanghai.  Two  Chinamen  wore  bnuirht 
up  in  the  mixed  court  charged  witi^  at- 
tempting to  extort  money  from  shopkeep- 
ers in  the  setdement.  The  case  presented 
ordinary  features,  and  the  only  curious 
circumstance  connected  with  it  was  t  at 
one  of  the  prisoners,  when  arrested,  .tt- 
tempted  to  .swallow  some  document  whi ::h 
he  had  concealed  on  his  person.  Upon  ex- 
amination it  was  found  that  the  document 
was  a  ticket  of  membership  of  the  notori- 
ous Kolao-Hwei  organization. 

Further  investigations  disclosed  tlie 
strange  fact  that  not  only  a  great  number 
of  small  military  and  civil  officials  ia 
southern  and  northern  China,  but  also  il 
mo.st  every  lettre  and  cooly  living  in  ti:e 
United  States,  Canada,  Cuba,  West  Indies. 
Central  and  South  America  and  Austra'  i 
belonged  to  it.  Originally  the  Kol.i  > 
Hwei  society  resembled  a  Masonic  societv. 
and  only  gradually  it  changed  its  nature 
so  as  to  embrace  all  kinds  of  illegal  and 
treasonable  acts. 

In  the  United  States  the  society  has  no 
political  signiiicance,  it  being  only  an  or- 
ganization of  highbinders.  But  there  is 
no  telling  what  it  might  have  devel  i; :  i 
into  by  this  time  had  it  not  been  for  <fhe 
vigorous  measures  of  the  Scott  act.  N,, 
American  organization  has  so  much  con 
trol  and  influence  over  its  members. 

When  the  first  colony  of  Chiuanien  .stt 
tied  in  the  United  States  they  form  .1 
charitable  institutions,  which  still  con 
tinue  and  which  are  known  at  all  iv>Ji<e 
headquarters  of  large  American  cities  as 
the  Chinese  Six  companies.  The  aim  of 
these  companies  was  to  help  their  mem- 
bers  in  their  various  callings,  and  al)  ,ve 
all  to  transfer  the  dead  bodies  back  10 
China.  The  officers  of  these  compan.-s 
are  leading  Chinese  merchants  in  San 
Francisco,  who  in  their  capacity  as  sim  h 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Kolao-H'vci 
society.  The  branch  of  the  latter  was  fi  r>t 
formed  by  lawless  individuals  who  would 
not  submit  to  the  discipline  of  one  of  tlie 
Six  companies.  Once  established  they  soon 
formed  connection  with  their  criminal  as 
sociatas  in  the  old  country. 

Hitherto  the  members  of  the  society  in 
this  country  have  claimed  to  be  Freema- 
sons, but  it  has  only  lately  been  detected 
that  they  are  leagued  together  for  mutual 
protection  in  crime. 

The  names  under  which  these  societies 
travel  are  of  course  spurious,  I  have 
asked  members  of  the  Chinese  colonies  of 
Xew  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  whetb-

due^  18  always  murdered.     As  a  rule  the 

me^Jw^r'  f  '^^  ^'•^"^^  designates  a 
member  for  that  purpose.  If  the  offender 
has  fled  to  another  town,  some  member  of 
the  lociety  m  that  place  is  intrusted  with 
the  execution  of  the  death  warrant.  Who- 
ever the  man  and  whatever  his  position 
may  be  once  on  the  black  list  he  is  doomed 
and  no  hope  is  left  for  his  escape.  Who 
can  tell  how  many  unfortunate  victims 
disappear  forever  in  the  large  cities  of  this 
country  through  the  agency  of  these  secret 
sociuties?  To  bring  a  Chinese  murderer  to 
just  ..ce  IS  almost  impossible  and  a  case 
great  rarity. 

In  conversation  which  I  had  recently 
with  Mr,  Shen  Woon,  the  Chinese  con- 
sul at  New  York,  through  Mr.  Lew 
the  vice  consul,  who  since  a  few 
days  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  L.  Wine 
that  official  said:  "Of  course  I  know  of 
this  society.  The  latest  rtots  in  China 
were  their  work.  In  my  country  the 
members  are  severely  punished  whenever 
we  can  prove  their  membership.  Unfor 
tunately  this  is  often  impossible,  I  am 
also  iware  that  the  society  has  spread  its 
arms  all  over  the  globe  under  assumed 
nam.js,  but  owing  to  the  peculiarities  of 
the  Asiatic  character  I  doubt  whether  any 
government  will  be  able  to  extirpate  it 
from  Its  territory." 

In  foreign  countries  the  Kolaos  are  only 
high  binders,   but  at  home  they  are  also 
rebels  against  the  present  dynasty.    It  is 
hard  to  prove  that  the  society  in  this  coun- 
try is  responsible  for  murders  committed 
by  Chinamen.     Yet  it  would  be  surprising 
indeed   if    they  were    not.     Many  readers 
will  undoubtedly  remember  the  fate  of 
that  unfortunate  Chinese  interpreter,  who 
assisted    in    convicting    some    Mongolian 
cnmmals  in  St,  Louis  a  few  years  ago. 
After  his  return  to  San  Francisco  the  ill 
fated  fellow,  who  had  done  nothing  but 
his  duty  toward  his  adopted  country,  was 
murdered  on  leaving  the  railroad  station. 
So  far  as  I  remember  the  name  of  the  sup 
posed  murderer  was  Ah  Lung.    The  police 
were  certain  that  he  was  the  man,  yet  it 
was  impossible  to  .secure  his  conviction  on 
the  CAidence  available.

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In  the  last  issue  of  the  Iron  Trade  Re- 
view, of  Cleveland,  there    appeared    an 
article  prepared  by  Horace  V.  Winchell, 
assistant  state  geologist    of    Minnesota, 
which  is  confirmation  of  the  claims  made 
by  the  more    conservative    Mesaba    in- 
vesvors,  as  to  the  cheapness    of    getting 
out  )ore  on    the    new  ranc^e.    Even    the 
Irori  Trade  Review,  which  was    at    first 
ral^her  skeptical    regarding    the    claims 
mjade    as     to   the  low    cost    of  mining 
the  great   Mesaba    is    compelled    to 
lake    the    following     admission,    after 

reading  the  statements  of    such  a    com- 
etent  authority  as  Professor    Winchell: 
Some  of  the   statements    Mr.  Winchell 
Jmakes  will,  no  doubt,  be  a    revelation  to 
■nany  of  our  readers    who    have    grown 
Jinto  the    habit   of    discounting    Mesaba 
Hiterature,  on  account  of  the  extravagant 
\  claims  of  men  new  to  iron    mining.    As 
i  the  work  progresses,  the  cost  of    mining 
on  the  Mesaba,  as  on   other   ranges,  will 
kicrease,  but  today  it  is,  to  the  extent  of 
its  output,  a  coriipetitor  of  other   ranges. 
It  is  able,  as  they  are    not,    to    take  the 
market  as  it  finds  it  today    and    thrive 
under  conditions  that  on    other    proper- 
ties are  calling  for  shut  downs  and  wage 
reductions."      Following    is      Professor 
Winchell's  article  in  full: 

New  iron  ranges  have  a  hard  struggle 
to  introduce  themselves  in  the  mining 
world.  When  told  of  the  recent  dis- 
covery of  large  deposits  of  iron  ore  on 
the  Mesaba  range  in  Minnesota,  the 
average  mine  operator  of  other  districts 
is  apt  to  become  irritable  and  to  ex- 
claim: "Nonsense,  there  is  nothing  in 
it-  No  ore  worth  mining  has  been  found 
there,  and  even  if  there  were,  what  in- 
ducements would  there  be  to  open  up 
new  mines  when  those  already  ecjuipped 
>can  not  be  operated  at  a  profit  with  the 
/present  market  price  of  ore?"  The 
/  over-production  of  the  old  ranges,  the 
new  influx  of  ore  expected  from  Cuba, 
and  the  consequent  unsatisfactdry  con- 
dition of  the  ore  market  are  all  pointed 
to  as  proofs  that  no  new  iron  range  can 
be  discovered  and  opened  up  at  present. 

It/is  just  possible,  however,  that  there 
is  aimistake  somewhere.  There  may  be 
cojiditions  on  the  Mesaba  which  will  en- 
able it  to  produce  ore  equal  to  certain 
es^-ablished  grades  at  a  lower  price  than 

obtained   at   present  and  still    make 

ney.  The  most  important  feature  of 
Mesaba,  in  view  or. its  distance  from

few  estimates  will  make  this  clear. 

Old  methods  and  oia  calculations  wilT 
not  answer  on  this  range.  Soft  ore, 
large  areas  near  the  surface  and  hori- 
zontal deposits  are  not  to  be  bandied  by 
deep  shafts,  air  compressors,  timbering 
anii  costly  pumps.  It  is  the  exception 
tojfind  the  ore  covered  by  ro;k,  ana  it  is 
unJusual  to  find  more  than  50  feet  of 
glacial  drift  lying  on  it.  It  is  not  to  be 
posed    that    there    will    be    only    a 

gle  method  of  mining  here.      Di^er- 

t  men  will  have    different    ideas    and 
Properties  will  present    different    prob 
eras,  but  it  is  plain  that 
mines  will  be  worked  as 
t  the  surface  stripped  off. 
>       Estimates  of  the  cost  of  moving  earth, 
/  sand,  clay,  gravel  and  boulders    can   be 
obtained  from    any  railroad    contractor. 
The  cost  per  cubic  yard  varies  from  6  to 
40  cents,  according  to    the  material   and 
the  facilities  tor  removing    it.    With    a 
railroad  at  hand  a  steam    shovel  will  re- 
move ordinary  sand  and    gravel    for    6 
Cents  a  yard.     By    hand    work,   without 
railroad  facilities,  it  will    cost  from  25  to 
o  cents  per  yard. 

When  the  surface  is  stripped  off,  the 
lore  is  found  in  flat  deposits  covering 
(twenty  or  s'xty  more  acres,  and  from 
i  twenty  to  ninety  feet  thick.  Test  pits 
are  sunk  in  places  117  feet  deep  by  pick 
and  shovel,  without  a  single  drill  hole  or 
blast  of  powder.  In  other  spots  there 
may  be  twenty  or  thirty  feet  in  a  pit 
which  is  too  hard  to  pick.  This  can  be 
thrown  down  in  large  quantities  when 
i  there  is  onre  a  face  on  it,  and  can  then 
be  loaded  by  hand  or  steam  shovel. 
Where  no  blasting  is  required,  the  ex- 
pense of  loading  cars  by  hand  labor  will 
not  exceed  25  cents  per  ton;  by  steam 
shovel  it  may  reach  10  cents.  Where 
tl^e  ore  is  hard  enough  to  blast,  the  ex- 
pense of  excavating  and  loading  on  cars 
rpay  reach  40  cents.  It  is  not  necessary 
%o  reckon  into  our  calculation  any  inter- 
est on  a  large  investment,  for  that  is  cov- 
ered by  royalty.  No  expensive  plant  is 
depreciating  on  our  hands.  Fewer  dam- 
age suits  arise  from  injuries  received,  be- 
cause our  men  work  by  daylight. 

Let  us  now  make  a  theoretical  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  mining  ore  on  almost 
any  property  on  the  Mesaba  which  has 
been  developed  enough  to  show  the 
depth  of  the  ore  and  amount  of  strip- 
ping. One  cubic  yard  ot  ore  weighs 
,  about  two  and  one  half  tons.  One  yard 
/  of  earth  about  one  ton.  The  average 
^  depth  of  ore  so  far  revealed  on  several 
properties  is  70  feet  and  the  surface  35 
feet.  In  other  places  the  ore  is  60  or 
even  80  feet  and  the  surface  only  20. 
But  for  the  sake  of  estimation  let  us  con- 
sider the  ore  twice  as  thick  as  the  sur- 
face. There  are  then  two  cubic  yards 
'  of  ore  for  each  cubic  yard  of  surface. 
But  as  each  yard  of  ore  weighs  two  and 
one-half  tons,  there  are  five  tons  of  ore 
for  each  yard  of  surface  and  if  the  strip- 
ping costs  the  maximum  of  40  cents  per 
yard  the  cost  of  each  ton  of  ore  is  8 
cents.  At  the  minimum  of  6  cents  per 
yard  for  stripping,  the  expense  is  only 
1  and  1-5  cents  per  ton. 

When  the  surface  is  removed  the  ore 
is  practically  in  a  huge  stockpile,  con- 
taining in  some  instances  several  million 
tons.  At  the  maximum  cost  of  mining 
this  by  hand  and  in  hard  ore  the  cost  of 
stripping  and  placing  ore  on  cars  is  48 
cents  per  ton.  The  minimum  cost  at  the 
figures  given  above  is  11  1-5  cents.  The 
average  is  about  29^  cents.  But  as 
'  there  is  more  soft  ore  than  hard,  the 
!  average  may  be  expected  to  be  about  25 


the  most  of  the 
open  pits,  with 


cents.  The  cost  of  timbering  alone  in 
many  mines  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake 
Superior  exceeds  the  total  cost  of  min- 
ing millions  of  tons  of  ore  on  the  Mes- 
aba. 

One  word  as  to  the  quality  of  Mesaba 
ore.  Some  weeks  ago  I  announced  in 
the  -  Iron  Trade  Review,  in  the  face  of 
considerable  criticism  and  skepticism 
that  it  would  average  60  per  cent,  metal- 
lic iron  and  come  within  the  Bessemer 
limit.  Recent  developments  have  shown 
that  the  ore  improves  in  depth  and  is 
better,  also,  farther  away  from  the  green 
schist  ridges  than  the  first  pits  were  lo- 
cated. 1  now  aftirm  that  Mesaba  ore 
will  average  better  than  63  per  cent, 
metallic  iron  and  be  well  within  the  Bes- 
semer limit.  I  am  also  prepared  to 
state  that  there  will  be  grades  of  ore 
sent  from  this  range  in  large  quantity 
which  are  not  excelled  by  the  Minne- 
sota, Castile  or  Lake  Angeline. 

In  the  face  of  such   a   state  of   affairs 
the  Question  seems  to  be  not  "How 
the  Mesaba   succeed  ?"   but   "How 
other  ranges  survive  ?"

HON.  D.  B.  SEARLE. 


Brief  Sketch  of  the  Life  of  the  Sixth 
District  Republican  Candidate. 
Judge  D.  B.  Searle  was  born  in  Franlin- 

ville,  N.  Y.,  fifty-two  years  ago  June  4, 
last.  He  received  a  common  school 
education  in  his  native  town  and  then 
enlisted  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  with 


the  64th  New  York  in  1861.  He  served 
two  years  in  active  service  as  a  private, 
and  was  engaged  m  several  battles. 
After  coming  out  of  the  service  of  his 
country  Judge  Searle  studied  law  and 
graduated  from  the  Columbian  college 
of  law,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1863, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States.  From  1863  to  1871 
Mr.  Searle  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  war 
department. 

In  1 871  he  moved  to  St.  Cloud  and 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion. He  has  been  a  resident  of  that 
place  ever  since.  He  was  honored  with 
the  city  attorneyship  of  St.  Cloud  for  six 
years,  was  county  attorney  of  Stearns 
county  tor  two  years;  he  was  elected  by 
a  majority  of  over  1,100  in  that  Demo- 
cratic stronghold.  He  was  appointed 
United  States  district  attorney  by  Presi- 
dent Arthur,  serving  throughout  Arthur's 
culminietration  and  part  of  Cleveland's, 
resigning  to  make  room  for  his  Demo- 
cratic successor. 

In  October,  1887,  he  was  appointed 
district  jiidge  of  the  Seventh  judicial  dis- 
trict and  in  1888  was  unanimously  elected 
by  both  parties  to  succeed  himself  on 
the  bench  and  has  ever  since  held  this 
office.  In  1875  Judge  Searle  was  united 
in  marriage  at  St.  Cloud  with  Miss  Clarke, 
niece  of  Hon.  N.  P.  Clarke  of  St.  Cloud. 
He  has  been  identified  with  the  business 
interests  of  St.  Cloud  ever  since  he 
located  there,  and  besides  attending  to  the 
duties  of  his  profession  is  engaged  quite 
extensively  in  far^ning  operations.  Next 
to  being  a  resident  of  Duluth  he  is 
largely  interested  in  the  iron  mines  on 
the  Meseba  range.

FURNACES  FOB  LEaiN  UKKS. 

A  Coke  Pig  Iron  Industry  Must  Be 
Established  Here. 
The  building  up  of  a  coke  pig  iron  in- 
dustry in  the  Lake  Superior  region 
seems  only  a  matter  of  a  few  years,  says 
the  Iron  Trade  Review.    That  this  will 

be  at  the  expense  of  some  other  district 
now  an  active  producer  of  coke  iron,  is 
plain,  from  the  fact  there  is  already  25 
per  cent,  more  coke  capacity  active  or 
in  shape  to  be  made  active  at  any  time, 
than  consumption  calls  for.  The  Re- 
view quotes  John  Birkinbine's  observa- 
tions on  this  question,  which  were  re- 
cently published  in  The  Herald,  and 
adds: 

"Mesaba  ores  that  are  below  60  in 
iron,  and  carrying  too  great  a  percent- 
age of  phosphorus  to  warrant  shipment, 
will  no  doubt  be  available  at  very  low 
prices,  for  furnaces  at  Duluth.  Mining 
to.wns  that  have  reasonable  freight  rates 
to  Escanaba  could  consume  their  loan 
ores  by  starting  furnaces,  and  find  ac- 
cess at  low  transportation  cost,  to  the 
Chicago  market.  Then  would  come  tne 
tug  of  war  with  the  cheap  Southern 
irons  that  have  been  for  months  active 
demoralizing  agents  in  that  market."

A  Crew  of  Surveyors  Going  Over  the 
Cincinnati  Property. 
Some  time  ago  a  survey  of  the  Biwa- 
bik  property  was  made  and  it  was 
claimed  that  about  seventy-nine  feet  of 
valuable  property  was  taken  off  the  west 

side  of  the  Cincinnati  mine  and  add(.d 
to  the  Biwabik  by  this  survey.  As  a 
consequence  of  this  report  the  stock  of 
the  Cincinnati  immediately  took  a  hi-- 
drop,  as  the  property  along  this  line  is 
exceedingly  valuable.  Recently  the 
Cincinnati  was  leased  to  Messrs.  Bates 
and  Barbour,  representing  Henry  W. 
Oliver,  Jr.,  of  Pittsburg.  The  company 
declared  a  dividend  of  20  cents  per 
share,  and  in  three  days  last  week  Cin- 
cinnati stock  rose  from  $1.40  to  $3  per 
share  with  fair  indications  of  further  au- 
vance. 

That  boundary  line  dispute,  however, 
says  the  Mesaba  Range,  is  a  serious 
drawback,  and  in  order  to  procure  an 
opinion  of  their  own  on  the  subject  the 
Cincinnati  people  have  ordered  a  new 
survey.  A.  McMillan,  of  Duluth,  will 
do  the  work  and  he  arrived  at  Mesaba 
last  Tuesday  evening  with  a  crew  of 
men  for  that  purpose. 

The  Cincinnati  stockholders  are  con- 
fident that  there  is  an  error  in  the  Bi- 
wabik survey,  and  if  so  they  are  natur- 
ally anxious  to  have  it  righted.

LAKE  FREIGHT  MATTERS. 

Iron  Trade  Conditious  Forbid  a  Boom 
in  Fail  Freights. 

Some  figures  regarding  stocks  of  pig 
iron  in  the  countr)'  on  July  i,  as  com- 
piled by  the  Western  Association  of  Pig 
Iron  Dealers,  have  been  made  public, 
and  although  a  reduction  of  stocks  of 
coke  iron  during  June  over  9,000  tons  is 
reported,  says  the  Marine  Review,  the 
market  can  hardly  of  be  said  to  show  any 
improvement,  as  prices  are  still  at  the 
lowest  range  tor  some  time  past,  and  the 
shutting  down  of  mills  consuming  iron, 
while  the  furnaces  keep  on  producing, 
will  have  a  tendency  to  make  an  in- 
crease for  the  present  month. 

A  continuance  of  present  conditions  in 
the  iron  trade  is,  therefore,  a  bar  to  any 
boom  in  fall  freights,  but  the  movement 
of  grain  ajid  coal  continues  sufficiently 
large  to  cause  sligh :  advances  instead  of 
a  decline  in  the  general  lake  freight 
market.  On  this  account  iron  ore  ship- 
pers have  not  moved  more  than  75  per 
cent,  of  the  ore  that  would  have  been 
brought  to  Lake  Erie  ports  if  freight 
had  been  lower. 

Soft  coal  shipments  to  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  were  restricted  a  little 
early  in  the  week,  but  the  supply  is 
again  increased  somewhat  and  there  is 
still  every  assurance  that  the  coal  move- 
ment throughout  the  season  will  give 
vessels  more  than  the  usual  share  of  em- 
ployment derived  from  that  trade." 
Freights  on  both  hard  and  soft  are 
strong  at  the  rates  that  have  ruled  for 
more  than  a  month  past.  Iron  ore 
freights  are  $1.15  from  Two  Harbors 
and  Ashland  to  Ohio  ports;  $1.10  from 
the  same  ports  to  South  Chicago;  $1.00 
from  Marquette  to  Ohio  ports  and  75 
cents  from  Escanaba  to  Ohio  ports.

I  thought  that 
two  feet  would  hardly  be  stifficient  for 
our  family,  several  members  of  which 
tise  water  exclusively  as  a  tonic,  so  I  got 
another  man  to  put  in  a  final  blast. 

This  blast  was  ill  advised,  as  it  cracke«< 
open  the  bottom  of  the  well  and  let  out 
the  two  feet  and  ten  inches  of  water 
which  had  been  put  in  there  on  the  night 
of  the  7th  inst.  It  is  low  enough  to  salt 
a  gold  mine,  but  the  man  who  will  carry 
water  from  the  "branch"  all  night  to 
salt  the  well  of  a  kind  hearted  northern 
invalid  who  is  willing  to  let  bygones  be 
bygones  and  ready  to  let  the  dead  past 
do  its  own  undertaking  is  not  going  to 
encourage  cobwebs  on  the  mouths  of 
your  cannon  the  way  I  feel  like  doing. 

1  did  not  murmur  when  1  found  that 
in  charging  two^oUars  per  foot  the  well 
digger  meant  two  dollars  per  foot  down 
and  two  dollars  up,  or  two  dollars  for 
digging  and  two  dollars  for  stowing.

Even  "^V*^  I   foTind  that  the  well  at 
the  denth  of  100  teet  iiaKi  tapered  so  fatit 


that  it  was  merely  a  Ifrtle  tevensu  pomt 
fn  the  thirsty  bowels  of  the  earth  I  did 
uot  murmur.  Even  when  1  found  that 
I  had  11.000  yards  of  earth  piled  up  at 
f  lie  mouth  of  the  weU  on  top  of  my 
^rrawber^y  bed  1  did  not  si>eak  bitterly 
or  refer  with  acrimony  to  the  wooden 
cannon  which  were  so  placed  as  to  keep 
McClellan  falling  back  to  the  Arlington 
hote-l  in  Washington  every  evening  for 
weeks.  I  did  not  rake  up  old  person- 
alities even  when  I  went  down  once  to 
see  the  well  and  the  hands  at  the  wind- 
lass went  to  Asheville  to  spend  a  gala 
week,  leaving  me  to  enjoy  the  glorious 
scenery  known  as  the  Land  of  the  Sky. 
But  1  say  that  we  should  not  earpect  to 
wreak  the  vengeance  of  a  century  upon 
or  collect  the  consequential  damages  of 
four  years  of  hard  fought  and  calamitous 
war  from  a  peaceable  man  who  has  been 
already  ''picked  on"  by  the  so  called 
artists  of  the  United  States  till  he  does 
not  dare  to  unveil  himself  in  public  till 
after  twilight. 

I  do  not  come  before  the  public  asking 
for  300  F*inkerton  men  to  protect  me  at 
the  cost  of  their  lives.  My  grounds  are 
free  to  those  who  wish  to  come  and 
gambol  on  them,  and  no  armed  force 
will  be  invoked  to  keep  the  peace  on  my 
plantation.  I  only  ask  that  no  one  will 
refer  to  this  well  until  I  am  more  calm. 
In  the  meantime  I  have  a  large,  beauti- 
ful, geared  windmill  for  sale.  I  bought 
the  windmill  feeling  certain  that  here, 
where  the  rain  only  pauses  to  spit  on  its 
hands  and  get  abetter  hold,  water  would 
be  plenty  even  if  we  had  to  catch  it  in  the 
well  in  the  siiape  of  rain,  but  my  well  is 
now  the  onh-  drj-  place  in  North  Carolina. 
To  my  other  duties  I  have  to  add  now 
that  of  sprinkling  the  well.  That  is  not 
all.  After  three  or  four  months  watch- 
ing the  growth  of  a  well  you  get  at- 
tacihed  to  it.  You  cannot  bear  to  see  it 
Buffer  and  toss  about  and  hear  it  cry  for 
water.  A  typhoid  well  with  nothing  in 
it  but  a  shortage  and  a  dead  kitten  of 
the  pole  variety  is  cme  of  the  saddest 
sights  I  ever  listened  to. 

Before  I  dug  the  well  a  man  c^me  to 
me  claiming  to  be  a  water  witch.  He 
claim«?d  to  have  the  gift  of  discovering 
the  location  of  a  vein  of  water  by 
means  of  a  hazel  wand  or  crot<rh.  For 
two  dollars  he  would  have  shown  me 
wi)ere  the  water  could  be  easily  reached, 
but  I  lacked  faith.  Coming  from  New 
York.  1  was  checked  up  pretty  high,  and 
I  claimed  to  know  as  much  of  metro- 
politan life  as  Dr.  Parkhurst,  also  a 
good  many  other  things;  so  I  pooh 
poohed  the  water  witch  and  went  my 
way.    I  lacked  faith. 

Faith  is  necessary  in  the  affairs  of  this 
life  as  well  as  those  of  a  future  state. 
Faith  has  done  much  to  advance  the 
cause  of  progress  and  human  advance- 
ment and  progression.  Progress  and 
advancement  must  naturally  go  hand  in 
hand.  Faith  has  done  much  to  advance 
progress  and  to  give  progression  to  ad- 
vancement (sic). 

Faith  in  a  physician  has  done  much  to 
advance  the  cause  of  medicine,  for  in- 
stance^ A  neighbor  of  mine  here,  through 
faith  in  his  doctor,  made  the  discovery 
that  it  was  the  capsule  and  not  the  con- 
tents which  cured  him.  One  day  the 
doctor  had  the  capstiles  with  him  but 
Bone  of  the  filling,  and  so  he  adminis- 
tered the  capstile.  It  did  the  patient  so 
much  good  that  now  he  often  uses  the 
cap.T'.ile  by  itself  with  gratifying  results. 
Last  spring  a  man  in  Buncombe  county 
was  taken  sick  with  a  sort  of  misery  in 
his  side  and  a  rising  in  his  head.  The 
doctor  was  sent  for  and  decided  to  take 
the  temperatuTf  of  the  invalid;  so  he 
wiped  his  thermometer  on  the  knee  of 
his  tro.isers  ar^d  put  it  under  the  tongue 
of  the  sick  man.  It  remained  there  ten 
minutes.  Those  who  have  given  them- 
selves up  to  the  gastronomic  delights  of 
a  fifteen  cent  thermometer  that  has  l>een 
through  a  long  fhosi»ital  practice  will 
agree  that  it  gives  one  the  gay  look  of  a 
man  who  has  just  swallowed  a  soft  shell 
ostrich  egg  or  a  wet  umbrella.

«We  or  irresponsible  flirt.  She  really 
OTBDnot  help  what  she  does  any  more 
Iferan  certain  sorts  of  flowers  can  help 
vxnding  a  gummy  sweet,  which  at 
•«ice  attracts  and  enchains  the  insects 
always  hovering  alxHit  them.  She  is  so 
•oufitituted  physically  that  her  eyes,  her 
Hnile,  her  voice,  her  figure,  her  motion 
and  her  repose  exercise  a  powerful  fas- 
•ination  upon  the  beholder,  and  if  it  is 
a  man  they  arouse  in  him  that  personal 
idterest.  that  instinct  of  pursuit,  that 
4eezre  to  attract  notice  to  himself  which 
almost  every  man  feels  toward  almost 
•T«r>'  woman  with  any  claim  to  youth 
ar  beauty  or  t-harm  of  any  son. 

Bat  this  power  of  physical  fascination 
w  only  the  ^rst  part  of  the  armory  of 
the  unconscious  flirt.  The  victim  thus 
^tracte<£  by  this  primary  power  is  se- 
boiand  hand  and  foot,  and  some- 


aud  smiled  and  murmured  soft  assents 
In  the  right  place. 

This  kind  of  a  flirt  1,  for  one,  admire, 
and  at  the  same  time  sincerely  pity. 
She  can't  help  b«ing  what  she  is,  and 
she  is  altogether  charming  in  being  it. 
so  that,  although  one  feels  quite  sure  of 
being  forgotten  the  moment  one  is  out 
of  sight,  it  is  very  delightful  to  bawk  in 
the  sunshine  for  the  moment.  1  pity 
her,  too,  because  so  few  persons  under- 
stand her  and  almost  everybody  blames 
her  for  being  the  flirt  she  really  cannot 
help  being.  As  well  blame  a  humming 
bird  for  not  being  a  barnyard  fowl  and 
laying  good,  useful  eggs.  Me.  I  prefer 
humming  birds  to  poultry— at  least 
sometimes. 

In  distinction  to  the  unconscious  flirt 
we  have  the  scientific  flirt.  She  by  no 
means  practices  her  little  arts  because 
she  can't  help  it,  but  lays  her  plans  and 
studies  her  tactics  as  seriously  as  Napo- 
leon or  Wellington  ever  did.  She  flirts 
just  as  men  go  gunning  or  fishing,  be- 
cause they  enjoy  the  sport  of  stalking 
their  game  or  playing  their  trout,  and 
when  the  deer  is  killed  or  the  fish  landed 
it  immediately  becomes  lost  to  interest 
and  the  sportsman  is  absorbed  in  look- 
ing out  for  the  next  prize. 

The  scientific  flirt  does  not  beam  upon 
every  comer  as  the  unconscious  fliit 
does— she  selects  her  subject  with  skill 
and  care.  A  man  must  havethe  power  of 
amusing  her;  he  must  havo  (juickness 
of  comprehension  aud  the  c;ii>acity  of 
sufleriug  and  of  feeling  to  make  it 
worth  her  while  to  tlimwa  hook  and 
bait  in  his  direction.  (Irtat  stupid  fel- 
lows, or  men  filled  v.ith  an  a))8orbing 
love  ol  some  profession  or  of  a^t  or  of 
their  own  selves,  are  (initf  uninteresting 
to  the  scientific  flirt.  To  carry  our 
simile  a  little  farther,  tht-y  are  not 
'•jiHme  fibh."  aud  she  nears  them  with 
su]K-rcilious indiffenuce or  good  natured 
contempt.  She  likes  a  man  who  will 
tilt  with  her,  break  a  bpefir  in  his  own 
defense,  but  tinally  succnmb  io  her  su- 
perior jivow  ess:  she  likes,  of  .ill  things, 
lo  see  liim  try  to  persuade  himself  that 
he  likes  some  other  woman  better  than 
he  does  her,  and  to  calmly  swoop  down 
and  bear  him  away. 

But  perhaps  this  swooping  operatioTi 
belongs  more  exclusively  to  a  class  of 
exi)erts  who  may  fairly  be  ranked  as 
predatory  flirts.  This  class  cares  very 
little  for  any  man  not  already  appropri- 
ated by  another  woman.  They  like 
young  married  men,  or  men  engaged-  to 
be  married,  and  it  is  with  an  unholy  joy 
tlial  they  survey  the  conscientious  strug- 
gles their  victims  often  make  in  tlie  be- 
ginning. I  was  interested  once  in  watch- 
ing the  progress  of  such  an  affair,  which 
ran  its  course  literally  under  my  eyes  at 
a  fashionable  summer  hotel  in  Switzer- 
land. 

The  flirt  was  a  woman  of  singular 
charm  of  manner  aud  voice;  not  es- 
pecially handsome,  but  with  great  gray 
eyes,  which  she  niauiiged  to  perf«;tion, 
and  a  cloud  of  soft  dead  gold  hair,  out 
of  which  she  looked  upon  the  world  with 
innocent  suqirise  and  inquiry.  The  sub- 
ject was  an  English  army  officer,  and  as 
tine  looking  a  fellow  as  I  ever  saw,  but 
awfully  spoiled  by  flatter}'.  The  bride 
was  a  nice  little  person  with  eoymnon- 
place  written  all  over  her  pretty  little 
face  and  figure  and  her  highly  respect- 
able English  toilets.  They  sat  opposite 
each  other  at  the  table  d'hote,  where  I 
also  took  my  dinner  for  the  sake  of 
studying  the  company. 

My  seat  was  next  to  the  bride  and  my 
attention  was  at  first  attracted  to  the 
sport  by  perceiving  her  disturbaiK-e— in 
fact,  if  the  expression  is  not  t<jo  coarse, 
1  could  not  but  perceive  that  she  was 
"s<iuirming"  in  a  maimer  suggestive  of 
some  unseen  but  vicious  little  enemy 
such  as  are  the  constant  danger  of  trav- 
elers in  Europe,  It  was  not  long,  how- 
ever, before  I  perceived  that  the  poor 
little  bride's  a^sa^ilant  was  flirt,  and  not 
flea,  aud  I  sympathized  with  her  all 
the  more  sincerely  that  her  troubles  in- 
volved no  danger  to  myself. 

It  was  really  an  artistic  study  to 
watch  the  procee<lings  of  the  next  few 
days;  the  growing  annoyance  and  ter- 
ror qf  the  bride;  the  flounderings  and 
plungings  of  the  victim  betore  he  fairly 
swallowed  the  hook,  and  his  perfect  in- 
fatuation and  d(x;ility  when  he  had  done 
so;  also  the  cynical  interest  with  which 
the  flirt's  father,  a  very  wifcked  old 
gentleman,  aa  I  should  judge,  watched 
his  daughter's  maneuvers.  As  for  the 
flirt  herself,  1  feel  deeply  indebted  to 
her  for  the  insight  she  afforded  me  into 
the  science  of  her  favorite  amusement. 
1  never  saw  any  flirting  done  so  me- 
thodically, so  calmly  and  so  unrelent- 
ingly. 1  don't  think  the  girl  herself 
was  in  the  least  moved  either  to  fancy 
the  man  or  pity  the  woman  or  care  for 
the  consequences  to  either;  she  simply 
pursued  her  amusement  with  just  the 
dispassionate  and  educated  interest  with 
which  the  angler  lands  hi«  trout  or  the 
entomologist  nets  and  pins  his  butterfly. 

But  just  before  we  were  to  leave  Lu- 
cerne I  took  occasion  to  suggest  to  the 
bride  that  it  was  a  pity  her  father  and 
mother  should  not  have  a  peep  at  the 
lakes  during  this  lovely  weather,  and 
that  if  I  were  in  her  place  I  should 
write  and  urge  them  to  join  herself  and 
her  husband  at  once. 

Poor  child!  She  flushed  rosy  red  and 
glanced  at  me  with  a  big  interrogation 
mark  in  each  eye,  but  I  only  laughed 
And  kissed  her  goodby. 

Another  variety  is  the  infantile  flirt— 
the  young  woman  who  carries  the  in- 
genue business  to  its  bitter  end  and 
thrusts  her  baby  hands  into  men's  heart- 
strings as  ruthlessly  as  a  veritable  in- 


lant  would  make.taiters  of  the  priceless 
lace  vestments  of  the  pope'himiself 

The  ingenue  business  belongs  to  that 
school  of  superb-cunning  advocated  bv 
Edgar  Poe  in  his  story  of  "The  Pur- 
h)ined  Letter,"  where  the  apparent  .ab- 
sence of  all  guile  is  the  very  es-sence  of 
deep  diplomacy.  Nothing  can  be  more 
effective  if  it  is  conK(;ientiou8ly  done 
and  artistically  carried  out,  and  the  In- 
fantile flirt  is  one  of  the  most  siKoessful 
practitioners  of  her  j^ecnliar  art.  It 
might  be  tiupposed  that  metljods  so 
simple  as  hers  would  have  b(>«.n  fath- 
omed and  exposed  long  since,  hut  the 
truth  remains  that  each  successivegene- 

uiui  just 
vious  one, 
and  that  no  man  ever  allows  himself  U>  be 
warned  either  by  tlie  experience  of  hifc 
predecessors  or  the  voices  of  the  wouieu 
belonging  to  him,  although  they  eagerly 
seek  to  betray  the  little  artifices  and 
pretenses  of  the  infantile  flirt.  The 
great  trouble  with  most  men  is  that  thev 
think  themselves  so  wise  already  that 
they  decline  to  listen  to  the  words  of 
wisdom  from  those  who  know  more  than 
they  do. 

Beyond  thesse  three  great  classes  there 
ai"e  several  otliers  and  a  great  many  of 
what  may  be  styled  eclectic  pra<:tition- 
ers;  flirts  who  pursue  all  methods,  as  oc- 
casion serves;  flirts  who,  chameleonlike, 
adapt  themselves  to  their  subjt<ct,  be- 
come {fll  things  to  all  men,  and  so  win 
all,  or  nearly  all.  Then  there  are  flirts 
so  omnivorous  that  they  will  ffirt  with 
women  as  well  as  men,  and  cannot  Iw 
content  without  attractkig  the  personal 
interest  of  every  human  being  who  ap- 
proaches them.

COPPER  IN  AGES  PAST. 


Isle  Royale  Mines  W^orked  by  Indians 
Before  Columbus  Landed. 

An  expedition  sent  out  by  the  bureau 
of  ethnology  for  the  purpose  ot  making 
collections  to  illustrate  aboriginal  quar- 
rying and  mining  at  the  Columbian  ex- 
position, has  just  returned  to  Washing- 
ton with  a  remarkable  and  most  inter- 
esting assemblage  of  objects  secured, 
says  Rene  Bache  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Boston  Transcript.  Prof.  Holmes  vis- 
ited the  wonderful  prehistoric  copper 
mines  of  Isle  Royale,  in  the  northern 
part  of  Lake  Superior.  These  were 
worked  long  before  Columbus  was  born, 
by  the  Indians,  who  procured  from  them 
metal  for  their  implements  and  orna- 
ments. The  copper  occurs  there  m 
masses  of  the  pure  or  "native"  metal, 
embedded  in  the  volcanic  rocks,  and  the 
primitive  miners  were  accustomed  to 
dig  it  out  with  no  better  tools  than  stone 
sledges. 

Although  the  island  is  not  adapted  for 
human  habitation,  tribes  from  all  the 
surrounding  country  gathered  there  in 
ancient  times  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing the  precious  material.  In  order  to 
find  it  a  great  deal  of  "prospecting"  had 
to  be  done,  and  thus  the  surface  of  the 
hills  today  are  everywhere  found  covered 
with  old  pits  and  trenches,  partly  filled 
up  and  overgrown  with  pine  forests.  In 
these  ancient  holes  are  discovered  num- 
erous stone  implements  which  bear  the 
marks  of  use  as  mining  tools.  So  thickly 
are  such  rude  tools  scattered  about  that 
not  less  than  50,000  of  them  are  to  be 
seen  on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  afford- 
ing an  illustration  of  the  work  that  was 
carried  on. 

The  copper  was  sometimes  found  in 
masses  so  big  that  they  could  not  be  re- 
moved, and  i^ny  such  gigantic  nug- 
gets of  pure  metal  have  since  furnished 
bonanzas  to  the  whites,  who  for  years 
made  a  business  of  exploring  the  old 
workings  in  search  of  them.  One  nug- 
get weighed  12,000  pounds,  and,  because 
it  was  not  practicable  to  cut  it  up  or 
blast  it  into  pieces,  it  had  to  be  con- 
veyed bodily  to  the  lake  shore  and  car- 
ried away  m  a  vessel,  requiring  much 
ingenuity  and  the  best  modern  applian- 
ces for  the  successful  accomplishment 
of  the  task. 

When  the  Indians  came  across  such  a 
mass  of  copper,  the  best  they  could  do 
was  to  break  off  a  few  projecting  pieces 
of  it.  The  business  of  prospecting  for 
such  abandoned  nuggets  was  finally 
given  up  by  the  whites,  because  they 
ceased  to  find  enough  of  them  to  pay, 
although  more  than  1000  pits  remained 
untouched  by  them.  After  the  miners 
of  antiquity  had  got  the  copper,  they 
hammered  it  into  tools  and  ornaments, 
which  were  carried  to  all  parts  of  North 
America  and  distributed  by  trade.  Such 
articles,  for  which  the  material  was 
originally  obtained  from  Isle  Royale,  are 
found  today  in  mounds  and  graves 
throughout  this  country.  This  explora- 
tion by  the  bureau  of  ethnology  of  these 
great  prehistoric  workings  for  metal  is 
the  first  that  has  been  made,  and  the  re- 
sults, which  will  be  illustrated  at  the 
World's  fair,  throw  a  new  light  upon  the 
aboriginal  people  who  have  left  behind 
them  proofs  of  such  gigantic  labors. 

Considering  the  vast  extent  of  the 
country  and  the  lack  of  any  but  the  most 
primitive  means  of  transportation,  it  is 
certainly  astonishing  to  discover  how 
general  was  the  system  of  trade  existing 
among  the  savage  tribes  of  North 
America  at  the  time  when  Columbus 
landed.  The  pipes,  for  which  the  ma- 
terial was  procured  at  the  quarry  at 
Pipestone,  in  Southern  Minnesota,  were 
distributed  by  barter  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  just  as  was  the  case  with 
the  copper  ornaments  and  tools  got  from 
the  mines  of  Isle  Royale.  It  was  noth- 
ing unusual  for  traders  to  journey  all 
the  way  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  up  the 
valley  of  the  Mississippi  to  the  very 
source  of  the  father  of  waters,  exchang- 
ing goods  with  the  tribes  on  the  way. 
Dried  mollusks  of  various  edible  kinds 
were  carried  far  into  the  interior,  as  well 
as  marine  shells  for  money  and  orna- 
ments, to  be  disposed  of  in  return  for 
skins  and  other  goods.

The  literary  world  has  long  since  rec- 
ognized the  fact  that  the  writing  of  mil- 
itary descriptions  is  as  distinct  an  art  as 
the  production  of  a  drama    or  a  society 
novel.    This  government  is  now  engaged 
in    a  work    that  is  destined  to  give  sub- 
stantial aid  to  future  novelists  who  may 
select  the  late  civil  war  as  a  theme    for 
their  writings.     This  is  the  collection 
and  publication  of  an  accurate  history  of 
that  awful  struggle    as  told  by  the  offi- 
cials' orders  and  dispatches  that  direct- 
ed movements  and   produced   strategic 
developments.    As  a  result    of    his  dili- 
gent application  to  this  task  for    several 
years,    Maj.  George   B.   Davis,  U.  S.  A., 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  war  records 
office,   as   the  bureau  in  Washington  is 
styled,  has  become  an  adept  in  the  mat- 
ter of  war  liteiature  and  is  well   known 
throughout  the  military  world, 

"It  is  uncommonly  difficult,"  he  said 
recently,  "to  write  accurately  and  at  the 
same  time  interestingly  upon  a  military 
topic,  though   some  men  seem  to  have 
that  peculiar  spark  of  genius  that  gives 
both  elements  to  their  work.      There  is 
no  better  example  of    this    than  the  re- 
cent book    by  Zola    telling  the  story  of 
the   Prussian   invasion  of  France.      He 
tried  the  daring  experiment  of    describ- 
ing that   stupendous  operation,  with  all 
its    thrilling,   dramatic    events    and   its 
mass  of  military  lessons,  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  men  in  the  ranks,  and  he 
has  succeeded  beyond  measure.      It  is 
unaiestionably  an  admirable  production, 
and    it    may    serve    to  explain  to  many 
readers  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  the 
true  reasons  of  the  French  defeat.  There 
is  something  very  clever  in  the  title,  the 
•Downfall,'  the  'Smash-up' of  the  French, 
and    there    is    throughout    the    work  a 
strong,  vivid  influence  that  carries  one  on 
to    a    complete  grasp  of    the   wrecke^d 
state  of  things  in  France    after  the  war. 
And  Zola,  though    a    patriotic    French- 
man, is  exceedingly  fair  both   to  French 
and  Prussians.    He  tells  of  the  sad  lack 
of  discipline  in  the  armv  of  the  emperor 
the  conflict  of  authority,    and    the  abso- 
lute incapacity  of  most  of  the  generals, 
and  he  gets  the  blame  down  to  the  right 
shoulders    without      any    symptoms    of 
spite.    There  is  something    remarkable 
in  the  way  in  which   the   movements    of 
the  French  army    are    followed  in  this 
story,  the  private.  Maurice,  and  the  cor- 
poral, Jean,    thinking    all    of    the  cam- 
paign out  in  their  own    imaginations    as 
they  he  starving  on  the  battle-fields.  The 
amount  of  detail    crowded  into  the  book 
is  but  little  short  of  marvelous.    I  never 
saw  so  much    material  developed    in    a 
single  narrative  before." 

"Is  it  not  odd  that  an  author  like 
Zola,  who  has  hitherto  confined  his  work 
to  the  lines  of  general  literature,  should 
write  so  correctly  upon  a  technical 
topic?" 

"No,  if  he  goes  at  the  work  systemati- 
cally. As  1  understand,  this  is  a  dis- 
tinct departure  for  Zola,  yet  he  has  suc- 
ceeded unusually  well.  A  distinguish- 
ing feature  of  the  book  is  the  lack  of 
those  objectionable  French  touches  that 
have  made  him  famous,  and  in  this  way 
he  has  produced  something  that  can  be 
appreciated  in  America,  though  the  lit- 
tle romance  that  runs  through  the  book 
binding  the  incidents  together,  is  quite 
typical  and  entertaining.  This  volume 
issued  by  the  Cassell  Publishing  com- 
pany, New  York,  is  altogether  a  wonder- 
ful work,  and  distinctly  a  valuable  con- 
tribution to  the  literature  of  war."

It  Was   an    Unprecedented    Incident 

in  the  History  of  This 

Country. 


Washington,  Aug.  i. — In  the  house 
today  the  first  business  was  the  resolu- 
tion presented  by  Mr.  Holman  (Demo- 
crat), of  Indiana,  to  extend  the  govern- 
ment appropriations  for  four  days.  He 
explained  the  necessity  for  the  appro- 
priation and  said  the  house  was  con- 
fronted with  a  peculiar  situation.  The 
gentlemen  from  Illinois  (Mr.  Hopkins) 
had  stopped  the  wheels  of  the  govern- 
ment by  objecting  to   the   consideration 

of  the  resolution  on  Saturday  last.  Never 
before  in  the  history  of  the  government 
had  such  a  state  of  affairs  existed.  He 
wanted  to  bulldoze  the  house  and  so  ob- 
jected. 

Mr.  Reed,  ot  Maine,  followed  with  a 
characteristic  speeh,  and  said  the  blame 
for  failure  to  pass  the  sundry  civil  bill 
rested  with  the  Democratic  majority  and 
the  filibusterers  against  the  World's  fair. 
Mr.  Holman  was  responsible  in  a  large 
degree  for  the  present  condition  of  things. 
The  appropriation  for  the  World's  fair 
had  the  sanction  of  the  senate  and  also 
of  the  140  members  in  the  house,  and 
there  was  nothing  urged  against  it  ex- 
cept the  miserable  technicality  that  some 
think  it  ought  not  to  be  in  an  appropria- 
tion bill.  The  gentleman  from  Indiana 
had  the  boldness  to  stand  up  here  and 
charge  his  sins  on  other  men.  A  house 
with  140  Democratic  majority  certainly 
was  responsible  for  legislation,  and  yet 
Mr.  Holman  had  blamed  this  matter  upon 
the  other  side. 

Mr.  McCreary  (Democrat),  of  Ken- 
tucky, said  the  |fault  lay  with  the  World's 
fair  advocates.  They  wanted  the  bill  to 
fail  if  they  did  not  get  this  money.  The 
people  of  the  country  were  to  be  robbed 
for  the  W^orld's  fair.  The  situation  was 
anomalous  and   the   country   knew  who 


was  responsible  for 
of  the  government.

utjr,  and  insured  at  their  ralue  for  a  trifling  expeoee. 


blocking  the  wheels 

Pennsylvania,  said 
the  Democratic  majority  was  able  to 
transact  public  business  but  had  failed 
to  do  so  not  only  in  this  instance  but 
many  others.  They  must  answer  to  the 
house,  the  people  and  the  coimtry.  There 
was  no  purpose  on  this  side  of  the  house, 
to  delay  public  business.  No  responsi- 
bility should  rest  on  the  Republicans  for 
this  act.  Mr.  Holman  had  seen  fit  to 
filibuster  against  this  bill  after  the  house 
had  passed  upon  it.  The  business  of 
the  government  would  go  on  with  the 
aid  of  the  Republicans,  even  though  the 
gentlemen  constituting  the  majority  and 
a  quorum,  should  absent  themselves 
from  public  dutv.  [Applause  from  the 
galleries.] 

Mr.  Holman  said  this  measure  was 
placed  in  an  appropriation  bill  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  both  houses  of  congress. 
The  centennial  exhibition  appropriation 
was  made  by  the  passage  of  a  separate 
bill.  The  senate,  now  in  defiance  of  the 
rules,  had  placed  this  World's  fair  ap- 
propriation upon  the  sundry  civil  bill. 
On  the  vote  on  the  conference  report, 
the  house  repudiated  this  measure  as 
not  properly  on  the  appropriation  bill. 
A  majority  of  thirteen  votes  defeated  it. 
The  committee  had  never  been  in- 
structed. When  a  change  of  only 
seven  votes  afterwards  occurred,  the 
object  of  the  measure  was  approved  by 
the  house  and  a  motion  was  oeade  to  re- 
consider. The  house  had  a  right  to  re- 
consider its  own  action.  This  was  an 
important  matter  involving  millions  of 
money,  the  largest  amount  congress  was 
ever  called  upon  to  vote  from  the  public 
treasury  for  an  exposition.  The  gentle- 
man from  Illinois,  Mr.  Hopkins,  had 
seen  fit  to  stop  the  government  printing 
office,  shut  up  the  lighthouses  and  en- 
danger human  life  on  tke  coast  by  ob- 
jecting to  the  resolution  for  extending 
the  appropriatidanp. 

Mr.  Holman's  resolution  extending 
the  government  appropriations  for  four 
days  was  then  passed,  and  it  was  sent  to 
the  senate.  Mr.  Allison  promptly  re- 
ported the  resolution,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  the  senate  took  it  up  and  passed 
it.  At  I  -.'^s  o'clock  the  vice  president 
signed  the  joint  resolution  and  it  was 
sent  to  the  president  and  received  his 
approval. 

A  VERY  FIERCE  FIGHT. 

Lifefrtweights  Pummel  Each  Other  in 
Arkansas  For  Four  Hours. 

Memphis,  Aog.  i.— Jack  Davis,  of 
Texas,  and  Mickey  Finn,  of  Colorado, 
fought  for  four  hours  on  the  Arkansas 
side  of  the  river  for  a  purse  of  $500.  The 
men  punch«d  each  other  for  fifty-one 
rounds  and  the  fight  finally  had  to  be 
stopped  aud  declared  a  draw  on  account 
of  darkness. 

The  battle  was  one  of  the  fiercest  ever 
seen  in  this  part  of  the  country  between 
lightweights.  litAh  men  were  frightful- 
ly punished,  and  the  ring  resembled  a 
slaughter  pen.

The  Committee    Wvinc   to  Decide  It 
Judge  Cob>  Was  Drunk. 

Washington,  Aug.  i.— The  special 
committee  of  the  tiouse  investigating  the 
charges  made  by  ^(^.  Watson  of  Georgia^ 
that  members  had  been  seen  on  the  floor 
of  the  house  to  stagger  and  reel  from 
drunkenness,  met  this  morning.  Ex- 
Gover  or  Josiah  Pate-^oa  of  Tennessee 
was  the  first  witne5(s  called.  Chairman 
Boatner  asked  his  name.  Mr.  Patterson 
replied:  "Josiah."  Mr.  Boatner:  "Have 
you  had  that  name  all  the  time?"  Gov- 
ernor Patterson:  "Always." 

Witness  said  hv,  had  never  noticed  a 
member  drunk  on  the  floor  of  the  house, 
and  so  far  as  he  krew  the  statement  was 
untrue.  He  had  known  Mr.  Cobb  since 
his  arriv  ,1  as  a  m(!mber  of  the  house, 
and  the  day  that  Mr.  Cobb  made  his 
speech  on  the  Noyes-Rockwell  contested 
election  he  (Mr.  Patterson)  had  listened 
to  him  throughout  his  argument,  which 
was  a  very  long  and  exhaustive  one.  He 
had  seen  Mr.  Cobb  drink  from  a  cup, 
but  as  to  its  containing  whisky  he  could 
not  state.  As  to  Judge  Cobb  being  drunk, 
he  wih^hed  the  public  to  know  that  it  was 
not  true.  Witness  sat  within  four  feet  of 
Mr.  Cobb  when  he  was  making  his 
speech. 

Mr.  Bynum,  of  Indiana,  was  the  next 
witness.  He  said  he  was  not  in  the  house 
the  day  that  Judge  Cobb  spoke.  Mr. 
Boatner  asked  him  if  he  had  ever  seen 
any  m-  mber  of  the  house  drunk  on  the 
floor  of  the  house.  Witness  replied 
that  he  had  never  saeen  such  a  thing,  and 
was  of  opinion  suOh  a  thing  had  never 
taken  place  on  the  floor.  Mr.  Simpson 
objected  to  the  question.  Mr.  Boatner 
told  hiin  that  he  could  appeal  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Watson  made  a  statement  that  he 
was  satisfied  with  the  investigation,  as  it 
had  proved  that  hiH  charges  were  true 
and  that  he  did  not  intend  to  make  the 
charge  generally  aj^ainst  the  house,  but 
only  against  individuals.  Mr.  Simpson 
moved  that  the  question  put  to  Mr.  By- 
num respecting  the  general  character  of 
the  house  as  sobriety  be  stricken  out. 
The  committee  overruled  Mr.  Simpson's 
motion.  Mr.  Bynum  said  that  this  house 
was  as  sober  and  dignified  a  body  as 
he  was  ever  in.  — 

Delej^-ate  Marcus  Smith  of  Arizona 
was  next  called.  He  was  present  when 
Mr.  Cobb  spoke  on  the  day  mentioned. 
He  was  sure  that  Judge  Cobb  was  sober. 
Gen.  Meyer  of  Loiaisiana  was  the  next 
witness.  He  was  of  the  opinion  that  Mr. 
Cobb  was  sober  when  he  delivered  his 
speecli  on  the  Noytjs-Rockwell  case.  W. 
P.  Hepburn,  solicitor  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment, said  that  he  had  not  been' able 
to  discover  any  svmptoms  of  drunken- 
nass  about  Ju<lge  Cobb.  The  committee 
then  took  a  recess  until  12:30  p.  m.,  in 
order  that  members  might  respond  to  a 
call  of  the  house.

Sir  John  Thomp- 
son leaves  town  today,  and  it  is  rumored 
that  he  is  to  make  another  flying  trip  to 
Washington  to  avert  the  issue  of  the 
president's  proclamation,  which  is  be- 
lieved to  be  impending,  in  order  to  give 
Canada  an  opportunity  of  hearing  from

•ommonplace  business  enterprises  on  the 
Facilic  coast  and  iu  his  native  Buckeye 
State.  lie  was  one  of  the  average  promis 
Hig  fellows  seen  in  every  camp  iu  Ohose 
days,  a  specimen  go  ahead  Yankee. 

His  father  had  served  in  the  1812  war, 
Mid  his  grandfather  had  been  a  fightiny 
patriot  of  the  Revolution,  and  he  would 
wear  the  age  rust  off  the  saber  of  his  sires 
ifl  the  old,  old  fight. 

It  was  comparatively  easy  for  such  a  man 
to  be  a  good  soldier,  but  Kmersou  Opdycke 
A.«pired  to  wear  the  xxx  band,  and  threw 
ais  -whole  soul  into  the  task  of  mastering 
the  first  letters  of  his  new  art.  Having 
»a.stered  them  he  was  prepared  to  teach 
•thers.  For  volunteers  the  capiiblu  novice 
»  the  most  enthusiastic  and  practical  drill 
master,  and  one  Opdycke  was  worth  a 
negiment  of  old  fogy  martinets. 

So  some  sensible  colonel  or  governor 
jiuued  a  lieutenant's  straps  upvm  him  and 
^ave  him  standing  on  a  j)  r  with  his  voca- 
tion. To  tell  the  truth  tl:e  recruit  was 
won  proficient  enough  to  give  points  on 
joldiering  to  superiors;  in  fact,  ran  a  school 
for  commissioned  oflScers.  In  six  months' 
time  he  was  a  captain  putting  other  cap 
laius,  and  mayhap  majors  and  colonels, 
through  their  sprouLs.  But  he  enlisted  to 
fight  and  not  to  keep  school,  and  the  first 
l»attleof  his  regiment  found  him  in  line 
posted  a  notch  higher.  He  was 
major. 

Now  the  major  of  infantry  is  in  about 
the  position  of  an  heir  waiting  for  dead 
men's  shoes.  There  is  nothing  for  him  to 
do  in  the  way  of  handling  troops  until  the 
thaps  of  higher  rank  .step  down  and  out. 

At  Shiloh,  in  April,  1862,  the  Forty-first 
was  in  Xel.son's  division  of  Buell's  army, 
»Lf  command  which  Grant  dispatched  for 
in  hot  haste  on  the  first  day  to  march  to 
iis  relief.  Nelson's  troops  entered  the 
tharge  to  recover  the  captured  encamp- 
ments of  Sherman  and  Prentiss.  The 
Ohioans  dashed  in  with  the  recklessness  of 
new  hands,  and  the  Confe<lerates  first  led 
ihem  away  from  their  supports  and  then 
tharged  back  on  them.  The  color  bearers 
w«nt  down  in  succession  until  six  had 
&IIen. 

At  the  first  or  second  mishap  of  this 
iind  it  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  find  a  sub- 
stitnte.  In  fact  for  a  round  or  two  there 
will  be  a  rush  of  candidates  for  the  place 
«f  honor.  And  it  is  as  natural  in  an  ordi- 
nary fight  for  the  man  nearest  the  flag  to 
pick  it  up  when  it  falls  as  it  .is  for  a  gen 
lleman  to  pick  up  a  neighbor's  hat  when 
'A  blows  toward  him.  But  when  that  same 
flag  counts  not  merely  a  first  and  second 
victim,  when  the  third  and  fourth  and 
tfth  and  sixth  to  hold  it  "bite  the  dust,"  it 
xioks  like  fatality  to  grasp  it. 

In  a  very  short  time  in  that  first  charge 
uf  the  regiment  the  sixth  bearer  of  the 
itoff  dropped  at  the  call  of  a  bullet,  and  the 
forty-first  was  without  a  flag  to  rally  on. 
TliGugh  on  a  charge  the  Ohioans  hesitated; 
i2t«y  looked  into  each  other's  faces;  their 
eyes  besought  from  colonels  and  captains 
explanation.    Was  the  god  of  battles

Sghting  on  the  other  side?  It  looked  so 
▼itb  their  colors  down  and  six  pairs  of 
kands  paralyzed  in  trying  to  keep  them 
*-a%iDg. 

The  acting  major,  hanging  on  the  edge 
tt  the  line  waiting  for  something  to  turn 
ip  and  wipe  out  his  official  nothingness, 
•aw  the  halting  column,  the  prostrate 
tanner  and  the  enemy  rushing  on  two 
against  one.  Pushing  through  the  ranks 
i«  seized  the  staff  and  waved  the  flag  back 
and  forth  as  if  to  say,  "Here  are  your 
tolors  again  and  here  they  shall  remain!" 
«houted  to  the  men  to  follow  and  leaped 
into  the  smoke  and  flame  that  masked  the 
Confederate  line  in  front.  The  tide  turned. 
Optlycke  lived  through  the  tornado  of  shots 
axirled  at  the  banner.  He  kept  it  waving 
and  the  men  took  heart.  The  old  batrack 
«lrrll  master  was  for  the  hour  a  man  of 
destiny.-  Bullets  couldn't  kill  him,  and 
Mit  was  not  his  to  command  it  was  his  to 
lead  by  dashing  ahead  first. 

The  Shiloh  incident  once  more  impressed 
Opdycke's  superiors  that  there  was  some- 
thing in  the  young  man  and  the  governor 
«{ Ohio  called  him  home  to  raise  a  new 
regiment.  He  was  scouring  the  state  for 
Tecruits  when  Bragg's  Confederates 
reached  her  borders  in  the  fall  of  1862. 
Troops  for  home  defense  were  scarce; 
towns  on  the  Ohio  river  were  in  a  panic; 
Cincinnati  was  threatened  by  Kirby 
Smith's  Tenncsseeans  and  Morgan's  raid 
ing  cavalry.  Acting  on  a  happy  inspira- 
tioD,  Opdycke  drummed  up  a  corps  of  men 
knowiv«s  "Squirrel  Hunters,"  the  sports- 
aaeu  of  the  rural  counties  and  the  back 


The  young  colonel  got  his  new  regiment, 
the  One  Hundredth  and  Twenty-fifth,  in 
marching  order  by  January,  1863.  His  first 
duty  in  the  field  was  to  aid  in  clearing  the 
Confederates  from  middle  Tennessee  in 
May  and  June.  He  commanded  the  out- 
post at  Franklin  for  a  time.  When  the 
army  moved  to  battle,  the  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-fifth  joined  Harker's  brigade, 

of  Wood's  division,  under  Thomjis.  At 
Chickamauga  Thomas  held  the  left,  so 
history  says,  while  the  center  and  right 
weie  swept  back  in  wild  disorder. 

Woixl's  division  joined  on  to  the  broken 
line  at  the  center.     Thomas  sawthedisas 
ter  creeping  toward  him  as  tlie  Confetler 
ates  walked    over    the    brigades  and    di 
visions  beyond.     To  Opdycke  he  .said,  indi 
eating  a  ridge  wherethe  Ohioans  lay,"Thi.s 
point  must  Ixj  held!"     "We'll  hold  it  or  go 
to     heaven     from     it."    was     the     reply 
Opdycke  then  told  his  men  to  fix  bayonets, 
mare  a  speech  of  six   words  and  .started 
in  t.j  clear  the  ground  of    the  encroachinji 
enemy. 

A  .second  Confederate  column  bounded 
forward,  seeming  to  want  the  position  as 
badly  as  did  Thoma.s.  Opdycie  nuule  an 
other  speech,  longer  than  th«»  first  by  ten 
words,  and  coolly  rode  up  and  down  the 
line,  the  only  mounted  oflit-er  in  sight.  The 
charge  was  repelled  and  in  the  midst  of  it 
the  old  Forty  first  Ohio  reached  tlie  scene 
at  double  (piick.  The  men  recognized 
their  Shiloh  hero  and  set  up  a  wild  cheer 
The  newcomers  took  their  place  on  the 
left  of  the  One  Hun<lrtHl  and  Twenty-fifth 
and  the  two  regiments  stuck  together  like 
twins  during  the  rest  of  the  fight,  a  chink 
at  least  in  the  rock  that  buffeted  disjister 
that  day  along  the  "River  of  Death." 

A  modem  army  does  not  travel  on  en 
thusiasm,  .so  the  emotion  is  extra  powerful 
when  a  streak  of  it  lights  upon  si  favored 
company  of  soldiers.  Opdycke  aroused  en 
thusiasm,  not  by  being  a  camp  fire  favor 
ite,  for  he  was  just  the  contrary— a  rigid, 
stern  a-scetic— but  by  the  mucii  decried  qual 
ity  of  earnestness.  The  speeches  skipped 
in  this  story,  if  put  iu  cold  type,  would 
read  as  flat  as  a  last  year's  sermon,  but  on 
the  lips  of  a  lion  hearted  soldier,  standing 
at  the  cannon's  mouth,  they  moveti  the 
heart  as  fiery  eloquence. 

In  the  next  battle  Col.  Opdycke  led  i* 
demibrigade  of  five  regiment.s.  It  was  at 
Mi.s.sion  Ridge,  and  he  told  his  officers  that 
when  the  word  came  lo  "go"  he  purposed 
taking  his  men  up  the  heights  whether 
the  rest  of  the  arn^.y  noi  there  or  not. 
True  to  his  word,  he  Ic-^  o.i  up  the  moun 
tain,  took  the  first  crest  without  a  halt 
and  pushed  on  to  the  second,  capturing 
the  headquarters  of  the  Confederate  gen 
eral  and  seven  cannon.  His  superior  offi 
"bers  asked  for  his  promotion,  but  it  did  not 
come  until  the  Atlanta  campaign  was  half 
over.  In  the  meantime  he  figured  in  a 
daring  exploit  with  his  own  t)hio  boys. 
It  was  at  Rocky  Face  Ridge,  Georgia.  May 
10.  IStW. 

The  enemy  held  a  sjvir  of  tjie  mountain 
that  jutted  out  into  .i  he  vaiiey,  forming  an 
al>rupt  angle.  The  crest  wri«»  500  ieet  above 
tiie  base,  the  slopes  iireeip'^ous  t?M(\  rocky. 
Opdycke  was  ordered  to  .v.ale  ic  with  his 
500  men.  The  details  were  left  to  him. 
The  valley  around  the  ridge  was  neutral 
ground,  and  he  led  his  little  column  to  the 
foot  of  the  eastern  slope,  opened  fire  and 
threw  out  skirmishers  as  a  make  believe. 
Then  withdrawing  the  bulk  of  his  forlorn 
band,  he  hurried  around  the  point  to  the 
western  slope,  mounted  the  steep  and  rocky 
side,  his  very  boldnes.s  paralyzing  the  Con 
federates,  who  were  rallying  to  drive  him 
back. 

To  the  enemy  it  looked  like  an  attack 
front  and  rear,  and  the  narrow  ridge  wasn't 
a  good  place  to  be  in  that  case,  so  they 
skedaddled  along  the  crest  to  the  main 
land,  leaving  the  Ohioans  a  clean  sweep  to 
crow  over. 

Four  days  after  the  mountain  exploit 
Opdycke  was  woundetl  and  carrini  to  the 
rear.  Recovering  self  control  he  instantly 
rode  back  to  his  place  in  the  line.    After 
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orif^ne  «tivea  ine  army  at   uranKun  anu 
saved  Nashvdle." 

And  now  for  the  tragic  finale  t»f  the  bril 
liaut  soldier's  career.  Opdycke  became  a 
warm  friend  of  the  opulent  banker  Georire 
Optlyke,  New  York's  war  mayor,  and 
move<i  to  th«i  metropolis  after  the  war  He 
was  killed  by  the  accidental  dischni-.re"  of  a 

fii.stol  which  he  was  cleaning.     This  was  in 
884,  nearly   twenty  years  after  he  nut  bv 
his  sword.  Geouge  L.  Kilmkk.

A  good  regiment  of  these  yeomanry 
in  homespun,  armed  with  shotguns  and 
carrying  ammunition  in  powder  horns  and 
skin  poaches  was  thrown  across  the  Ohio 
into  CoTington,  Ky.,  where  they  gave  con- 
ftdesoft  to  the  people  and  helped  to  bluff 
ahrewd  John  Morgan  and  his  colleagues 
iiom  thelf  traiL 


COOLLy  RODE  UP  AND  DOWN  THE  LINE, 
this  a  brigade  was  formed  for  him  in  the 
Fourth  Army  corps,  and  his  Buckeye  lads 
were  permitted  to  go  along.  This  deal  it 
was  that  took  him  again  to  middle  Tennes- 
see in  the  stirring  wrestle  to  keep  Hood 
from  carrying  the  war  back  to  the  Ohio 
river,  while  Sherman  was  off  to  the  sea. 

Both  Opdycke  and  hisold  regiment  were 
at  home  on  the  new  theater.  They  had 
skirmished  around  Franklin,  and  captured 
and  garrisoned  the  post,  when  the  army 
marched  .south  in  1863.  Back  to  Franklin, 
only  a  day's  march  from  Nashville,  the 
army  of  defense  hastily  retired.  Hood's 
veterans  dogging  at  its  heels— that  is,  when 
they  were  not  harassing  at  its  shoulders 
and  even  its  head.  Late  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  30th  of  November  the  brigade  saw  the 
army  within  the  fortifications  south  of  the 
town  and  went  a  little  way  back  from  the 
front  breastworks  to  take  a  breathing 
spell,  which  the  men  had  earned  by  serv 
ing  as  rear  guard  on  the  march  that  day. 

Opdycke  had  no  orders  except  to  rest  his 
troops.  The  soldiers  were  getting  i-eady 
their  suppers  or  munching  raw  rations 
when  the  breastworks  they  had  just 
marched  by  were  carried  by  a  lightning 
ri>8h  of  the  Confederates,  who  then  were 
at  their  heels.  The  men  instinctively 
threw  down  their  handfuls  of  bread  and 
pork  and  took  up  their  weapons. 

The  moment  the  men  in  gray  were  seen 
swarming  and  shooting  on  the  line  where 
they  ha<l  no  business  to  be,  Opdycke's 
commands  rang  out  as  calmly  and  clear 
cut  as  though  he  had  rehearsed  them— 
though  sui-ely  no  such  combination  of  or- 
ders had  ever  been  called  for  theretofore. 
"First  brigade,  fall  in!  Charge  bayonetsl 
Double  quick!"  were  the  words. 

Opdycke  rushed  to  do  his  part,  spurring 
his  horse  toward  the  point  and  shooting 
right  and  left  with  his  revolver.  After 
emptying  the  chambers  he  clubbed  the 
weapon,  and  after  breaking  the  barrel  from 
the  handle  on  the  head  of  some  luckless 
grayjacket  who  had  got  too  far  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  dividing  line,  he  jumped 
from  his  horse  and  took  a  musket  from 
some  wounded  soldier  and  struck  this  way 
and  that  until  he  stood  at  the  works  sur 
rounded  by  his  mben. 

It  was  not  soon  over.  There  were  two 
or  three  hours  of  the  hardest,  hottest  handr 
to-hand  work  ever  known  on  a  battlefield, 
and  Gen.  Thomas,  for  whose  concern  and 
alory  it  all  waa.  said  to  Oodycke.  .^'Your

neers.    'The   fever"  to  which  he  leferred 
)is  that  of  treasure  hunting,  and  just  now 
jU  seems  to  be   quite  prevalent,   although 
\  nothing  can  really  come  up  to  the  rushes 
I  for  the  gold  fields  that  are  historic  epLsodes 
•    in  the  development  of  California  and  Aus- 
traha.     Regarding  the  excitement  in  Xev 
South  Wales  a  pioneerof  that  faroff  prov 
ince  recently  .said: 

"It  vvas  iu  the  beginning  of  Julv,  1860. 
that  we  arrived  at  the  great  Snowy  rivei- 
rush,  and  what  a  sight  presented  itseli 
at  and  around  the  spot  where  now  Kian 
dra  Islands!  A  complete  town  had  been 
built,  and  in  all  directions  were  the  tents 
and  log  cabins  of  the  miners,  and  a  more 
heterogeneous  and  what  may  be  called 
mixed  lot  seldom  has  been  gathered  to 
gether.  Stores  of  course  were  there  in 
abundance,  the  chief  one  being  kept  by  the 
.son  of  the  prime  minister  of  the  colony, 
then  a  young  man  much  respected  by  the 
miners  and  traders  at  the  rush,  and  who  ia 
now  a  high  government  official. 

"There  was  the  local  paper,  The  Alpine 
Pioneer,  started  and  owned  by  the  late  Mr 
Thomas     Garrett— Tom     Garrett,   as    all 
called' him,  not  then  developed  into  tli  • 
astute  and  able  politician  he  afterward  Oc 
came,  a   favorite  in  those  days  as  after, 
genial  in  dispasition  and  manner  and  witL 
a  naturally  kind  heart,  then  untouched  by 
the    asperities   of    political    warfare.

M-lies  from    Sydney,    waltzing    with  the 
fiiners,   dres.sed    in    what    was   then    tlie 
loruiu^'   and    evening   cosLunif,  the  mole 
^kin  trousers  and  blue  serge  shirt. 
^     "The  consumption  of  brandy  hot— a  com- 
pound of  boiling  water,  brandy  and  sugar 
— Uvar,  enormous.    It  seemed  to  be  drunk 
bjt  iiil  classes  from  morning   till  night,  for 
birlter   was  the  cold,  and  standing  in  ice 
cofld  water  all  day  rocking  the  cradle,  with 
pnlbably  snow  failing  thickly  around,  wa.s 
UuJPehild's   play,  and   the  fiction   i^-evailed 
iji/jre  then  than  even  now.  that  to  kotp  out 
tljf  e  cold  you  must  dost-  the  inside  witii  hot 
ajf  id  ardent!  .spirit.

Of  course 
provisions  and  gootls  of    all    kinds  were 
en<>rnious  in  price,  for  everything   had   to 
i-e  packed  on  horses  or  carrietl  by  the  Chi 
nese  on  their  bamboo  sticks  for  the  ten  or 
,welve  miles  into  the  town.     Drays  could 
lot  travel,  and  indeed  lucky  were  you  it 
n  drawing  near  the  diggings  you  did  not 
feet  your  horse  in  a   bog   and   had  to  take 
)off  your  saddle  and  leave  the  animal  to  dii- 
/as  it  s.ink  deeper  and  deeper  in  the  swamp. 
*  All  drinks  at  the  public  house  were  one 
hilling,   and    as    it   seemed     everybody 
shouted  for  everybody,  it  may  well  be  sup- 
posed  that  the    publicans  did  a  roaring 
trade.     But  there  was  gold  for  all  this, 
gold  in  such  abundance  and  so  ea.sily  got 
—though,  as  it  turned  out,  lying  only  in  a 
very  circumscribed  area— as  was  never  ex- 
celled in  the  country." 

The  Australian  miners,  according  to  the 
above  narrative,  had  plenty  of  ''life  and 
luck."  but  encountered  no  such  perils  as 
those  which  accompany  treasure  hunting 
ii»  jMexico.  Adventurers  who  have  pene- 
trated to  the  Sierra  Madre  mountains  of 
Chihuahua  have  strange  tales  to  tell, 
Hmong  others  one  about  a  mine  which  is 
^lid  to  be  haunted  by  a  demon  who  brings 
f^eath  to  every  one  who  attempts  to  take 
wietal  from  the  bowels  of  the  earth.  This 
'spirit  does  not  attack  the  miners,  but  he 
lansesall  sorts  of  accidents  to  occur  and 
always  shows  him.self  ju.st  before  the  fa- 
tality comes.  He  has  been  seen  by  a  few 
of  the  men  who  have  escaped  by  what  are 
considered  miracles,  and  each  tells  of  his 
a^?i'ul  appearance,  all  accounts  being  ex- 
vi^x\y  aliive.

The  story  is  that  when  Mexico  was  first 
aettled  by  the  Spaniards  this  mine  was 
worked  by  the  natives,  and  when  it  was 
iiscovered  how  rich  it  was  the  invaders 
ruthlessly  slaughtered  every  person  whom 
Xhey  found  working  in  the  place  except  a 
Kid  who  wafi  employed  canying  water  to 
the  miners.    He  fled  at  the  approach  of  the

was  a  nuncnnacRea  awarr,  ana  wtien  ne 
found  that  all  his  friends  and   relatives 
h.id  been  murdered  he  took  a  horrible  oath 
of  revenge, .selling  his  soul  to  the  evil  one 
for  the  ability  to  avenge  himself.     He  was 
given  the  power  to  bring  destruction  upon 
any  one  who  went  into  the  mine  to  work, 
and  it  is  this  which  has  brought  destruc- 
tion to  those  who  have  attempted  to  get 
the  rich  ore  from  the  demon's  mine.     Tin- 
story  had    its   origin    centuries  ago,   but 
there  is  not  a  native  of  Chihuahua  who 
does  not  have  implicit  faith  in  it.     They 
all  refuse  steadily  to  work  in  the  mini- 
and  tell  of  many   people   who  have  met 
hon'ible  deaths  in  the  pit. 

The  demon  is  said  to  resemble  a  huge 
ape.  with  hairy  body  and  long,  powerful 
arms.  It  is  misshapen,  and  with  deeji 
sunken  eyes  is  seen  peering  around  a  cor 
ner  of  the  shaft  just  before  it  wreaks  it 
vengeance  upon  the  men  who  are  toiling  in 
the  rocks  and  dirt. 

If  it  appeai-s  from  the  above  accounts 
that  it  is  hard  to  get  hold  of  precious  met 
als,  other  events  would  seem  to  show  that 
it  is  also  hard  to  keep  them.  Just  now 
people  are  toiling  night  and  day  to  recover 
and  appropriate  an  unknown  number  of 
British  guineas. 

Almost  within  sight  of  the  steamers  that 
pass  through  Hell  Gate,  and  within  full 
view  of  New  York  city,  an  organized  band 
of  treasure  seekers  is  at  work,  with  little 
but  a  legend  of  the  past  as  an  excuse  foi 
their  outlay  of  thousands  of  dollars  foi- 
machinery  and  labor. 

The  .story  which  forms  the  basis  of  their 
hopes  runs  in  this  way:  In  1780,  while 
New  York  wa.^  occupitil  by  English  sol- 
diers and  Hessian  mercenaries,  the  Brit- 
ish frigate  IIu.ssar  sailed  from  Portsmouth 
harbor  with  money  to  pay  the  troops  iu 
America.  She  was  a  sturdy  ship  of  heavy 
tonnage  and  good  fighting  qualities,  and 
carried  thirty-six  guns.  The  money  was 
in  gold  guineas  in  a  brick  vault  at  the  ves- 
sel's stern.  It  amounted  in  all  to  £860,000, 
or  almost  $5,000,00')  in  American  money. 

The  Hussar's  westward  voyage  was  a 
pleasant  one.  All  went  well  until  she  had 
cros-sed  the  ocean,  psissed  through  Long 
Island  sound  itud  was  about  to  enter  Hell 
Gate  on  her  way  to  New  York  city,  which 
then  occupietl  only  the  extreme  southern 
end  of  Manhattan  island.  On  Nov.  23  sb 
sank.  No  one  .seems  to  know  the  details 
of  the  wreck,  but  this  last  is  only  one  of 
many  attempts  to  .secure  the  treasure. 

The  thirst  for  gold  is  as  prevalent  on  the 
western  side  of  the  American  continent  a.s 
on  the  ea.stern,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  other  day  the  yacht  Hayseed  sailci 
from  San  Francisco  bound  for  Cocos  is 
land,  -400  miles  southwest  of  Panama.  The 
object  of  the  visit  is  to  endeavor  to  dis 
co\  er  the  spot  where  gold  and  silver  coins, 
plate  and  jewelry  to  the  alleged  value  of 
$00,000,000  were  buried  by  pirates  nearly 
seventy  yeai-s  ago. 

Captain  Gisler,  who  is  in  command,  ex 
pects  to  reach  his  destination  after  thirty 
two  days'  sailing.     ITie  length  of  his  stay 
at  the  island  w^ll  depend  itpon  the  work 
undertaken.     The  island  will  first  be  st>r- 
veyed  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Gis 
ler,  who  owns  considerable  property  on  ti:«- 
place.     The  buried  treasure  will  be  hunted 
for  on  a  secret  plan  in  the  captain's  posses- 
sion. 

Captain  Gisler  spent  four  years  on  the 
island,  and  during  that  time  made  a  vigor- 
ous search  for  the  gold.  He  is  confident  of 
success,  and  is  determined  to  keep  up  his

search.  This  will  be  his  fourth  trip  to  the 
island.  lie  left  there  last  in  May,  1890.  On 
that  vi.ijit  he  and  three  companions  sub- 
sisted for  five  months  on  wild  hogs,  fish 
and  sea  birds  while  awaiting  the  vessel 
st-ut  to  Valparaiso  for  repairs. 

The  story  of  the  buried  trea.sure  has  been 
lold  many  times  and  in  many  tongues. 
The  treasure  was  buried  by  pirates  who 
operated  in  the  brig  Relampago  in  1823. 
Cocos  island  was  selected  as  the  treasure 
repository  after  the  pinite  ship  had  been 
driven  into  the  Pacific.  This  i.sland  is 
rvbout  four  miles  across,  and  contains  16,00i} 
acres  of  rocky  and  rolling  land,  well  wa- 
tered. The  pirates,  after  capturing  a  num- 
ber of  Spanish  galleons,  buried  church 
plate,  jewels  and  coin  in  several  places. 

On  the  northeast  end  of  the  island  the 
pi  ratp  crew  buried  175  tons  of  silver  dol 
lars.  At  another  spot  gold  hllted  and  jew- 
eled swords  were  deposited.  In  a  third 
excavation  they  deposited  $1.5,000,000  worth 
of  gold  bricks.  The  captain  himself  buried 
a  large  number  of  emeralds,  diamonds, 
rubies  and  pearls.  The  whole  treasure, 
placed  in  various  vaults  in  the  .sandstone 
and  hidden  in  the  sand,  is  estimated,  ac- 
cording to  the  story  of  two  of  the  brig's 
piratical  crew,  as  amounting  in  value  to 
more  than  $60,000,000,  The  pirates  were 
killed  off  before  they  could  return  to  Cocos 
island,  and  the  story  of  their  buried  riche'- 
came  from  two  Englishmen  who  were  ti.e 
only  men  left  to  tell  of  the  hiding  place  of 
many  millions  of  stolen  gold.  Their  stories 
came  out  as  deathbed  confessions.

From  the 
beginning  of  June  until  the  first  of 
November,  there  is  no  finer  climate  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  than  is  enjoyed  in 
EKiluth. 

Why  not  advertise  this  fact  to  the 
world  ? 

h  would  pay  to  let  the  summer  tourists 
know  of  the  unequalled  beauties  of  Du- 
hith  in  the  summer  season.  Advertising 
fcas  made  the  fame  of  all  the  Eastern 
summer  resorts.  Why  not  try  its  effect 
mpon  Duluth?  This  city  has  been  well 
advertised  in  a  business  way.  The  papers 
kave  been  filled  with  statistics  regarding 
its  growth  in  business  and  population, 
and  its  advantages  as  a  manufacturing 
point  have  been  depicted  in  glowing 
terms.  But  of  its  well-founded  claims 
as  a  summer  resort  hardly  a  word  has 
been  uttered  in  print. 

Chicago  has  boasted  of  its  beautiful 
climate  in  the  summer  season,  but  the 
fact  IS  that  for  days  and  weeks  the  heat 
there  is  unbearable  and  scores  are  pros- 
trated daily  in  the  stifling  atmosphere. 
Who  ever  heard  of  anyone  being  pros- 
trated by  the  heat  in  Duluth?  Yet  the 
weather  is  of  that  delightful  warmth 
which  strengthens  and  invigorates  rather 
Shan  enervates,  and  tlTe  cool  breezes 
from  the  lake  touch  the  cheeks  of  its  in- 
habitants with  the  rich  glow  of  health. 

Why  not  advertise  these  facts?  The 
railroads  are  not  doing  their  duty  by 
Duluth  in  this  respect.  They  should 
five  this  city  greater  prominence  in  their 
advertising  matter  as  a  summer  resort. 
Minnetonka,  Mackinac  and  other  points 
are  given  liberal  advertising  by  the  rail- 
roads and  are  favored  by  cheap  excur- 
sion rates,  and  they  are  visited  by  large 
crowds  of  people  every  summer.  While 
Duluth  has  also  many  summer  visitors, 
it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  their  num- 
bers would  be  increased  tenfold  if  the 
city's  attractions  were  generally  adver- 
tised. 


they  are  now  comparing.  (8)  Traffic  is 
ample,  and  there  are  smaller  induce- 
ments than  usual  for  cutting  rates,  (q) 
Recent  trade  combinations  and  larger 
resulting  profits  are  beginning  to  inspire 
big  capitalists  with  greater  confidence, 
as  reflected  in  present  movements  of 
the  "Industrials."  (10)  General  busi- 
ness is  sound,  failures  being  few  and  the 
volume  of  business  large  in  spite  of  com- 
plaints. Some  branches  of  manufactur- 
ing are  especially  active;  and  many  of 
our  best  cotton,  silk  and  woolen  mills 
can  show  a  vast  improvement  over  this 
time  last  year.  ( 1 1 )  The  coal  combina- 
tion gives  powerful  support  to  an  im- 
portant group  of  stocks,  and  is  doubt- 
less the  basis  of  an  extended  speculation 
which  may  or  may  not  prove  successful. 
These  eleven  reasons  include  the  chief 
influences  favoring  a  better  market. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  elements 
which,  in  the  opinion  of    man),  are    ad- 
verse to  any  improvement.     These   may 
be  summarized  as  follows:  (i )  The  pres- 
idential   campaign.    (2)  Smaller    crops 
than  last  year.    (3)  Probable  decreased 
aggregate  earnings  for  present    year  as 
compared  with  the    last.    (4)  Possibility 
of  a  decline    in  our  breadstuffs  exports 
next  season.    (5)  Labor  strikes.    (6)  Re- 
stricted public  buying.    (7)  Andthedis- 
rup  ion  of  the  Western  Traffic  associa- 
tion.    The  importance    attached  to  each 
of  these  drawbacks  will    vary  with  the 
individual.     In  Mr.  Clews  judgment  they 
will  be  greatly  overbalanced  by  the  first- 
mentioned    considerations.    As    for   the 
presidential  election,  that  is  likely  to  be 
conducted    with    less     acrimony      than 
usual.    It    seems  highly   probable  that 
the  contest  will  center  upon  one   or   two 
issues  of    an  economic  character;  so  that 
the  bitterness  of  sectionalism    and    per- 
sonalities seems  likely  to    be  kept  in  the 
background.     When  we    remember,  too, 
that  we  have  a    larger  population    each 
year    to    be    fed,    clothed,   housed  and 
warmed,    we    shall    probablv    conclude 
that,  after  all,  there    is  no  good  reason 
for  anticipating  any   actual   curtailment 
of  consumptidn  or  production  as  a  result 
of  the  election. 

Next,  concerning  smaller  crops,  in 
view  of  last  year's  over-production,  this 
will  in  some  respects  be  an  advantage 
instead  of  a  drawback.  There  will  cer- 
tainly be  wheat  and  cotton  enough  left 
over  to  more  than  compensate  for  this 
year's  smaller  yield.  Moreover,  Europe's 
necessities  will  be  smaller  this  year  than 
last:  and  if  the  smaller  crops  of  this  year 
result  in  better  prices  to  the  farmer,  they 
will  prove  a  benefit  in  disguise.  The 
labor  strikes,  it  must  be  conceded,  are  a 
serious  question,  the  most  serious  of  any 
that  are  to  be  confronted  immediately. 
Law  and  order  are,  however,  being  suc- 
cessfully preserved.  The  fact  that  there 
is  only  moderate  public  buying  at  the 
moment  is  of  little  significance.  Up- 
ward movements  are  invariably  started 
by  speculative  leaders  or  combined 
movements  of  some  sort.  The  public 
enter  as  buyers  afterwards,  and  may  sus- 
tain or  prolong  a  rising  market,  but  never 
inaugurate  it.

A  MORAL  SPASM. 


DAXtJER  FROM  SMALLPOX, 
Quarantine  has  been  established  at  the 
international  boundary  against  Mani- 
toba, on  account  of  the  smallpox  epi- 
demic that  is  raging  in  the  Canadian 
Northwest,  and  no  passengers  are  now 
allowed  to  cross  the  boundary  over  the 
Great  Northern  or  the  Northern  Pacific 
roads,  only  the  mails  being  transferred 
at  St.  Vincent  and  Ncche. 

The  dispatches  also  report  that  nu- 
merous cases  of  smallpox  have  appeared 
in  the  vicinity  of  Port  Arthur  and  the 
Canadian  government  is  taking  steps  to 
vaccinate  all  the  Indians  in  that  section. 
Direct  advices  have  not  been  received 
here  as  to  the  extent  which  the  dread 
disease  has  attained  in  Port  Arthur,  but 
its  existence  there  in  even  a 
slight  degree  demands  that  pre- 
cautions be  taken  to  prevent  its  in- 
troduction into  Duluth.  Steamers  are 
now  plying  regularly  between  Duluth 
and  Port  Arthur,  and  there  is  danger 
that  this  loathsome  disease  may  be 
brought  into  our  midst  by  the  passengers 
or  crews  of  these  vessels. 

if  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  es- 
tablish quarantine  regulations  at  the 
northwestern  boundary  of  the  state,  it  is 
well  to  use  some  prj:cautions  here.  The 
Herald  trusts  that  the  health  depart- 
ment will  look  into  this  matter  at  once, 
so  that  our  citizens  may  not  be  unneces- 
sarily exposed  to  danger. 


THE  FINANTIAL  OUTLOOK.

Superior  Agitated   Over  the  Enforce- 
ment ol  the  Liquor  Laws. 

A  decidedly  astonishing  moral  spasm 
has  struck  Superior,  At  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  council  aresolution  was  passed 
expressing  it  as  the  sense  of  that  body 
that  the  liquor  and  other  laws  tending  to 
the  promotion  of  peace  and  morality 
should  be  enforced.  The  administration 
now  seems  to  be  trying  to  get  even  and 
everything  is  closed  tighter  than  a  sar- 
dine can,  and  Chief  Simons  went  around 
Saturday  evening  and  closed  up  every 
saloon  in  the  city  promptly  at  n  o'clock 
and  gave  them  orders  to  stay  closed  on 
Sunday.     He  said  to  a  reporter: 

"They  must  close  at  1 1  o'clock  every 
night,  and  they  must  keep  closed  Sun- 
days, too.  This  don't  apply  to  saloons 
alone,  but  to  hotel  bars  as  well.  What 
is  more,  there  can  be  hereafter  no  sports 
at  the  driving  park  on  Sundays— not 
one.  Baseball,  football,  all  of  these  must 
be  played,  if  at  all,  on  week  days.  This 
ruling  does  not  only  apply  to  the  driving 
park,  but  to  all  parts  of  the  city  -east, 
west  and  south  ends," 

During  the  evening  after  the  closing, 
knots  of  men  could  be  seen  all  along  the 
avenue  discussing  the  ruling  of  the  ad- 
ministration. In  several  cases  they  were 
dispersed  by  the  chief  personally  and

A  Superior  Paper  Says  There  Would 
be  no  Obstruction. 

Superior  Leader:  The  Lake  Carriers' 
association  has  filed  a  formal  protest 
against  bridging  the  Duluth  canal,  and 
the  v/ar  department  also  opposes  the 
bridge.  Nevertheless,  as  congress  never 
accepted  the  canal  because  the  city  of 
pului:h  had  not  acquired  a  clear  title  to 
it,  the  common  council  has  ordered  the 
bridge  to  be  built. 

Protests  of  the  Lake  Carriers*  associa- 
tion must  at  best  be  taken  with  a  grain 
of  salt.  Vessel  men  are  not  satisfied  to 
run  the  inland  waters  of  this  country,  but 
they  try  also  to  run  the  dry  land. 

Once  Minnesota  Point  was  a  solid  strip 
of  land  and  no  vessel  could  pass  through 
it.  Duluth,  at  great  expense,  cut  the 
canal  in  question  for  the  benefit  of  ship- 
ping—ship owners  did  not  do  it  and  did 
not  p;iy  for  it.  But  now  that  the  city 
has  grown  and  a  necessity  has  arisen  for 
a  bricige  to  accommodate  the  very  people 
who  cut  the  canal,  the  ship  masters  pro- 
test—protest against  accommodating 
their  friends.  Evidently  they  want  the 
earth.

It  must  be  swung  when- 
ever a  steamer  blows  a  warning.  No 
boat  will  ever  be  hindered  a  minute  bv 
it,  bui:  on  the  other  hand  everybody  must 
wait  while  the  boat  passes.

Duluth  Cars  Will  Then  Run  on  Sn- 

perior's  Tracks  and  Superior's 

on  Dututh's. 


Rumor  that  the  Big:  Ferries  Will  be 

Withdrawn  and  Used  to  Tow 

Whalebacks. 
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Street  railway  matters  are  booming. 
The  Garfield  avenue  track  is  being  laid, 
the  Fourth  street  line  is  going  ahead 
and  the  poles  have  been  set  for  the  line 
down  Lake  avenue.  A  large  crew  are  at 
work  on  the  Lakeside  and  Lester  Park 
extension  and  about  a  mile  and  a  half  of 
grading  on  that  interurban  line  has  al- 
ready|been  done. 

But  the  most  startling  piece  of  news  in 

connection  with  street  car  matters  is 
that  within  a  few  months  street  cars 
from  Superior  will  be  running  on  Duluth 
lines  and  Duluth  cars  will 
do  the  same  thing  on  Supe- 
rior lines.  To  accomplish  this 
a  ferry  will  be  used  between  tbe  end  of 
Rice's  Point  and  some  point  on  or  near 
Tower  Bay  slip.  The  boat  is  to  be  built 
after  the  model  of  the  famous  ice  crusher 
St.  Ignace,  only  on  a  smaller  scale  and 
will  run  regular  trips  winter  and  summer 
alike.  The  plans  and  specihcations  for 
this  boat  h^e  already  been  prepared,  it 
is  said,  and  submitted  to  the  officers  of 
both  street  railway  companies. 

The  boat  will  have  accommodations 
for  a  number  of  vehicles  and  also  foot 
passengers.  Mr.  Mendenhall  himself  is 
authority  for  the  statement  that  inside  a 
very  short  time  passengers  leaving  the 
Spalding  house  in  Duluth  can  be  landed 
at  th-'  West  Superior  hotel  inside  of 
twenty-five  minutes. 

In  this  connection  it  is  also  stated  that 
the  big  ferries  Superior  and  Duluth  are 
t  J  be  taken  off  their  present  run,  leng- 
thened and  transformed  into  tow 
steamers  for  towing  whaleback  barges. 
The  details  of  the  plans  are  not  fully  ob- 
tainable as  yet,  but  it  will  be  possible 
before  next  Christmas  to  ride  in  a  street 
car  from  Woodland  or  West  Duluth  to 
Old  Superior  every  few  minutes  at  a 
much  less  rate  of  fare  than  it  costs  to  get 
there  now.

Log  Crop  Reports  From  the  Upper 
Mississippi. 

James  Sherry,  of  Grand  Rapids,  one 
of  the  heaviest  of  the  local  operators  of 
the  Upper  Mississippi,  has  been  in  Min- 
neapolis a  day  or  two.  He  said,  relative 
to  logs  and  logging,  that  most  of  the  cut 
and  the  drives  have  been  sold.  It  has 
been,  Mr.  Sherry  said,  only  a  fairlv 
good  season.  There  was  a  good  winter's 
cut,  but  the  time  of  operation  was  drawn 
out  unusually  by  coli  weather  and  snow 
coming  so  late  that  expenses  were  large- 
ly increased  over  what  they  should  have 
been. 

The  driving  had  also  provep  slow  and 
expensive,  although  there  were  so  great 
floods  in  the  streams.  Many  logs  were 
stranded  on  high  banks  and  bottoms,  ex- 
pensive to  get  them  into  the  channels 
again.  Mr.  Sherry  said  most  of  the 
Upper  Mississippi  logs,  generally  cut  by 
the  smaller  operators,  have  now  been 
marketed  and  at  very  good  figures.  Mr. 
Sherry  added  that  his  region,  Itasca 
county,  was  having  a  rapid  development, 
and  his  town.  Grand  Rapids,  a  large 
growth  this  season.

A  FIGHT  ON  DORAN. 


The  Democratic  State  Convention  at 

Minneapolis     on    Wednesday 

Promises  to  be  Lively. 


Henneiiin  County  Will  Try  to  Nomin- 
ate Champliu,  ot  Garden  City, 
for  Governor. 


The  Proposed  Ticket  Also  Includes  a 

Duluth  German  for  the  State 

Treasurership. 


Minneapolis,  Aug.  i.— There  are  in- 
dications that  the  Democratic  state  con- 
vention, which  will  meet  at  the  exposi- 
tion building  on  Wednesday,  will  be  de- 
cidedly lively.  It  is  said  that  the  war 
between  Mike  Doran  and  the  Hennepin 
county  delegation  has  broken  out  afresh. 
The  Hennepin  Democrats  say  that  Mike 
Doran  is  nothing  more  than  Jim  Hill's 
political  manager,  and  that  he  has  al- 
ready laid  the  wires  for  the  defeat  of  any 
Democrat  who  may  be  named  for  gover- 
nor. Mike  and  President  Hill  want  to 
control  the  machine  themselves,  and  if 
Winston  or  some  other  man  was  elected 
they  would  have  to  take  a  back  seat. 
This  explains  fhe  attitude  of  Mayor 
Winston  and  also  that  of  Thomas  Wil- 
son, who  has  at  last  joined  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  Democratic  hosts  and  de- 
clined to  take  a  nomination  which  only 
meant  another  defeat.  Dan  Lawler,  of 
St.  Paul,  they  say,  has  everything  to  gain 
and  nothing  to  lose  by  taking  a  nomin- 
ation for  governor.  Thfc  Minneapolis 
men  claim  Doran  is  at  the  bottom  of  all 
this  manoeuvering. 

The  bitterness  of  the  local  fight  was 
manifested  on  Thursday,  when  Mayor 
Winston  left  his  old-time  enemy,  C.  M. 
Foote,  off  the  delegation  to  the  state 
convention.  Neither  was  James  W. 
Lawrence  so  honored.  And  what  is 
morp,  both  of  these  men  take  it  as  a  per- 
sonal affront  and  they  blame  Mayor 
Winston  for  the  action  of  the  committee. 
Foote  has  long  been  Mike  Doran's  lieu- 
tenant in  Hennepin  county.  Mr.  Foote 
is  also  in  cahoots  with  J.  W.  Lawrence. 
The  deal  is  that  if  Lawrence  gets  the 
nomination  for  congressrwhether  he  gets 
elected  or  not,  Foote  is  to  be  appointed 
postmaster— that  is,  if  Cleveland  is 
elected.  Foote  and  Lawrence  are  joined 
in  the  Doran  combine,  and  Lawrence, 
though  he  has  no  use  for  the  St.  Paul 
boss,  recognizes  his  power  and  stands 
pat. 

Mayor  Winston's  friends  now  say  that 
tor  the  double  dealing  of  -Foote  and 
Lawrence  they  will  see  to  it  that  Law- 
rence does  not  get  the  nomination  for 
congress.  They  propose  that  Mayor 
Winston  shall  be  nominated  and  they 
say  that  Winston  will  accept.  Mr.  Win- 
ston has  repeatedly  declined  to  enter  the 
race.  He  has  also  refused  to  become  a 
candidate  for  the  governorship.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  his  friends  say  he  really 
means  to  pull  out  of  politics,  but  that  he 
will  take  the  congressional  nomination 
in  case  it  comes  to  him  as  the  nomina- 
tion for  mayor. 

The  purpose  of  the  Winston  men — 
and  Mayor  Winston  is  in  the  move  him- 
self—is to  nominate  Champlin.  The  Hen- 
nepin Democrats  say  this  is  the.  only 
way  for  the  party  to  amount  to  anything 
this  year,  and,  what  is  better,  it  begins 
the  hght  against  J.  J.  Hill  and  Mike 
Doran  in  earnest.  They*  now  claim  that 
as  long  as  Doran  controls  the  politics  of 
Minnesota  the  party  will  never  win  at 
any  state  election,  and  thev  prooose  to 
go  ahead  as  though  Doran  is  an  enemy 
and  not  a  friend  of  the  party  he  claims 
to  be.  On  the  matter  of  a  state  ticket 
very  little  definite  figuring  has  been 
done.  Champlin  for  governor,  Joe 
Roach  for  lieutenant  governor,  P,  P. 
Swenson,  of  Hennepin,  for  secretary  of 
state,  some  German  from  Du- 
luth for  state  treasurer,  and  Cy  Wel- 
lington for  attorney  general  is  the  pres- 
ent plan  of  the  anti-Doran  men.  It  was 
rumored  yesterday,  however,  that  Champ- 
lin was  not  willing  to  enter  into  the  con- 
test. The  wires  were  kept  hot  by  his 
friends  trying  to  induce  him  to  stick. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  convention 
is  to  be  held  in  this  city  the  Hennepin 
county  convention  will  probably  go  into 
it  with  certain  demands,  and  this  year 
this  county  will  be  in  better  shape  than 
ever  to  back  up  these  demands.  If  the 
rest  of  the  state  objects  to  the  endorse- 
ment of  Judge  Canty  for  the  supreme 
court  they  will  beat  the  Hennepin  dele- 
gation only  after  a  hard  hght. 

The  preparations  for  the  convention 
are  going  on  nicely  and  everything  will 
be  in  apple  pie  orde^  when  the  time 
comes.  The  local  Dertiocrats  are  tL  >r- 
oughly  aroused  to  the  importance  of  the 
<5ccasion  and  will  give  the  Democrats  of 
the  state  a  royal  reception  that  will 
make  them  want  to  come  again.  Re- 
duced fares  will  be  secured  from  the 
railroad  companies  and  with  the  great 
interest  it  is  certain  that  a  large  crowd 
will  have  to  be  taken  care  of.

ROBBERY  Oy  A  STEAVSHIP. 

Bags  of  Money  and  Gems  Valued  at 
$13,500  Stolen. 

Panama,  via  Galveston,  Aug.  i.— The 
steamship  San  Jose  of  the  Pacific  steam- 
ship line  commanded  by  Capt.  Russell 
arrived  here  last  night,  having  left  San 
Francisco  July  15  for  Panama,  by  way  of 
Acapulco.  The  vessel  was  at  Acapulco 
on  the  22d.  The  passengers  were  not 
allowed  to  land,  and  there  was  consider- 
able excitement  on  the  steamship  when 
it  was  learned  that  the  restriction  was 
owing  to  a  reported  large  theft  of  money 
and  jewelry. 

One  of  the  passengers,  it  appears,  en- 
trusted several  bags  containing  money 
and  gems  amounting  in  value  altogether 
to^i3,5oo  to  the  purser,  who  had  been 
thirty-two  years  in  the  service  of  the 
Pacific  Mail  steamship  company  and 
whose  mtegrity  is  regarded  as  above 
suspicion.  The  money  and  valuables 
were  stolen  on  the  voyage  but  by  whom 
is  a  mystery.  The  police  came  on  board 
and  made  a  search  among  both  passen- 
gers and  crew,  but  without  satisfactory 
result  so  far  as  known.

Final  Dividend  Declaied  on  a  Famous 
Estate. 

Providence,  R.  I.,  Aug.  i.— The  final 
dividend  of  the  iSprague  estate  has  been 
declared.  The  Spragues,  the  A.  &  W. 
Spragues  Manufacturing  company  and 
ex-Senator  Spiague,  who  was  in  con- 
gress from  1863  to  1875,  failed  in  1873  ^or 
$14,000,000  and  were  supposed  to  have 
property  worth  $20,000,000.  During  the 
heighth  of  his  prosperity  Senator 
^P^^gue  made  his  famous  marriage  to 
the  daughter  of  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury Salmon  P.  Chase. 

When  the  hard  times  came  in  1873,  the 
Spragues  suspended  payment  on  $14,- 
ox),ooo  worth  of  notes.  A  trust  mortgage 
deed  of  the  property  was  executed,  and 
the  property  haj  for  nineteen  years  been 
in  the  trustees'  bands.  They  had  paid 
25  per  cent  of  'Ae  liabilities  up  to  the 
final  payment,  and  this  payment  which 
will  now  be  macle  is  of  2  3-20  per  cent, 
making  27  3-20  per  cent  all  together. 
Thus  the  total  valued  at  $20,000,000  in 
1873  has  yielded  but  a  little  over  $5,000,- 
000  when  it  was  supposed  to  be  good  for 
all  debts  against  it. 

Ex-Senator  Sprague  has  now  left  only 
the  Canonchet  estate  but  that  property 
is  valued  at  $250,000  to  $300,000.  The 
family  has  began  to  sell  it  to  escape 
land  poverty.  The  estate  was  once  sold 
to  Moulton,  the  mutual  friend  in  the 
Beecher-Tilden  case,  but  after  sharp 
fighting  Mr.  Sprague  saved  it.

Windsor,  Ont.,  Aug.  i.— Shortly  be- 
fore 4  o'clock  yesterday  morning  fire 
c  inhumed  the  home  of  Frederick  Smith 
in  this  city.

Mrs.  E.  F.  Smith,  fatally  burned;  Miss 
F.  \V.  Smith,  fatally  burned;  E.  Smith, 
s.eriously  injured;  Mrs.  Creer,  seriously 
burned. 

All  tour  of  the  injured  were  asleep  at 
the  time  and  were  caught  in  the  hre  be- 
fore they  could  escape.  Mrs.  Creer  and 
E.  Smith  jumped  from  upper  windows 
and  sustained  ir.ternal  injuries  in  addi- 
tion to  their  burns. 


DROPPED  LIKE  A  SHOT. 


Another  Parachute  Performer  Meets 
Instant  Death. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  i.— ProL  Edward 
Hope,  the  balloonist,  met  instant  death 
at  Inver^rove  yesterday  afternoon.  Af- 
ter his  balloon  had  gone  up  about  half  a 
mile  it  began  to  drift  rapidly  toward  the 
Mississippi  before  a  west  wind.  Becom- 
ing alarmed,  Hope  cut  away  his  para- 
chute and  began  to  descend. 

The  machine  worked  badly,  however, 
and  he  dropped  to  the  earth  like  a  shot.

There  are  nc' garments 
in  the  house,  but  a  cheap  bedroom  set 
and  carpets,  a  gasoline  stove,  and  a 
cheap  table  with  a  very  tew  cheap  dishes 
on  it,  but  none  in  the  pantry. 

Since  the  present  owner  c  ame  into 
possession  the  house  has  been  on  fire 
twice  before  at  a  late  hour  at  night  and 
the  flames  have  been  extinguished  each 
time  by  the  citizens.  The  second  time 
the  ex-divine  got  $500  insurarce.  This 
third  occurence  makes  the  pe  ople  here 
hot. 

The  ex-reverend  was  formerly  a 
prominent  minister  in  the  Methodist 
church  and  has  preached  as  pastor  at 
St.  Paul  Park,  Brainerd  and  otter  promi- 
nent places.

John  T.  Rich,  Who  Was  Selected  to 
Lead  the  Miehig-au  Republi- 
cans This  Year.

John  T.  Kich,  theKepuDlican  nominee 
for  governor  of  Michigan,  was  bom  in 
Conneautville,  Crawford  county.  Pa.. 
April  23,  18-11.  His  parents  were  natives 
of  Vermont.  In  1846  his  mother  died, 
and  two  years  later  he  went  to  Michi- 
gan, wliere  his  father  purchased  a  farm 
at  Elba,  Lapeer  county.  Upon  this 
farm  the  son  has  lived  to  this  day. 

John  T.  Rich  received  a  country 
Bchool  education  >vith  a  finishing  course 
in  the  Lapeer  high  school  and  Charles- 
ton academy,  and  then  went  to  farm- 
ing. While  still  young  he  was  elected 
to  the  county  board  of  supervisors  and 
was  thi-ice  re-elected.     In    1873  he  was^

sent  to  the  legislature  and  his  services 
in  that  body  covered  six  years,  during 
four  of  which  he  was  speaker  of  the 
house.  He  was  the  last  speaker  in  the 
old  state  house  and  the  first  in  the  new 
capitol.         , 

In  1.880  he  was  candidate  for  governor, 
with  Senator  Stockbridge,  Rice  A.  Beal 
Charles  T.  Gorham  and  David  H.  Je- 
rome as  rivals,  and  not  until  the  t«ntli 
ballot  did  the  convention  choice  fall 
upon  Mr.  Jerome.  In  the  fall  of  1880  he 
was  elected  to  the  state  senate  and  re- 
signed the  following  spnug  upon  his 
election  to  congress  to  succeed  Omar 
D.  Conger.  In  1886  he  was  appointed 
state  railroad  commissioner  by  Governor 
Luce  and  held  the  office  four  years. 

He  was  married  in  1863  to  Miss  Lu 
cretia  Winship,  of  Genesee  county.  Mr. 
Rich  is  just  six  feet  tall,  weighs'  about 
200  pounds  and  is  widely  known  among 
th'^  farmers.  He  is  president  of  the 
State  Fair  association,  is  a  member  of 
the  committee  to  classify  m-ooI  samples 
for  the  World's  fair,  is  president  of  the 
Lapeer  County  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  company  and  is  generally 
prominent  in  granger  and  farmer  cir- 
cles.

Xz-Consressman    McConias,   Secretary   of 
the  National  Kepablican  Committee. 

Ex-Congressman  Louis  E.  McComas, 
of  Maryland,  who  has  been  appointed 
secretary  of  the  Republican  national 
committee,  is  still  rather  a  yoimg  man. 
despite  the  fact  that  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  house  of  representatives  in 
1883  and  served  therein  continuously  for 
eight  years, 

Mr.  McComas  is 
lican,  and  the 
district  he  rep- 
resented in  con- 
gress  includes 
within  its  bor- 
ders the  Mary- 
laud  coal  regions 
and  mountain 
tops,  Hagers- 
town,  Freder- 
ick and  "John 
Brown's  Land." 
He  is  a  man  of 
considerable  elo- 
quence and  is 
very  popular 
with  the  present  L.  E.  m'comas. 
national  administration.  He  is  widely- 
noted  for  his  affability  of  manner,  and 
as  he  is  what  ladies  would  call  a  hand- 
some man,  it  will  be  seen  that  nature 
has  been  very  liljeral  to  him  in  the  be- 
stowal of  her  gifts. 

Mr.  McComas  was  bom  in  Washing- 
ton county,  Md.,  of  Scotch-Irish  parents. 
Oct.  28,  1846.  He  attended  the  neigh- 
borhood schools  and  entered  Dickinson 
c(^lege,  from  which  he  was  graduated 
in  1806.  Mr.  McComas  then  decided  to 
adopt  the  law  as  a  profession,  and  after 
a  two  years'  course  of  reading  in  Hag- 
erstown  was  admitted  to  the 'bar  in 
1868.  Fortune  smiled  upon  the  young 
lawyer,  and  he  soon  built  up  a  lucrative 
Ijractice.  His  eloquence  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  politicians  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  in  1876  Mr.  McComas  received 
the  Repul5lican  congressional  nomina- 
tion. He  was  beaten,  but  in  1882  he 
was  elected,  and  was  re-elected  in  1884- 
6-8.  In  1890  he  was  defeated  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Kaig,  the  Democratic  candidate.  It  is 
an  interesting  fact  that  Mr.  McComas 
wife,  and  even  his  children,  are  ardent- 
ly Democratic  in  their  sympathies,  ex- 
cept of  course  when  their  relatfve  is  a 
candidate.

Colonel  Eugene  A.  Carr,  of  the  Sixth 
cavalry.  United  States  army,  who  haa 
been  appointed  a  brigadier  general  by 
President  Harrison,  is  an  officer  with  a 
proud  record.  He  has  at  different  periods 

of  his  remarka- 
ble career  held 
twenty-nine 
commands  larger 
than  those  to 
which  his  rank 
entitled  him;  he 
has  spent  abont 
nine  years  of  his 
life  without  a 
roof,  partly  in 
tents  and  partly 
in  bivouac;  he 
has  been  shot 
four  times,  has 
had  his  saber  hit 
OEXER.VL  E.  A.  CABR.  twice,    and    twc 

horses  have  been  killed  under  him.  The 
number  of  battles  in  which  he  ha^  par- 
ticipated is  fifty-four,  of  which  sixteen 
■were  against  the  Indians,  fourteen  ol 
them  having  occurred  since  the  lat€ 
"unpleasantness." 

Eugene  A.  Carr  was  bom  in  Concord, 
Erie  county.  Pa.  He  was  appointed  tc 
West  Point  as  a  cadet  from  New  York, 
and  graduated  from  that  institution 
Juh-  1,  Is.jO,  being  assigned  at  once  tc 
the  Third  cavalry,  then  the  Mounted 
riHes.  He  was  ordered  to  Fort  Leaven- 
worth and  participated  in  two  expeiii- 
tions  to  the  Rock>'  mountains.  In  185o 
he  was  promoted  to  a  tirst  lieutenantcy 
for  conspicuous  gallantry  in  an  engage- 
rurr.t  with  the  Mescalero  Apaches.  Lieu- 
tenant Carr  was  prominent  for  his  serv- 
ices in  connection  with  the  Kansas  bor- 
der troubles.  In  June,  1^8,  he  became 
a  captain  and  was  ordered  to  Utah, 
where  he  took  part  in  restoring  law  and 
orfier  and  maintaining  in  authority  the 
Uiiitetl  States  governor  and  other  officials 
wjb'  t  iiad  succeeded  Brigham  Young  and 
hi*  horde  of  polygamistg. 

When  the  war  broke  out  Captain  Carr 
joined    General     Lyons'    campaign    in 

'Utheastem    Missouri.      Later    on    he 

rved  under  Generals  Halleck,  Hunter 
Curtis.  In  February.  1862.  having 
been  appointed  colonel  a  few  months  be- 
fore. Carr  was  put  in  command  of  the 
Fourth  division  of  the  Army  of  the 
Southeast.  He  distinguished  himself  by 
conspicuous  gallantry  and  coolness  in 
directing  the  movements  of  his  division 
in  several  important  engagements,  and 
thus  eameii  many  brevets.  Colonel  Can 
served  throughout  the"  war,  and  ha^ 
since  remained  in  the    regular   armv. 

is  career  from  lS6o  down  to  the  pres 
nt  time  has  consisted  of  a  series  of  bril- 
liar.t:  military-  achievements,  and  in  the 
many  harassing  Indian  campaigns  in 
which  he  lias  taken  part  Colonel  Can- 
has  shown  himself  to  be  an  officer  ot 
wonderful  pluck,  indomitable  energy, 
unvarying  coolness  and  great  strategic 
ability  His  promotion  from  the  senioi 
colonelcy  of  the  army  to  a  brigadier  gen- 
eralship is  considered  a  well  merited 
tribute  to  a  gallant  officer. 

During  the  war  General  Carr  re- 
ceived the  following  brevets  in  the  reg- 
ular service:  That  of  lieutenant  colonel. 
Aug.  10,  1S61,  for  gallant  and  meri- 
torious service  in  the  battle  of  Wilson 
Creek,  Missouri;  that  of  colonel,  May  18. 
1863,  for  gallant  and  meritorious  service 
in  the  action  of  the  Black  River  Bridge. 
Mississippi;  that  of  brigadier  general. 
March  13,  I860,  for  gallant  and  meri- 
torious service  in  the  capture  of  Little 
Rock,  and  that  of  major  general,  March 
13,  I860,  for  gallant  and  meritorious 
service  during  the  war. 


CALLED    UP    HIGHER. 


The  Promotion  of  Colonel  Snowden  from 
the  Greek  to  the  Spanish  Mission. 

Colonel  Archibald  Loudon  Snowden. 
the  new  envoy  extraordinary  and  minis- 
ter plenipotentiary  to  Spain,  was  bom 
Aug.  10,  1837,  in  Carlisle,  Cumberland 
county,  Pa,  The  family  was  among  the 
early  pioneers,  having  settled  on  the 
then  frontier  in  1669,  and  the  colonel'- 
father  was  a  surgeon  of  great  promi 
nence.  In  the  last  war  with  Great 
Britain  he  served  as  an  army  surgeon 
under  the  command  of  General  Jackson. 

The  son  was  graduated  from  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  college,  at  Wash 
ington,  Pa.,  which  was  also  the  alma 
mater  of  James 
G.  Blaine.  He 
soon  after  be- 
came register  of 
■  the  mint  at  Phila- 
delphia by  ap- 
pointment of  hia 
uncle,  who  was  a 
director.and  soon 
acquired  such  a 
mastery  of  mint 
details  that  his 
judgment  was 
generally  decis- 
ive. He  has  since 
been  superintend-  colonel  snowden. 
ent  of  the  mint,  and  in  1878  was  of- 
fered the  post  of  general  director  of  all 
the  mints  in  the  United  States,  bmt  de- 
clined it. 

He  entered  the  army  in  1861  as  lieu- 
tenant colonel  of  Pennsylvania  volun- 
teers and  later  was  captain  of  the  first 
city  troop  of  Philadelphia.  In  1877-9 
he  was  postmaster  of  Philadelphia  and 
for  a  few  years  past  has  been  United 
States  minister  to  Greece,  Servia  and 
Roumania.  His  improvements  and  in- 
ventions relAtin£r  to   covaius  machijiArv 


are  of  value  and  he  has  written  scien 
tific  works  on  coining  and  the  great  seal 
of  the  UnittMJ  States.

Secretary  Thompson  on  Canada's 
Claims  to  the  St.  Clair  Flats  Canal. 
Dispatches  have  been  sent  out  from 
Toronto  within  the  past  few  days  claim- 
ing that  the  Canadian  government  asserts 
that  the  St.  Clair  Flats  canal  is  Canadian 
territory  and  that  tolls  will  be  collected 
from  American  vessels  passing  through 
it  in  case  President  Harrison  exercises 
his  power  conferred  upon  him  in  t!  e  re- 
taliation bill  of  assessing  Canadian  boats 
going  through  the  Soo  (..mal.  Secretary 
Thompson  has  studied  this  matter 
thoroughly  and  says: 

"The  Canadians  claim  that  the  -ntirv 
canal  runs  through  Canadian  waters  and 
territory.      That  claim  cannot  be  upiield 
for  a  moment.      In   the  first  place  (;reat 
Britain  conceded  the  exclusive  ov.ntr 
ship,  control  and  jurisdiction  of  thermal 
to  the  United   States    by   the   trtaiy  cf 
Washington    ratified    in    1871.    One  of 
the     concessions    asked     for    b\     that 
government  was  granted  by   ours,  bein^ 
in  these  words:     'And    the'  govern aient 
of  United  States  engages  that  the  sub 
jects  of  her  Britanic  Majesty  shall  enjoy 
the  use  of    the  St.  Clair   Flats   canal  on 
terms    of    equality    with    inhabitants  of 
the  United   States.'     It  strikes  mv  that 
the  title  which  was  confirmed  by    treaty 
between  Great    Britain   and  the   Uri'^^id 
States  and   has  received   no   dispute  for 
twenty-one  years  can    hardly    be  ques- 
tioned at  this  late  date. 

On    September  4,    1888.  a    resolution 
passed  the  senate  requesting   the  secre- 
tary of  war  to   report   whether  the  chan- 
nels in  ordinary    use  in  the    Detroit  and 
St.  Clair  rivers   including   the  St.    Clair 
Flats    canal  were  in    waters  under    the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  or  Do- 
minion of  Canada.

formed  for    the    purpose  of    delirnili -i^ 
the    boundary     between      the      possi   - 
sions      of      the      United      States      and 
Canada  and  also  maps  showing   the   re- 
sult   of    careful    surveys    covering    the 
channe's  in  question.    These    show    5:;; 
feet  of  the  north  end  of  the  easterlv  p"il  r 
is  in  Canadian  territory,  but  is  of  reaily 
no  practical  importance.

Secretary  Thompson  on  Canada's 
Claims  to  the  St.  Clair  Flats  Cutial. 
Dispatches  have  been  sent  out  from 
Toronto  within  the  past  few  days  claim- 
ing that  the  Canadian  government  asserts 
that  the  St.  Clair  Flats  canal  is  Canadian 
territory  and  that  tolls  will  be  collected 
from  American  vessels  passing  through 
it  in  case  President  Harrison  exercises 
his  power  conferred  upon  him  in  t' e  re- 
taliation bill  of  assessing  Canadian  boats 
going  through  the  Soo  c.uial.  Sei  retarv 
Thompson  has  studied  this  uiatter 
thoroughly  and  says: 

"The  Canadians  claim  that  the  iitirv 
canal  runs  through  Canadian  waters  and 
territory.  That  claim  cannot  be  upiield 
for  a  moment.  In  the  first  place  ( ireat 
Britain  conceded  the  exclusive  ov.ntr 
ship,  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  c.uial 
to  the  United  States  by  the  treaiy  of 
Washington  ratified  in  1871.  One  of 
the  concessions  asked  for  b\  thai, 
government  was  granted  by  ours,  boin^i 
in  these  words:  'And  the'  govern nient 
of  United  States  engages  that  the  sub 
jects  of  her  Britanic  Majesty  shall  enjoy 
the  use  of  the  St.  Clair  Flats  canal  on 
terms  of  equality  with  inhabitants  of 
the  United  State's.'  It  strikes  mt'  that 
the  title  which  was  confirmed  by  treaty 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  Uri*-.d 
States  and  has  received  no  dispute  !"or 
twenty-one  years  can  hardly  be  ques- 
tioned at  this  late  date. 

On    September  4.    1888.  a    resolution 
passed  the  senate  requesting   the  secre- 
tary of  war  to  report   whether  the  chan- 
nels in  ordinary    use  in  the    Detroit  and 
St.  Clair  rivers   including   the  St.    Clair 
Flats    canal  were  in    waters  under    the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  or  Do- 
minion of  Canada,    Under    date  of  No- 
vember 14,    1888,  the    secretary  of    war 
made  a  report  transmitting  a  letter  from 
General  Casey,   chief  of    engineers,  and 
Major  Comstock  of  the  engineering  cor  n- 
at  Detroit  and  containing  copies  of  nnaps 
prepared  by  the    joint  high  commission 
formed  for    the    purpose  of    deliniiti  t^ 
the    boundary     between      the      posse  "- 
sions     of     the      United      States     and 
Canada  and  also  maps  showing   the   re- 
sult   of    careful    surveys    covering    the 
channels  in  question.    These    show    5^; 
feet  of  the  north  end  of  the  easterly  pV/r 
is  in  Canadian  territory,  but  is  of  reaiiy 
no  practical  importance.    The  canal   i^ 
300  feet    wide  and    the    boundary    line 
crosses  in  such  a  manner   that    fif'iy  f.  ct 
at  the  upper  end  is  in  Canadian  territo;  \ . 
leaving  a  clear  space  of  250  feet  betweci 
the  westerly  pier  and    the    internaiion.il 
boundary  line  ample  room    tor    naviga- 
tion.

Two  Africans  are  now  the  talk  of 
Paris.  One  is  a  bright  and  rather  pret- 
ty girl  and  the  other  a  bloody  old  king. 
The  Parisians  si>eak  of  her  as  La  Jolie 
KegT-esse  and  of  hi'.u^well,  they  have 
several  titles  which  would  not  look  well 
in  English,  bat  the  favorite  one  may  be 
translated,  '^The  Old  Black  Monster." 
He  is  the  king  of  Dahomey  and  she  is 
Siinabou. 

Lieutenant  Mizon  recently  passetl  two 
years  in  central  Africa,  crossing  from 
the  Benne  river  to  the  Congo  and  thence 
going  down  to  the  European  stations. 
He  traversed  a  region  as  yet  unvisited 
by  white  men  and  won  the  friendship  of 
a  great  chief,  whose  capital— Igbobe — 
hasalKJut  15.000  inhabitants.  The  chief's 
daughter,  then  thirteen  years  old,  ex- 
hibited a  wonderful  intelligence,  and  her 
ctuiosity  to  see  the  world  was  so  great 
that  she  begged  permission  to  go  with 
the  whites. 

Her  talent  for  languages  astonished 
the  French,  as  she  spoke  all  the  dialects 
(>t  that  part  of  Africa,  and  in  a  moTith 
acquired  enough  French  to  converse 
with  tolerable  fluency.  Her  father  finally 
consented  to  her  departure,  and  she 
proved  of  great  value  to  Lieutenant 
3[iz(m  as  an  interpreter.  On  arrival  in 
Paris  her  grace,  gayety  and  intelligence

raised  her  a  host  of  friends,  and  in  learn- 
inff  language,  music  and  manners  she  is 
quite  a  protligy.  Much  is  expected  of 
her  when  she  returns  to  Africa. 

Behanzin  Hui-Djery,  king  of  Dahomey, 
is  a  creature  of  very  different  type.  Hi.-- 
aiiny  of  Amazons,  his  bloody  sacrifices 
«if  captives  and  slaves,  his  horrible  snake 
teiaples  and  general  deviltry  have  been 
related  by  various  travelers,  especially 
Captain  Richard  F.  Bnrton— and  ye* 
the  old  fellow  is  talented;  in  fact,  the 
Dahoiuuns  generally  excel  all  other 
uegroes  of  the  slave  coast  in  bravery. 

The  French  hold- the  only  port  on  that 
part  of  the  coast  and  a  strip  of  land 
around  Whydah,  the  port  town.  They 
forbade  the  Dahomans  to  take  rap- 
^ves  in  the  region  under  their  protec 
tion,  and  so  war  began,  but  as  the  lati- 
tude is  jnst  north  of  the  equator  there 
are  only  a  few  weeks  in  the  year  that 
white  men  can  carry  on  war  with  any 
effectiveness.  For  two  or  three  months 
the  rain  falls  almost  incessantly,  and  at 
other  times  the  air  but  a  little  way  in- 
land from  the  coast  is  deadly  to  other 
than  ALfrican  constitutions. 

All  the  lowlands  is  a  tangled  wilder- 
ness of  immense  trees  and  vines,  with 
TOch  a  profusion  of  brilliant  flowers  as 
to  dazzle  the  eye.  In  these  forests  are 
wild  animals  and  birds  of  every  species 
known  in  Africa,  including  vampire 
hats  with  three  feet  spread  of  wing, 
boa  constrictors  forty  feet  long  and 
many  small  snakes,  whose  bite  is  certain 
*nd  sudden  death.  All  the  sea  on  the 
coast  abounds  in  sharks  of  the  worst 
iind,  while  inland  almost  every  insect 
is  venomous,  every  shrub  has  a  thorn 
«nd    almost    every    reptile    carries   its

A 
protest,  put  in  shape  some  time  ago  oj" 
Mr.  Pltmsoll.  indicates  in  few  words 
just  what  is  thought  c>bjectionable. 
Said  the  well  known  member  of  parlia- 
ment when  in  New  York: 

"People  who  have  not  seen  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  poor  brutes  cannot  tell  what 
agooies  they  endure.  They  are  packed 
in  the  hold,  between  decks  and  on  deck. 
Sc>metimes  the  steamers  are  loaded 
down  BO  heavily  that  in  port  the  vessel* 
sway.  Think  of  the  torture  of  the  poor 
brutes  in  a  storm,  with  seas  breaking 
over  them,  knocking  them  together 
and    fiometim.es    sweeping    them  over-

board.  Why.  men  have  told  me  that 
they  have  seen  cattle  jammed  so  vio- 
lently against  the  bulwarks  of  a  steam- 
er in  a  gTale  that  their  legs  were  ground 
wihile  other  wretched  Itrutes  w^e 
trampled  to  a  jelly  on  the  deck.  Some- 
times they  are  crowded  together  so 
tightly  that  cattle  lying  down  would  be 
trampled  to  death,  and  to  prevent  this 


nres  Kfe  ligntea  unaer  tne  cattie,  or 
paraffine  put  in  their  ears.  It  was  any- 
thing to  keep  thtefB  up  on  their  feet, 
anything  to  save  their  flesh.  This  is 
horrible  and  inhuman.  It  would  be 
more  humane,  and  perhaps  would  pay 
better  in  the  end.  to  transport  the  be^ 
than  the  liv  stock.** 
To  this  a  "hand"  has  recently  added 

his  testimony  regarding  life  on  a  cattle 
ship.  After  the  load  had  been  made  up 
and  the  voyage  had  b^^ui,  tie  boss  and 
nearly  all  the  helpers  got  drunk  and 
didn't  regain  their  senses  for  nearl»r 
thirty-six  hours.    Says  the  narrator: 

"The  cattie  had  not  lieen  fed  or 
watered  since  they  were  put  on  ship- 
bc»ard.  The  boss  had  l«e<:ome  sobe. 
enough  to  realize  his  negligence,  but 
was  still  drunk  enough  to  want  to  make 
reparation.  We  were  short  of  hand*, 
only  one  man  having  been  sent  to  every 
forty  cattle.  It  took  us  nearly  two 
hours  to  give  the  cattle  hay.  and  it  took 
me  about  three  hours  more  to  pick  the 
sphnt-ers  and  thistles  out  o€  my  hands. 
The  next  morning  the  boas  had  tis  up  at 
4  to  water  and  feed  the  cattle.  The 
watering  came  first.  Condensed  wat^i 
is  used.  Pipes  connected  with  the  con- 
denser ran  to  all  parts  of  the  ship,  ex- 
cept to  points  where  it  was  needed-  So 
far  as  convenience  is  concerned,  it  would 
have  been  just  as  well  to  leave  the  water 
at  the  donkey  eng-ne  as  to  draw  it  off 
into  barrels  and  be  obliged  to  pack  it 
from  them. 

"My  clothing  was  dripping  wet.  and 
notwithstanding  the  severe  exercise.  I 
was  thoroughly  chilled.  It  tock  us  three 
solid  hours  to  water.  Then  we  had  half 
an  hour  to  sit  by  the  fiddler  to  dry  our- 
selves. After  breakfast  came  the  hay- 
ing, and  after  the  haying  we  had  to  fill 
the  liarrels  with  water.  That  took  us 
till  11.  From  11  until  2  we  had  nothin-' 
to  do  but  lie  in  the  sun.  At  2  we  began 
to  get  the  hay  up  out  of  the  hold,  and 
after  it  was  up  to  feed  the  cattle  and 
sweep  up  the  alleys.  By  the  time  that 
was  done  it  was  6  o'clock.  At  6  came 
what  may  for  the  sake  of  courtesy  be 
called  supper.  Aftel*  supper  two  meL 
went  on  to  watch  for  the  night.  Th- 
other?  went  to  bed  or  sat  around  the  fid- 
dler and  told  lies,  but  they  had  to  be  up 
by  4  in  the  morning."' 

And  so  on  for  tift.een  days — ^the  a'^  e-^ 
age  length  of  a  voyage.  When  the  ^t 
tie  reach  the  Liverficiol  yards  they  enjoy 
a  brief  space  of  luxury  before  they  go  to 
the  slaughter.  They  rest,  eat  and*  drink 
to  their  hearts'  content  for  from  thre*' 
days  to  a  week.  Then  the  ax  knock.-^ 
out  their  life  and.  the  purpose  of  their 
eTi.-teiice  has  been  accomplished.  They 
nave  been  bom,  have  roamed  the  wid€' 
plains,  have  traversed  a  continent  an'^ 
Tossed  an  ocean  that  the  roast  beef  o' 
old  England  shall  not  perish  from  tht- 
earth. 

So  all  honor  to  the  Texas  steer,  even  if 
he  has  long  horns,  is  not  handsome  and 
often  chases  people  through  the  streets 
of  cities  in  which  he  finds  himself  an 
unwilling  and  unwelcome  stranger.

then  went  into  politics  temporarily,  as 
was  snpposed,  to  help  elect  his  partner, 
Mr.  James  Gay  Grordon.  to  the  state 
senate,  bni  he  mraiaged  the  matter  with 
snch  skill  and  snccess  that  he  was 
thenceforth  in  demand  among  the  Dem- 
ocrats. In  16<81  he  reorganized  the  party 
in  Philadelphia,  and  in  1882  secured  the 
nomination  of  Governor  Pattison  and 
aided  greatly  in  his  election. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  state  execu- 
tive committee  from  1882  till  1886  and  » 
delegate  to  the  national  convention  r>f

What  attittide  the  British  government

, be  conjectured.    It  has    generally  been 
conceded    that    if    Canada    as  a  whole 
should  at    any    time  ask    to  be  released 
from  the    bonds  that    bind  her  to    Eng- 
land, the  mother  country  would   quietly 
acquiesce    in     the    desire  and  not  offer 
armed  resistance  to  such  a    step.

belief  bis  friends  turned  out  to  the  pri- 
maries on  Saturday,  while  he  was  absent 
from  the  city,  and  elected  n  majority  of 
delegates  favorable  to  him. 

Mayor    d'Autremont    would    unques- 
tionably have  made  a  very  strong  candi- 
date, had  he  been  selected  as  the  party's 
tiomin.ee  at  Brainerd,  and  he  would  have 
stood'   a    good  show  of  being  made  the 
aomtnee.    He  has  declined,  however,  to 
toter  the  contest,    giving    as  his  reason 
t^l.i{  k€  was  elected  mayor  of  Duluth  not 
jcuuiy  months  ago  and  it   is  his    duty   to 
Ihe  citiiens  who  elected  him  to   remain 
b  that  position.    There  are  not  many 
ajCE  in  political   life  who  would  look  at 
iflic  question  in  this  light,  when  the    op- 
iportunity  for  so   much  greater  political 
preferment  was  presented  to  them,  and 
Mayor  d'Autremont  is  therefore  deserv- 
ng  of  praise  for  his  unselfish  action. 

Whether  Maj.  Baldwin  can  secure  the 
■omiuation  at  Brainerd  remains  to  be 
seen.  The  St.  Cloud  Times,  the  lead- 
«Bg  Democratic  paper  in  the  Sixth  dis- 
tiict,  has  been  insisting  that  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  congress  should 
cofzxe  from  Duluth  or  the  northern  part 
of  ibe  district,  and  it  has  been  opposing 
tfee  aspirations  of  Henry  Keller,  of 
Stearas  county,  on  the  ground  that  "his 
wwiiination  would  be  suicidal  and  di- 
rectiy  in  the  interest  of  the  Republican 
wmiitftee."'  On  the  other  hand,  the  Min- 
•eapcdis  Tribune  says  that  the  Demo- 
crats of  Hennepin  county  openly  charge 
Mtdsatel  Doran,  of  St.  Paul,  with  treach- 
ery in  this  district,  saying  that  "he 
helped  to  secure  Searle's  nomination, 
ax>d  is  further  plotting  to  have  a  weak 
opponent  named  by  the  Democrats  1n 
the  pers«vQ  of  Henry  Keller,  while  the 
Denaocrats  regard  Maj,  Baldwin,  of  Du- 
hsth*  as  tbetr  strongest."  The  same  au- 
Ihority  makes  the  following  statement: 
**A  Hennepin  Democrat  has  received 
from  Duluth  the  foregoing  assertion, 
^ritt«ti  by  a  friend  of  Maj.  Baldwin,  who 
states  furthermore  that  knowledge  of 
this  conspiracy  on  Doran's  part  was  the 
real  reason  why  d'Autremont  declined  to 
be  the  Duluth  candidate,  and  this  letter 
states  frankly  for  Maj.  Baldwin  that  he 
Las  no  hopes  of  the  nomination  at  Brain- 
erd, Aug.  9,  unless  Doran  is  compelled 
by  DemoGratic  clamor  to  take  his  hands 
<^,  and  unless  Doran  is  defeated  at  the 
state  sonvention  next  Wednesday.  From 
ancthei  source  it  was  learned  that  this 
attitude  of  Doran  was  the  real  reason 
why  H.  C.  Stivers,  of  Brainerd.  refused 
to  run  in  that  district." 

Id  this  connection  a  recent  cartoon  in 
tfee  St,  Faai  Globe  naturally  comes  to 
m»nd.  it  represented  a  little  private 
banqtxet  at  the  Minnesota  club  iu  the 
Saintly  city,  at  which  were  present  Pres- 
ident |.  j.  Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern,  a 
Democrat,  and  who  is  represented  to  be 
working  politically  in  conjunction  with 
Mr.  Dojan;  Knute  Nelson,  the  Republi- 
can nominee  for  governor;  Judge  Searle, 
the  Republican  nominee  tor  congress  in 
this  district;  and  Luther  Mendenhall. 
one  ot  Duluth's  most  prominent  bank- 
trs.  The  Globe  remarked  that  "those 
who  know  President  Hill  best  say  that 
he  is  as  clever  at  the  game  of  politics  as 
at  railroad  bailding  and  managing."  The 
Herald  would  therefore  suggest  to  Maj. 
Baldwin  that  if  he  can  arrange  a  little' 
banquet  similar  to  the  one  above  de- 
scribed and  secure  the  presence  of  Pres- 
ident Hill  and  "Boss"  Doran.  his  chan- 
ces of  securing  the  nomination  at  Brain- 
erd might  be  gieatly  improved. 


STATE  BANK  C1RCULAT1(2N. 
Wonld  the  revival  of  the  issue  of  cur- 
rency by  the    state    banks,    as  in    ante- 
bellum times,    really  work    commercial 
confusion?     It  has  long   been  taken  for 
granted,  since  the    prohibitory  tax  of  10 
per  cent  was  levied  as  a  war  measure  on 
the  issue  of  money  on   state  banks,   that 
the  revival  of    these  banks  would  cause 
such  an  outbreak  of  what   was  properly 
called  "wild-cat"  banking   that  the  com- 
mercial   community  wt)uld  never  for    a 
moment    again    listen    to  such    system. 
But  following  closely  upon  the  demand 
by  the  Democratic  national  convention 
that  this  tax  be    repealed  so    that    state 
banks  may  again  issue  notes,  a  bill  was 
introduced  in  the    house  of    representa- 
tives and  championed  by  Mr.  Harter,  of 
Ohio,  for  tHe  repeal  of  this  tax. 

David  M.  Stone,  the  venerable  stu- 
dent of  commercial  questions  and  foun- 
der and  for  a  generation  editor  of  the 
New  York  Journal  of  Commerce,  con- 
tributes a  brief,  compact  arti^:le  to  the 
August  number  of  the  Fortim  to  show 
that  the  alarm  is  unwairinted.  He 
argues  that  the  development  of  quick 
communication  between  all  parts  of  the 
country  and  the  modern  organization  of 
commerce  would  rid  state  bank  issues  gf 
their  dangers,  and  that  the  repeal  of  this 
tax,  60  that  state  banks  might  issue  bills, 
would  really  solve  the  question  of  an 
elastic  currency. 

Mr.  Stone  reaches  this  conclusion,  not 
by  political  reasons,  but  simply  as  a  fin- 
ancial student;  and  the  arguments  that 
he  sets  forth  in  this  article  are  those  that 
will  be  used,  not  only  in  the  campaign, 
but  during  the  further  agitation  of  the 
subject  by  all  that  favor  the  revival  of 
state  bank  issues.

school  cases.  It  declares  that  the  only 
resource  left  to  the  French  element  is  to 
present  a  memorial  to  the  queen,  asking 
that  Quebec  may  be  permitted  to  be- 
come annexed  to  the  United  States.  The 
French  element  is  largely  in  the  ma- 
jority in  the  province  of  Quebec,  and  if 
it  should  take  a  united  stand  on  this 
question  it  is  not  easy  to  forecast  the  re- 
sult. 

What  attitude  the  British  government 
would    assume    in    the    event  of  such  a 
movement  taking  definite  form  can  only 
be  conjectured.     It  has    generally  been 
conceded    that    if    Canada    as  a  whole 
should  at    any    time  ask    to  be  released 
from  the    bonds  that    bind  her  to    Eng- 
land, the  mother  country  would  quietly 
acquiesce    in     the    desire  and  not  offer 
armed  resistance  to  such  a    step.    It  is 
doubtful,  however,  if  permission   would 
be  granted  to  a  single   province    lO  se- 
cede from  the  Canadian  confederation 
and  join  this  nation.    The   probability  is 
that  the  request  would  be  refused.    The 
request,    however,    would    undoubtedly 
stir  up  an  agitation    throughout  the  Do- 
minion and  would  give  renewed  impetus 
to  the  annexation  movement  which  has 
already    made    considerable      headway 
among  the  English  speaking   people  of 
Ontario.

Ma>  Baldwin  has  been  made  the  can' 
djdate   of  St.   Louis  county  Democrats 
for  tfee  congressional  nomination   in  the 
Sixth  district.    The  major  was   selected 
because  Mayor  d'Autremont  absolutely 
•liecljned  to  enter  the  congressional  race. 
It  was  believed  op  to  alnaotithe  moment 
when  the  convention  met  vest&rday  that 
the  ^nayor  would    become    a    candidate 
for  the  nomination,  and  acting  upon  that 
belief  his  friends  turned  out   to  the   pri- 
maries on  Saturday,  while  he  was  absent 
from  the  city,  and  elected  a    majority  of 
delegates  favorable  to  him. 

Mayor    d'Autremont    would    unques- 
tionably have  made  a  very  strong  candi- 
date, had  he  been  selected  as  the  party's 
ftominee  at  Brainerd,  and  he  would  have 
stood'   a    good  show   of  being  made  the 
aominee.    He  has  declined,  however,  to 
imter  the  contest,    giving    as  his  reason 
xt.j.i  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Duluth  not 
«vujy  months  ago  and  it   is  his    duty   to 
Ihe  citizens  who  elected  him   to   remain 
b  that  position.    There  are  not  many 
men  in  political   lif«  who  would  look  at 
tfee  question  in  this  light,  when  the    op- 
Vortanity  for  so   much   greater  political 
jreferment  was  presented  to  them,  and 
iiayor  d'Autremont  is  therefore   deserv- 
wg  of  praise  for  his  unselfish  action. 

"VVi" hither  Maj.  Baldwin  can  secure  the 
■canination  at  Brainerd  remains  to  be 
acen.  The  St.  Cloud  Times,  the  lead- 
ing Democratic  paper  in  the  Sixth  dis- 
trict, has  been  insisting  that  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  congress  should 
cocrte  from  Duluth  or  the  northern  part 
d[  Jjie  district,  and  it  has  been  opposing 
fl»e  aspirations  of  Henry  Keller,  of 
Steatas  county,  on  the  ground  that  "his 
aoodoation  would  be  suicidal  and  di- 
x«ctiy  in  the  interest  of  the  Republican 
aoramee."  On  the  other  hand,  the  Min- 
Reapolis  Tribune  says  that  the  Demo- 
crats &f  Hennepin  county  openly  charge 
Miclsael  Doran,  of  St.  Paul,  with  treach- 
ery m  this  district,  saying  that  "he 
helped  to  secure  Searle's  nomination, 
and  is  further  plotting  to  have  a  weak 
opponent  named  by  the  Democrats  1n 
the  person  of  Henry  Keller,  while  the 
Democ'.-ats  regard  Maj.  Baldwin,  of  Du- 
hstk,  as  ihetr  strongest."  The  same  au- 
Ihority  makes  the  following  statement: 
'*A  Hennepin  Democrat  has  received 
from  Duluth  the  foregoing  assertion, 
written  by  a  friend  of  Maj.  Baldwin,  who 
states  furthermore  that  knowledge  of 
ibis  conspiracy  on  Doran's  part  was  the 
real  reason  why  d'Autremont  declined  to 
be  the  Duluth  candidate,  and  this  letter 
states  frankly  for  Maj.  Baldwin  that  he 
Las  no  hopes  of  the  nomination  at  Brain- 
erd, Aug.  9,  unless  Doran  is  compelled 
by  Democratic  clamor  to  take  his  hands 
dS,  and  unless  Doran  is  defeated  at  the 
vlate  convention  next  Wednesday.  From 
aootber  source  it  was  learned  that  this 
attitude  of  Doran  was  the  real  reason 
why  H.  C  Stivers,  of  Brainerd,  refused 
10  ruB  in  that  district." 

In  this  connection  a  recent  cartoon  in 
the  St,  Faal  Globe  naturally  comes  to 
mmd.  It  represented  a  little  private 
banquet  at  the  Minnesota  club  in  the 
Saintly  city,  at  which  were  present  Pres- 
ident 1.  j.  Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern,  a 
Democrat,  and  who  is  represented  to*  be 
working  politically  in  conjunction  with 
Mr.  Dojan;  Knute  Nelson,  the  Republi- 
can nominee  for  governor;  Judge  Searle, 
the  Republican  nominee  tor  congress  in 
this  di'Strtct;  and  Luther  Mendenhail, 
one  ot  Duluth's  most  prominent  bank- 
trs.  The  Globe  remarked  that  "those 
-who  know  President  Hill  best  say  that 
fee  is  as  clever  at  the  game  of  politics  as 
at  railroad  building  and  managing."  The 
Herald  would  therefore  suggest  to  Maj. 
Baldwin  that  if  he  can  arrange  a  little 
banquet  similar  to  the  one  above  de- 
scribed and  secure  the  presence  of  Pres- 
ident Hill  and  "Boss"  Doran,  his  chan- 
ces of  securing  the  nomination  at  Brain- 
erd might  be  gieatly  improved. 


STATE  BANK  ClROULArK^N. 
Wonid  the  revival  of  the  issue  of  cur- 
rency by  the    state    banks,    as  in    ante- 
bellum times,    really  work    commercial 
confusion.'*    It  has  long  been  taken  for 
granted,  since  the    prohibitory  tax  of  lo 
per  cent  was  levied  as  a  war  measure  on 
the  issue  of  money  on   state  banks,   that 
the  revival  of    these  banks  would  cause 
such  an  outbreak  of  what    was  properly 
called  "wild-cat"  banking   that  the  com- 
mercial   community   wt)uld  never  for    a 
moment    again    listen    to  such    system. 
But  following  closely  upon  the   demand 
by  the  Democratic  national   convention 
that  this  tax  be    repealed  so    that    state 
banks  may  again  issue  notes,  a  bill  was 
introduced  in  the    house  of    representa- 
tives and  championed  by  Mr.  Harter,  of 
Ohio,  for  tHe  repeal  of  this  tax. 

David  M.    Stone,  the    venerable   stu- 
dent of  commercial   questions  and  foun- 
der and  for  a    generation  editor    of    the 
New  York  Journal  of    Commerce,    con- 
tributes a  brief,  compact    article   to   the 
August  number  of    the    Forum  to   show 
that    the    alar;n    is    unwarrmted.      He 
argues  that  the    development    of    quick 
communication  between  all  parts  of  the 
country  and  the  modern  organization  of 
commerce  would  rid  state  bank  issues  pf 
their  dangers,  and  that  the  repeal  of  this 
tax,  80  that  state  banks  might  issue  bills, 
would  really  solve  the    (juestion    of   an 
elastic  currency. 

Mr.  Stone  reaches  this  conclusion,  not 
by  political  reasons,  but  simply  as  a  fin- 
ancial student;  and  the  arguments  that 
he  sets  forth  in  this  article  are  those  that 
will  be  used,  not  only  in  the  campaign, 
but  during  the  further  agitation  of  the 
subject  by  all  that  favor  the  revival  of 
state  bank  issues. 


NEW  UKJKvKYMANDKli  SUIT. 

Papers  Served  In  the  New  Suit  ka  Wls- 
oonsin. 

Madison,  Wis.,  Aug.  2.— The  papers 
in  the  new  gerrymander  suit  were  served 
yesterday  morning  by  ex-Attorney  Gen- 
eral C.  E.  Esterbrook  on  Attorney  Gen- 
eral O'Connor.  The  Democrats  seem  to 
entertain  very  little  hope  of  bciajj  able 
maintain  the  constitutionality  of  their 
law. 

Their  hope  now  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
last  Republican  apportionment  of  1887 
was  in  itsell  beyond  a  doubt  unconstitu- 
tional, and  that  even  if  their  last  law  is 
annulled,  the  present  legislature  will  be 
able  to  hold  over  as  a  de  facto  legisla- 
ture, and  until  a  new  apportionment  is 
made  there  »s  no  valid  law  imder  which 
an  election  can  be  held. 

The  request  to  the  attorney  general  is 
that  he  commence  action  befon-  the  su- 
preme court  Aug.  9,  to  test  the  case. 
The  petitioner  is  Charles  F.  Lamb,  of 
this  city.  The  chief  allegation  ot  the  pe- 
tition is  that  the  rule  of  equality  of  pop- 
ulation is  disregarded  in  making  up  the 
several  legislative  districts.  Counsel 
for  the  petitioners  claim  that  this  comes 
clearly  under  the  rule  announced  by  the 
supreme  court  in  the  first  case,  which 
has  been  followed  by  the  supreme  court 
of  Michigan.

In  decided  contrast  to  the  dull  ses- 
sions which  the  council  has  held  for  a 
number  of  weeks  past  was  last  night's 
meeting  and  there  was  enoogh  of  the 
sensational  in  it  to  satisty  even  the  re- 
porters. Every  alderman  was  in  his 
seat  and  the  lobby  was  well  tilled  with 
spectators.  The  latter  of  course  en- 
joyed it  hugely  and  some  of  the  alder- 
men undoubtedly  did  also. 

When  the  council  was  called  to  order 
President  Hugo  announced  that  Mayor 
d'Autremont  bad  something  to  say  to 
the  council.  The  mayor  then  read  a 
communication,  written  by  himself,  in 
reference  K)  the  ejristence  of  bribery  in 
the  council.  He  reported  the  circum- 
stances  as  they  have  been  given  hereto- 
fore, of  receiving  the  money  from  the 
aldermen  and  depositing  it  in  the 
American  Exchange  bank.  He  then 
said: 

"It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
good  and  honest  government  of  our  city 
affairs  that  nothing  of  this  kind  should 
be  tolerated  in  any  way,  and  that  a 
searching  investigation  should  mimedi- 
ately  be  made  as  to  where  this  money 
came  from,  what  it  was  paid  for  and  as 
to  whether  any  other  city  officials  re- 
ceived money  or  were  In  any  way  impli- 
cated, and  the  guilty  parties  brought  to 
justice,  and  to  that  end  I  ask  that  you 
take  immediate  steps  in  the  matter,  and 
in  addition  thereto  that  you  empower 
me  to  employ  counsel  in  no  way  inter- 
ested in  city  affairs.  As  a  matter  of  this 
kind  casts  a  shadow  over  the  whole  city 
government  I  ask  that  you  authorize  me 
to  employ  as  counsel  S.  D.  Allen,  a  per- 
son in  no  way  connected  with  city  mat- 
ters and  that  he  be  given  full  power  to 
subpoena  witnesses  and  conduct  the  in- 
vestigation." 

The  mayor  then  addressed  the  council 
explaining  that  he  had  named  Mr.  Al- 
len to  conduct  the  investigation  for  sev- 
eral reasons;  first,  because  he  is  a  good 
lawyer;  second,  because  he  is  an  honest 
,taan  and  will  do  his  utmost  to  probe  the 
'matter  to  the  bottom,  and  lastly  because 
he  is  opposed  to  the  present  administra- 
tion. The  mayor  dwelt  on  the  last  point 
saying  that  it  was  eminently  proper  that 
a  person  not  in  sympathy  with  the  ad- 
ministration be  chosen  to  conduct  the 
investigation.  No  whitewashing,  he  said, 
is  wanted.  The  investigation  must  be 
thorough  and  impartial. 

President  Hugo  answered  the  mayor 
saying  that  he  believed  it  to  be  the  d_- 
sire  of  every  alderman  to  have  the  in- 
vestigation thorough  and  searching  and 
that  he  could  assure  the  mayor  of  their 
co-operation.  Alderman  Long  then 
moved  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
mayor  be  concurred  in  and  his  motion 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  next  matter  of  interest  which 
came  up  was  the  report  of  the  auditing 
committee,  which  contained  the  reports 
of  Fred  Russell,  the  e^ypert,  who  exam- 
ined the  accounts  of  the  various  city  of- 
ficers. Alderman  Long  explained 
the  delay  in  presenting  it  to  have  been 
due  to  his  continued  absence  from  the 
city  and  he  felt  that  if  there  was  any 
blame  to  be  attached  to  anyone  for  the 
delay,  it  should  rightfully  fall  on  him. 

The  reports  of  Fred  Russell  were  then 
readk  He  reported  the  condition  of 
affairs  in  the  comptroller's  office  as  all 
right,  but  made  some  recommendations 
as  to  changes  in  the  keeping  of  the 
records.  He  also  informed  the  council 
that  there  was  a  large  amount  of  tax 
due  the  city  from  the  county  on  the 
court  house  property,  and  recommended 
that  the  council  take  steps  to  collect  it. 
He  also  favored  the  adoption  of  a 
method  of  keeping  the  accounts  between 
the  city  and  county  which  will  at  all 
time  show  the  exact  condition  of  the  bal- 
ances. 

He  then  took  up  the  city  clerk's  office 
and  reported  that  he  bad  found  by  the 
stubs  of  the  clerk's  records  that  licenses 
to  the  amount  of  S95  had  been  issued 
for  which  the  treasurer's  receipts  had 
not  been  issued.  He  also  informed  the 
council  that  a  large  number  of  records, 
among  them  several  license  stubs,  had 
been  destroyed. 

This  report  was  dated  in  May,  and  the 
committee  was  informed  that  if  a  more 
complete  report  was  desired  it  would  be 
given.  The  committee  asked  for  it  and 
another  was  submitted  on  July  30.  This 
stated  that  the  shortage  of  $95  had  been 
made  good  by  the  clerk  in  three  install- 
ments. The  committee  was  also  in- 
formed that  N.  J.  Burke  was  on  the  pay 
roll  as  an  assistant  to  the  city  clerk,  but 
no  such  person  was  employed  around 
the  city  hall.  He  also  informed  the 
committee  that  a  large  number  of  records 
supposed  to  be  of  the  old  village  of  Park 
Point  had  been  destroyed.    , 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  then 
read.  The  recommendations  of  the  ex- 
pert were  submitted  to  the  council  with 
the  approval  of  the  committee.  In  re- 
gard to  the  city  clerk's  office  the  com- 
mittee explained  that  it  had  questioned 
the  city  clerk  on  the  various  matters. 
As  to  the  $95  shortage,  he  explained 
that  he  is  occasionally  obliged  to  issue 
licenses  on  credit,  and  then,  if  the 
parties  do  not  pay,  make  it  up 
himself  at  the  end  of  ♦he  year.  As  to 
the  N.  T.  Burke  matter,  the  committee 
reported  that  the  committee  on  claims 
was  the  proper  source  to  investigate 
that.  The  council  was  also  informed 
that  the  committee  had  asked  for  an  in- 
ventory of  the  Park  Point  records  in  the 
city  clerk's  vault,  and  when  it  is  received 
will  compare  it  with  the  receipt  given 
the  city  recorder  of  that  village. 

After  the  reading  of  the  report,  City 
Clerk  Burke  asked  to  be  allowed  to 
make  a  statement.  He  admitted  that  it 
might  not  be  exactly  the  proper  thing 
for  a  city  clerk  to  issue  a  license  with- 
out having  the  treasurer's  receipt  tor  the 
fee,  but  he  insisted  that  it  is  done  in 
every  city  clerk's  office.  Cases  arise 
where  people  in  needy  circumstances 
have  to  be  trusted.    Then  if  tbey  do  not 
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pay  the  city  clerk  most  make  up  the 
shortage  at  the  end  of  the  year.  •  He 
Slid  that  only  last  Saturday  Capt.Thomp- 
son  had  reported  to  him  the  case  of 
a  man  of  family  who  was  destitute 
and  could  not  take  out  a  dray  license 
and  his  famriy  was  therefore  suffering. 
He  issued  the  license  ard  if  the  man 
does  not  pay  it  he  will  have  to  stand  it 
I  ims«lf.  In  relation  to  the  N.  ].  Burke 
matter  he  said  that  every  alderman 
knew  of  that.  The  Park  Point  records 
he  says  axe  all  intact.  When  he  came 
into  office  the  vault  was  full  of  rubbish 
and  he  had  burned  five  fushel  baskets 
of  it.  Among  these  was  two'  or  three  li- 
cense stubs,  but  he  claims  the  treasurer's 
receipts  are  now  in  the  vault  to  show  for 
theum.  If  the  burning  of  these  was  wrong 
he  admits  that  he  is  entitled   to  censure. 

Several  of  the  aldermen  explained  that 
the  N.  J.  Burke  matter  was  known  and 
understood  by  every  alderman.  The 
money  is  paid  for  the  copying  of  the 
minutes.  Alderman  Long  said  that  in 
justice  to  Mr.  Burke  he  would  say  that 
three  years  ago  when  the  books 
of  the  city  clerk  were  gone  over  the 
same  shortage  in  license  money  was 
discovered  and  that  the  same  explana- 
tion had  been  made  by  the  city  clerk 
then  that  is  now  made  by  Mr.  Burke. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file. 

The  next  sensation  came  over  the  ap- 
plication ot  the  Duluth  &  Northeastern 
Railway  and  Terminal  company  for  an 
extension  of  the  time  necessary  in  which 
it  was  obliged  to  begin  work.  This  was 
referred  to  the  railroad  committee  at  the 
last  meeting  and  majority  and  minority 
reports  were  presented.  Alderman 
Long  as  chairman  of  the  committee  pre- 
sented a  minority  report  recommending 
that  an  extension  to  September  i  be 
granted  provided  a  certain  change  was 
made  in  the  ordinance.  This  was  in  the 
clause  regarding  Railroad  street  which 
reads  that  any  railroad  desiring  to 
use  the  tracks  of  the  company 
on  that  street  must  pay  a  pro  rata  share 
of  the  cost  of  construction  and  also  7  per 
cent  interest  on  the  cost  and  a  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  cost  of  maintenance 
and  operation.  The  majority  report 
was  presented  by  Aldermen  Weiss  and 
Kennedy  and  recommended  that  the  ex- 
tension be  granted  without  any  amend- 
ment to  the  ordinance. 

Alderman  Thomas  at  this  point  be- 
came aroused.  He  moved  to  lay  the  ap- 
plication for  an  extension  ©n  the  table 
and  sailed  into  W.  C.  Sargent.  He  de- 
clared that  he  had  insulted  the  council, 
had  said  that  "it  could  go  to  h— 1  and 
he'd  do  as  he  liked  about  it."  He  de- 
clared that  the  company  had  no  more 
intention  of  building  the  road  than  he 
had  of  jumping  over  the  moon. 

Alderman  Weiss  favored  the  granting 
of  the  extension  saying  that  if  there  was 
one  chance  in  a  thousand  for  Minnesota 
Point  to  be  developed  that  one  chance 
ought  to  be  given.  Alderman  Long 
wanted  this  road  to  be  put  on  the  same 
basis  as  the  Duluth  8c  Winnipeg  and 
Mesaba  roads  which  had  been-  refused 
the  monopolization  o^  Railroad  street. 

About  this  time  Alderman  Thomas 
found  his  feet  again. 

"I  don't  believe  Sargent  has  spent  a  5- 
cent  piece,"         said        he,         "and 

wb&t  is  more,  I  believe  he 
is  a  liar,  and  can  back  it  up.  He  is  a 
genuine  good  bluffer.  I  notice  that 
every  time  a  corporation  wants  any- 
thing the  city's  interests  are  disregarded 
and  the  corporation  is  sure  to  find 
friends  in  the  council  as  this  has  done." 

Alderman  N.  F.  Hugo  rushed  to  Mr. 
Sargent's  defense  and  said  that  Alder- 
man Thomas  was  a  liar.  President 
Hugo  called  him  to  order.  The  alder- 
man said  that  Alderman  Thomas  had  no 
right  to  talk  behind  Mr.  Sargent's  back 
that  way.  "I  have  seen  receipts  for 
money  paid  by  Sargent  for  work  done 
on  the  road,"  said  he,  "and  I  know  Al- 
derman Thomas  is  a  liar." 

President  Hugo  then  peremptorily 
called  the  alderman  to  order,  remarking 
that  he  would  continue  outside  the 
chamber  if  he  persisted.  The  latter 
then  subsided. 

Some  more  sparring  ensued,  and  the 
question  finally  to  a  vote  ow  the  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table,  and  this  was  done  by 
a  vote  of  Q  to  3,  Aldermen  Cox,  Hugo 
and  Weiss  voting  against  it. 

President  Hugo  called  attention  to 
Alderman  Thomas'  allegation  that  the 
ordinance  as  passed  did  not  contain  the 
provision  in  relation  to  Railroad  street 
referred  to  by  Alderman  Long,  and  he 
suggested  that  the  city  clerk  be  in- 
structed to  permit  no  one  but  aldermen 
to  examine  the  original  copies  of  mea- 
sures adopted  by  the  council.  This  was 
done. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  approving 
of  the  purchase  by  the  school  board  of  a 
clock  for  the  High  school  tower,  but 
stating  that  the  council  could  not  appro- 
priate anything  to  assist  in  the  pur- 
chase. The  resolution  was  vigorously 
opposed  by  Alderman  Thomas,  but  he 
alone  voted  no.

The  Democratic  county  convention 
was  called  to  order  at  2:35  o'clock  yes- 
terday afternoon  by  H.  F.  Greene,  who 
read  the  call  and  called  for  nominations 
for  temporary  chairman.  John  G. 
Brown  nominated  T.  T.  Hudson  and  he 
was  unanimously  elected.  Mr.  Hudson 
took  the  chair  and  said  in  addressing 
the  convention: 

"1  appreciate  the  honor  of  being  se- 
lected to  preside  over  this  convention.  I 
would  deem  it  an  honor  to  be  called  up- 
on to  preside  over  any  public  meeting, 
but  it  is  to  me  an  especial  honor  to  pre- 
side over  a  convention  of  the  Democrats 
of  St.  Louis  county.  The  conventions 
of  the  Democrats  of  this  county  have  al- 
ways been  deliberative  bodies.  The 
men  who  composed  them  have  had  the 
good  of  the  party  at  heart.  They  have 
always  been  harmonious  and  in  marked 
contrast  to  the  conventions  of  our  po- 
litical enemies  in  this  county.  1  trust 
today's  will  be  no  exception  and  that 
good  men  will  be  selected  to  represent 
this  county  in  the  state  and  congres- 
sional conventions;  that  it  will  be  a 
strictly  deliberative  body  and  will  look 
to  the  success  of  the  party  in  the  coming 
elections." 

Fred  L.  Ryan  was  then  chosen  tem- 
porary secretary  upon  motion  of  Simon 
Clark.  C.  P.  Maginnis  moved  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  five  on 
credentials  and  the  chairman  named  the 
following:  C.  P.  Maginnis,  James  Hart, 
Ed  Hall,  J.  J.  Crowley  and  F.  G.  Brown, 
of  Tower.  After  the  committee  had  re- 
tired there  was  a  demand  for  speeches 
and  Mayor  d'Autremont  was  called  for. 
He  came  forward  and  said: 

'Mr.  Chairman,  citizens  and  Demo- 
crats: 1  thank  you  very  much  for  call- 
ing upon  me  to  say  a  few  words  tb  you. 
In  the  first  place  it  is  a  duty  1  owe  to  the 
Democracy  of  St.  Louis  county  to  say  a 
few  words  regarding  the  congressional 
nomination.  1  want  to  thank  my  friends 
who,  without  knowing  whether  I  was  a 
candidate  or  not,  labored  so  hard  and 
did  so  much  in  my  interest  ahd  say  1 
hope  the  time  will  come  when  1  can  re- 
pay it.  But  last  winter  the  Democrats 
and  other  citizens  of  Duluth  honored  me 
by  electing  me  mayor  of  the  city.  Now 
my  duty  compels  me  to  giye  my  time  to 
that  office  and  it  would  be  unfair  for  me 
to  abandon  that  office  at  this 
time.  In  addition  I  want  to 
say  that  in  the  Democracy 
of  St.  Louis  or  any  other  county  where 
conventions  assemble  there  can  always 
be  found  men  in  the  ranks  who  are  com- 
petent to  fill  any  office.  Thanking  you 
again  1  must  say  that  I  cannot  be  a  can- 
didate for  congress  under  any  condition. 

"If  1  understand  the  situation  only 
one  gentleman  has  sign-fied  his  willing- 
ness to  accept  a  congressional  nomina- 
tion. In  withdrawing  I  hope  that  my 
friends  will  turn  in  and  work  for  our  hon- 
ored townsman,  Maj.  Baldwin.  I  Avould 
like  to  give  all  the  time  1  can/ to  this 
fight  and  will  give  any  spare  moment  I 
have  in  advocating  the  selection  of  Maj. 
Baldwin.  While  'n  New  York  city  I 
visited  Tammany  hall,  and  1  want  to  say 
to  you  that  every  member  of  that  great 
body  will  vote  for  Cleveland.  If  we, 
here  in  Minnesota  and  the  West  who 
arc  fighting  for  the  doctrine  of  tariff  re- 
form, do  our  duty,  New  York  will  do 
hers  and  Nov.  5  will  not  be  a  gray  day 
at  Gray  Gables  on  Buzzard  Bay." 

Prolonged  applause  followed  Mayor 
d'Autremont's  speech.  H.  F.  Greene 
and  John  M.  Martin  also  made  good 
Democratic  speeches. 

The  committee  on  credentials  then 
made  its  report,  which  was  accepted.  H. 
F.  Greene  moved  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  five  to  select  delegates  to 
the  state  and  congressional  conventions. 
This  was  approved  and  H.  F.  Greene, 
John  G.  Brown,  T.  J.  Monahan,  J.  A. 
Rustgard,  of  Tower,  and  John  M.  Mar- 
tin, of  West  Duluth,  were  appointed. 

The  appointment  of  a  committee  on 
resolutions  was  next  provided  for  upon 
a  motion  by  Alfred  Jaques,  and  Z.  H. 
Austin,  A.  N.  McGindley,  A.  S.  Wilson, 

E.  P.  Alexander  and  Andrew  Ruf  were 
appointed. 

The  committee  on  delegates  reccom- 
mended  the  following  delegation  to  go 
to  the  state  convention:  Mayor  d'Au- 
tremont, Fred  G.  Brown,  E.  Olund,  H. 
P.  Patterson,  C.  O.  Baldwin.  W.  R. 
Spencer,  Alfred  Jaques,  R.  K.  Doe,  T. 
J.  Monahan,  A.  Fitger,  James  Hart,  J.  A. 
Bede,  T.  M.  Helenski,    C.  P.  Maginnis, 

F.  W.  Sullivan,  D.  E.  Hollister,  George 

F.  Chester  and  Robert  Louden.  As  del- 
egates to  the  congressional  convention 
at  Brainerd  the  following  names  were 
recommended:  E.  C.  Gridley,  John  G. 
Brown,  John  Flood,  J.  A.  Bede,  George 
Spangler,  H.  F.  Green,  T.  T.  Hudson,  F. 
L.  Ryan,  P.  M.  Graff,  A.  J.  Taylor,  John 
Peterson,  P.  O.  Noben,  Thomas  Pinto,  F 
H.  Cutting,  John  Rustgard,  Simon  Clark 
and  E.  P.  Alexander. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  Mayor 
d'Autremont  moved  that  the  delegates 
to  the  congressional  convention  vote  for 
Maj.  Baldwin  for  the  nomination.  This 
was  adopted  uninamously.  P.  M.  Graff 
then  offered  a  motion  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted  that  the  delegates  to  the 
state  convention  vote  for  D.  W.  Lawler 
for  the  nomination  for  governor.    John 

G.  Brown  followed  this  up  by  a  motion 
that  the  chairman  of  each  delegation 
cast  the  ballot  of  such  delegation  as  a 
unit  for  the  candidates.  This  was 
amended  by  P.  M.  Graff  so  as  to  provide 
that  the  delegation  vote  as  a  unit  on  all 
questions.  The  amendment  was 
adopted.

In  the  original  resolutions  presented 
by  the  comnntiee  was  one  instructing  the 
state  delegation  to  voti  for  Daniel  Buck, 
of  Mankato,  and  Judge  Canty,  of  Minne- 
apolis, as  candidates  for  the  supreme 
bench.  After  tb£  reading  of  the  report 
and  the  presentation  of  a  motion  for  its 
adoption,  A.  Jaques  immediately  moved 
that  this  resolutix)n  be  stricken  out.  H. 
F.  Greene  seconded  this.  J.  M.  Martin 
offered  an  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment providing  for  striking  out  the  res- 
olution lauding  Mayor  d'Autremont's  ad- 
ministration. He  maintained  that  the 
committee  had,  '*^ith  very  bad  taste.gone 
beyond  its  province  and  for  a  county 
convention  to  endorse  a  certain  city  ad- 
ministration would  be  establishing  a  pe- 
culiar precedent.  At  the  proper  time 
and  place  no  one  would  be  pleased  more 
than  he  to  give  testimony  to  the  able 
and  admirable  administration  but  he  felt 
that  this  was  not.  the  place.

This  seems  to  have  been  correct  for 
Mayor  d'Autremont  had  withdrawn  and 
did  not  return  until  the  discussion  had 
nearly  ceased.  A  long  wrangle  occurred 
over  the  resolutions  and  the  delegates 
were  in  a  quandary.  To  vote  to  strike 
out  the  resolution  might  appear  to  the 
outside  world  in  the  light  of  a  censure; 
to  adopt  it  would  subject  the  convention 
to  ridicule.  After  getting  the  whole 
matter  so  tangled  up  with  amendments 
to  amendments  and  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  Mr.  Mariin  withdrew  his 
amendment  and  the  resolutions  went 
through  as  presented  except  that  the 
one  endorsing  Buck  and  Canty  was 
stricken  out. 

Maj.  Baldwin  was  then  called  for  to 
address  the  convention  and  responded 
sayinj;: 

"Believe  me  I  appreciate  the  honor  ytu 
would  confer  on  me  and  I  thank  you  for 
it.  1  feel  as  did  the  United  States  sena- 
tor's son.  His  father  asked  him  as  to 
what  it  was  his  ambition  to  be  when  he 
became  a  man,  to  which  the  boy  replied 
that  he  would  like  to  be  a  hack  driver 
but  supposed  he  would  have  to  be  a 
United  Stales  iienator.  I  would  rather 
stay  here  at  home  and  work  in  the 
interests  of  Democracv  than  be  a  con- 
gressman but  I  suppose  I've  got  to  be  a 
congressman.  [Great  applause  and 
laughter.]  I  muut  confess  that  1  am  little 
versed  in  matters  pertaining  to  political 
office.  I  have  never  sought  office,  have 
never  been  a  candidate  for  office  and 
have  never  held  any  political  office. 
Some  questions  have  been  raised  as  to 
my  Democracy,  as  to  whether  I  am  a 
Simon  pure  dyed  in  the  wool  Democrat. 
Now  I  want  to  read  you  the  abstract  of 
title  of  my  Democracy.  I  was  born  a 
Democrat  and  a.m  a  Democrat  by  nature. 
L  enlisted  as  a  private,  and  as 
a  Democrat,  in  the  Second  Wisconsin 
infantry  which  became  known  as  the 
Iron  Brigade.  I  rose  to  the  command  of 
mv  regiment,  still  a  Democrat,  was  mus- 
tered out  and  honorably  discharged,  still 
a  Democrat,  and  have  been  a  Democrat 
ever  since.  Now,  gentlemen,  are  there 
any  flaws  in  that  title?  [Cries  of  "No," 
"No."J  Should  I  or  some  other  man  be 
the  nominee  of  the  Brainerd  convention 
I  pledge  my  hearty  support  to  the  Dem- 
cratic  ticket.  (Gentlemen,  I  thank  you 
again  for  the  honor  you  would  confer  on 
me. 

After  the  applause  which  followed 
Maj.  Baldwin's  speech  had  subsided  the 
convention  adjourned.

Pittsburg,  Aug.  2.— The  hrst  case  to 
come  up  in  the  criminal  court  today  was 
that  of  the  anarchists, Bauer  ard  Knold. 
When  Attorney  Friedman  presented  his 
petition  asking  that  they  be  admitted  to 
bail,  Judge  Ewin  said:  "I  take  it  for 
granted  that  the  court  has  grounds  on 
which  to  hold  these  men,  but  as  there  is 
now  no  possibility  of  death  resulting  I 
will  Hx  the  bail  of  Bauer  and  Knold  at 
$5,000  each."  The  prisoners  remained 
in  the  dock  while  Attorney  Friedman 
and  their  friends  went  in  search  of  bail, 
which  they  v/ill  doubtless  secu  re. 

Attorney  W.  J.  Brennan  for  the  Amal- 
gamated association  this  morning  pre- 
sented to  President  Judge  Ewin  the  peti- 
tion he  prepared  for  the  appointment  of 
a  voluntary  trade  tribunal  for  i;he  settle- 
ment of  the  Homestead  strike.  The 
petitions  reads:  "Whereas,  .1  serious 
dispute  exists  at  Homesteac  between 
the  Carnegie  Steel  companj,  limited, 
and  their  employes,  in  which  force  has 
been  resorted  to  and  the  peace  and  good 
order  of  the  community  violared  and  is 
still  further  threatened,  therefore  the 
subscribers  hereto,  citizei  s  of  the  said 
Alleghany  county  and  of  the  said  judicial 
district  and  of  the  United  States,  being 
the  number  thereof  of  employes  and  with 
the  qualifications  required  by  the.  act 
known  as  the  voluntary  trade:  tribunal 
act  of  1883  for  the  settlement  of  disputes 
in  the  steel  trade,  pray  that  a  license 
shall  issue  for  the  creation  of  such  trib- 
unal, conditioned  upon  the  a:;sent  and 
agreement  of  the  necessary  number  in 
writing  of  employes  as  required  by  the 
said  act.    And  they  will  ever  pray." 

Sixty-seven  names  of  steel  workmen 
of  Pittsburg  and  Homestead  are  at- 
tached. The  names  of  the  two  men  cer- 
tifying to  the  petition  are  Gea.  F.  Rey- 
lands  and  J.  Hulz,  both  of  Homestead. 

ROW  OVEPt  A  FOREMAN. 

Men  in  the  Shops  of  an  Arkansas  Rail- 
road Kick. 

Little  R^ck,  Ark.,  Aug.  2.— Owing 
to  the  discharge  of  C.  A.  Braun,  foreman 
of  the  Iron  Mountain  railroad  shops  at 
this  place,  the  road  is  threatened  with  a 
serious  strike.  Master  Mechanic  Rob- 
erts appointed  S.  J.  Elkins  as  successor 
to  Braun,  and  yesterday  morning  the 
machinists  refused  to  work  mder  Elk- 
ins,  claiming  he  was  a  non-union  man, 
and  left  the  shops. 

The  machinists  say  that  unless  Elkins 
is  removed  every  man  employed  in  the 
shops  will  strike.  The  railroad  authori- 
ties are  determined  to  support  the  mas- 
ter mechanic  in  his  action,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  men  will  go  on  strike 
today. 


LAWLER  A  SURE  WIxNNER. 

Is  Certain  to  be  the  Democratic  Nomi- 
nee for  Gov  ^rnor. 
St.  Paul,  April  2.— It  is    now    practi- 
cally conceded  on  all  sides  that  Dan  W. 

Lawler  will  be  the  Democratic  nominee 
for  governor. 

"How  many  of  the  789  delegates  in 
the  state  convention  will  vote  for  Lawler 
for  the  nomination  of  governor?  asked 
a  reporter  of  Secretary  Smalley,  of  the 
state  central  committee. 

"About  700,  if  not  all  of  them,"  was 
the  reply.  "There  has  been  but  little 
question  of  Mr.  Lawler's  nomination 
since  it  became  known  that  Judge  Wil- 
son would  not  accept  it.  In  fact,  even 
before  that  there  was  strong  talk  of  it, 
but  Mr.  Lawler  has  discouraged  all  such 
talk  and  has  done  all  in  his  power  to 
send  the  nomination  somewhere  else. 
But  the  call  is  too  strong  and  too  unani- 
mous.' 

"Will  the  Democrats  make  a  thor- 
ough campaign  and  conscientiously 
stand  by  the  nominee?"  asked  the  re- 
porter. 

"I  see  the  drift  of  your  question,"  re- 
plied Mr.  Smalley,  "and  I  desire  to  say 
right  here,  and  you  will  see  it  confirmed 
in  the  campaign,  that  all  previous  cam- 
paigns of  the  Democratic  party  have  been 
child's  play  compared  to  that  which 
will  be  made  in  1892.  The  silly  rot  that 
has  been  published  about  any  reputable 
or  leading  Democrat  desiring  the  de- 
feat ot  the  ticket  for  selfish  purposes  is 
not  worthy  of  a  moment's  notice.

▼icte*!  homicides  in  the  Ohio  penitentiary 
and  with  startling  results.     Almost  every 
one  had  the  signs,  and  Warden  C.  C.  James 
was  so  impressed  by  it  that  he  refused  to 
allow  an  examination  of  the  seven  mur 
derers  in  the  annex  awaiting  execution, 
as  he  thought    it    might    prejudice  their 
chances  for  commutation,     W.  .J.  Elliott. 
the  late  Columbus  editor,  refused  to  allow 
bin  hand  looked  at.  so  he  is  set  down  as  a 
murderer  by  accident  or  sudden  heat  rather 
than  by  nature. 

Benedict  Zucher,  who  killed  his  own 
father,  has  both  thumbs  absolutely  en 
bille,  and  the  scaffold  sign  sharp  and 
distinct  in  each  hand.  His  hands  are  per- 
fectly typical,  according  to  Desbarolles' 
theory. 

John  Riddle,  who  murdered  a  convict  in 
the  penitentiary,  after  he  had  received  a 
life  sentence  for  a  murder  committed  in 
Shelby  county,  is  another  prisoner  who  has 
the  murderer's  characteristic  hand  in  every 
detail. 

Johnny  Beal,  of  Prebla  county,  con- 
victed on  circumstantial  evidence  at  the 
age  of  thirteen  of  killing  his  own  mother 
has  hands  perfectly  free  of  the  distinctive 
sign.  So  has  George  W.  Brashears,  cod 
victeil  also  on  circumstantial  evidence,  and 
Samuel  Hummell.  All  the  other  men 
have  the  signs,  and  many  of  them  to  an 
astonishing  degree.  Some  of  the  women, 
however,  have  the  signs  but  very  slightly.' 

William  Berner,  cold  blooded 'murderer 
of  Kirk,  in  Cincinnati,   whose  light  sen 
tence  caused  the  great  riot  of  lSb4,  has  a 
perfect    "murderer's    hand"-the   square 
bulbous  thumb,  with    a    short    n.ail,   the 
outer  edge  of  the  hand  high  and  the  "line 
of  life  directly  bisecting  the  line  of  head 
just  under  the  second  finger."     Desbarolles 
explains  it  thus:    The  thumb  distinguishes 
man  from  all  similarly  formed  animals 
the  nearer  the  thumb  is  to  that  of  an  ape 
or  gorilla  the  more  animal  in  the  man, 
therefore  the  more  murderous  fury  when 
arou.sed.    So  take  stock  of  your  thumb, 
and  if  it  is  apish  don't  drink  whisky  but 
pray  for  grace. 


Hnman  Nature. 

The  following  anecdote  comes  to  us  from 
the  navy  yard  at  Mare  Island,  Cal.  It  is 
human  nature  for  people  in  a  crisis  to 
imagine  themselves  as  playing  the  most 
important  role.  This  is  well  illustrated 
by  an  anecdote  told  by  a  naval  officer  of 
his  first  experience  under  fire  during  the 
civil  war.  He  was  a  midshipman  at  the 
time,  just  out  of  the  academy,  and  his  ves- 
sel was  engaged  in  destroying  a  blockade 
runner  aground  near  the  entrance  of  Mo 
bile  bay.

After  a  few  years  of  travel  and  study, 
and  being  at  St.  Petersburg  a  short  time 
as  attache  of  the  American  legation,  he 
was  chosen  professor  of  history  and 
English  literature  for  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1857.  In  1862  ill  health, 
caused  by  excessive  devotion  to  study, 
required  his  resignation,  and  after  some 
years  of  comparative  leisure  he  located 
at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  He  served  in  the 
state  senate,  and  aided  Ezra  Cornell  in 
organizing  the  Cornell  university,  of 
which  he  became  president.  He  has 
served  as  United  States  commissioner  to 
Santo  Domingo,  as  minister  to  Germany 
and  in  some  minor  positions,  but  is 
best  known  as  a  scholar  and  historical 
writer.
